was to be made to cut them off by the detachment of Sikhs at Gva, as it wa.s 
believed that they were marching in that direction. All boats were either re¬ 
moved to the other bank of the Soane, or sent down the stream. 

3. The Ohuppra and Tirhoot Districts were much exposed by the aban¬ 
donment of Goruckpoor, and the Arrah Establishments were removed to Buxar. 
it was not improbable that Shaliabad would again bo occupied and plundered 
by Kooer Sing ou the removal of Major Eyre’s force, as there were no troops 
to spare to x*eplaee them. 

4. The only fear at Patna itself was the chance of a collision between 
the European soldiery and the townspeople, but every means were taken to 
prevent it by closing all spirit shops within reach, and by constantly ascertain¬ 
ing the presence of the men by roll call. 

5. The respectable inhabitants of the city undertook to maintain tran¬ 
quillity in their respective quarters during the Mohurrum, to restrict the pro¬ 
cessions to reasonable hours, and to watch all suspicious characters. 

6. The opium godown was fortified, and had six guns in position bearing 
on the town. The police arrangements were under the charge of the Magis¬ 
trate and Major Nation. 

7. Trade was reviving, the natives were bringing back their families, 
money orders were procurable, and every indication of restored- quietude and 
confidence was exhibited. 


8. Arrangements were made to meet the opium advances, and to enable 

the zemindars to pay their revenue in the manuer moat convenient to 
themselves. * 

9. Arrangements were also made for the payment of all expenses, and 

the)regulation of requisitions of the Police

17. The loss mentioned was sustained by the desertion of a driver with 
his bullock, during a dark night. 

18. As the difficulties of guarding the treasure with the very small force 
at. the Collector’s command were extremely great, and as the utmost care and 
■vigilance had been, exercised by all concerned, the result was considered credit¬ 
able and satisfactory. 

19. It was afterwards ascertained that a portion of the sum, supposed to 
have been lost at Gya, had been recovered.

23. Messrs. Ronald and Floyd abandoned their station at Deogbur and 
proceeded to Raneegunge—a step which they were called ujiou to explain as 
there was no necessity for it. Babu Shaihtanund Mookerjee and Serjeant Smith 
behaved well at Doomka as already related. The mutineers searched the house 
of Mr. Morrison 3 an indigo-planter, with intent to murder him, but he fortu¬ 
nately concealed himself and escaped without detection. 


24i. The Fort of Mongliyr had been placed in a state of siege by the 
Secretary, Government of Bengal, No. 2075, dated Magistrate, tile troops Wet’C shut Up in it, 
28th August. and two of the gates were barricaded.

But their caprices and impatience of 
control, such as all simple-minded savages invariably exhibit, make it neces¬ 
sary to commence the experiment with caution, and to conduct it through the 
Agency of an officer known to and confided in by the Sonthals. Their pay 
should not be less than Rupees 5 a month, and no deductions should be 
made from it on any account. They should be enlisted for short periods in the 
beginning, and be armed with a light rifle and their own battle axe. ■

views advocated by the Li utenant-GoYernor in paragraph 89 of bis Minute 
of the 30th April 1856, it was submitted to the Government of India as part 
of a comprehensive scheme of defence, particularly needed at the present time. 

66 . The immediate suppression of revolt and disaffection, the protection 
of the quiet and well-disposed, and the preservation of public tranquillity, 
render it necessary to have at the head-quarters of each district “ a small but 
well drilled guard to be used in case of riots, or of opposition to the ordinary 
police.'’ 

67. The turbulence, contempt of, and spirit of opposition to authority, 
at all times exhibited by the people of Backergunge, re ml red such a measure 
pre-eminently necessary in that zillah. Their open violence towards the 
police and towards each other was dangerous even in ordinary times, and at, 
the present period might speedily swell into tumult difficult to repress, uu.ess 
checked and extinguished in the bud. 

68 . In several districts were classes superior in. courage and enterprise, 
and more prone to personal conflict than the mass ot the people. Fioin 

among these classes it seems probable that the materials of a trained, disci¬ 
plined, and trustworthy armed police may be obtained. Hence the experiment 
is deemed worthy of trial. 

69. In the Baekerguoge District, the Muglis or descendants of the 
Arracanese settled in the district would form the nucleus of such a force, and 
It was considered that the number needed in that zillah would be greater than 
in pther parts of Bengal Proper. 

70. The number and pay of these guards would vary in. different parts 
of the country, and would generally be higher than that of the ordinary 
police. 

71. In Backergunge the Lieutenant-Governor was of opinion that Rupees 
7 or 8 a month to each man would have to be given, and that 209 men 
would probably be sufficient for the present. In other districts fewer would 
be required.

78. Thirty percussion mouses with 
ammunition were sent to the "Magistrate 
of Noakbolly for the protection of the 
station and the district. 

79. Cuttack Division and■ Tributary Melials. —Into the Cuttack Division, 

the spirit of revolt has not penetrated in any shape. 

From Sumbulpoor tHe 'Senior AsSistaht Commissioner intimated 

that his detachment was well behaved up 
to the 24tli of August, that he hpd heard 
nothing further of the progress of the 
pretenders to Sumbulpoor Raj, who 
were supposed to be marching, under the 
escort of the mutinous companies of the 
8th Native Infantry, and that his chief 
fears were from his own soldiers, who were probably not fully aware of w'hat 
had occurred elsewhere, and could not be entirely relied on, however faithful 
they might seem to be. • 

81. The Subadar in command at Siimbulpoor, Shaikh Panch Kourie 
Kduin, received a letter from the Subadar in command at Ranchi, Jyo Mungal 
Pandy, directing the former to march to Dorundah with the treasure, and, if he 
experienced any difficulty about carriage, to release and make use of the 
convicts in the jail. He was warned by the Subadar at Ranchi to be expedi¬ 
tions in his movements, or a force of Madras troops would soon be down upon 
him from Cuttack. The Subadar showed the letter to Captain Leigh, and 
was using every exertion to keep his detachments steady and faithful. 

82. There were Rupees 30,000 in money, and Rupees 5,000 worth of 
stamps in the Sumbulpoor Collectorate. 

83. The heavy floods prevented the movement of the Madras Column, 
until the 28th of August, when they ci'ossedthe Mahanuddy, and with the aid 
of ten elephants hoped to reach Sumbulpoor in ten or twelve days. 

84. Every possible arrangement for their health and comfort in transit 
was made by the Commissioner, and judicious detailed instructions for their 
guidance were drawn up by the same officer. The water route was reported 
to be altogether impracticable during the floods, and to be likely to occupy 
nearly a month at other times, for the largo boats in which it would be neces¬ 
sary to convey troops. 

85. An application for assistance was sent to Raipoor by Captain Leigh, 
and fifty horse with 100 foot of the Nagpoor Irregular Force were promised. 

86. The policy of bringing these men into contact with Madras troops 
was questioned, as they were chiefly Hindustanis recruited in districts now 
in open revolt.

90. The plan of dividing the relieving column by sending a portion of 
the force through Purulia was abandoned, and the entire Brigade was sent up 
the Grand Trunk Road to Burliie and Hazareebaugh, so as either to'advance on 
Dorundah should the mutineers hold fast there, or to intercept their march 
to join Rower Singh by Chuttra, the road they were expected to take, and the 
object they were known to be anxious to accomplish. 

91. A zemindar and some Ghutwalls, reported to be making breaches in 
the road to Ranchi from Hazareebaugh, were warned of the consequences of 
throwing any difficulties in the way of the advancing force, the approach of 
which, was notified to all the Chiefs, who were called upon to afford every 
assistance in their power. 

92. Prisoners of influence escaped from Hazareebaugh were raising 
bands of dacoits and plundering, as were, some of the Sontbals to the south of 
Hazareebaugh. 

93 . A small force was sent out to arrest them, and one leader of the 
dacoits was caught, which it was believed would produce a good effect on 
the rest. 

94. Orders were issued for immediately raising, through the agency of

The speedy re-occupation of Purulia being considered important, and 
it being deemed advisable that the officers in charge of that station and of 
Chyebassa should be accompanied by as imposing a force as could in' present 
circumstances be spared, Captain G. N. Oakes was directed to retake Purulia, 
and Lieutenant Birch to proceed to Chyebassa, escorted by the company of 
Seikb volunteers at Raneegunge. As these consisted of only ninty-one trained 
soldiers, with fifty-one recruits, it was decided, on the suggestion of His Excel¬ 
lency the Commander-in-Chief, that this force should not be broken up into 
detachments.

99 . The Raja, as already related, took prompt and successful measures 
for the protection of Chyebassa, and expressed much surprise at Captain Siss- 
more’s flight. 
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100. As the abandonment of his post by this officer was considered highly 
derogatory and unnecessary, the neighbouring Chiefs being loyal, zealous and 
affording every aid to coerce the detachment at Chyebassa, the services of 
Captain Sissmore were placed at the disposal of His Excellency the Commander- 
in-Chief, and Lieutenant Birch was appointed to the charge of Chyebassa. 

101. Captain Sissmore subsequently requested permission to resign his 
Civil appointment, to which the Lieutenant-Governor had no objection, as 
that officer had formerly behaved with gallantry on the staff, and at the 
battle of Chillianwallah.

Agent, Govffimor-Genornl, North-East frontier, of Assam, Was of opinion that if the

goree, many of them would betake themselves to the Bootan Doars, and that 
the Soubalis taking advantage of the defenceless state of the frontier, with the 
aid of the mutineers, would lay waste the Rungpore district, and perhaps 
plunder Coocli Behar. 

104. The Boars appear always to have been frequented by adventurers 

from Oudh, and it was not improbable after the restoration of tranquillity, 
that numbers of the disbanded soldiery would take service with the Bootan. 
Soubahs, both for a livelihood and to revenge themselves on the subjects of 
the British Government. • 

105. The unquiet state of the Akas and Mishmees, and the probability 
of having to take part against the Bootan Doars, rendered it impracticable to 
detach any portion of the Assam corps beyond the limits of the province. 

10G. It was, therefore, suggested, as Europeans were not available, and 
as, if present, they could not with safety be employed in the sub-Himalayan 
valleys, to raise through the agency of Dr. Campbell, the Superintendent of 
Darjeeling, who is personally known to most of the village Chiefs, a corps of 
Meches of the Doars to act as a police militia. 

107. It was also deemed desirable to raise bodies of armed police from 
among the retainers of the Indigo Planters in the Dinagepore and Rungpore 
districts, among whom were to he found bold, active men, with no sympathies 
for Hindustanis. 

108. Many of these people were used to arms, and had probably often 
engaged in border raids. 

109. In the district of Gowalpara a large body of MSchcs and other 
superior races could be raised and trained in two or three months. 

110. The above valuable suggestions from an officer of great experience 
and local knowledge were referred to Dr. Campbell and the Civil Officers of 
Ttungpore and Dinagepore, for report as to the practicability of the scheme in 
regard to the meches of the Doar, and the agricultural population of the 
Rungpore district.

118. The difficulty even in times of peace of obtaining carriage and supplies 
for small bodies of troops, without injury to commerce and agriculture, and 
without injustice and oppression, was detailed. 

119. These difficulties would increase in magnitude to an extent that 
might, become a most serious source of embarrassment, if arrangements to 
meet them were not completed, before the arrival of tho troops expected. 


120. It was, therefore, proposed to organize on a sufficiently extended 
scale, and under special superintendence, a department of supply for carriage 
and food, including the collection at suitable depbts of all animals, grain fodder 
and other necessaries for the use of troops on t he march, and for tx complete 
carriage establishment of carts, draught and pack cattle, with elephants, 
camels and drivers, so as to obviate the necessity for impressment at the 
time of need, with all the evil consequences, to troops and people, therefrom 
ensuing. 

121. In order that suitable arrangements might be made, and fit depots 
selected, information was asked as to the probable number and date of arrival 
of the troops expected, and the lines of march they would take. 

122. The Lieutenant-Governor was confident, if the scheme were sanc¬ 
tioned, of working it to the satisfaction of the Supreme Government, and of 
facilitating the movements of the troops in a manuer that could not be accom¬ 
plished by any existing Commissariat or other Agency.

Assam of a very unfavorable character. The £wd local regimehts are believed 
to he ready to mutiny, and some of the Kajas to bi contemplating an 
attempt to regain their independence. The matter has be&Greported to fhe 
Government of India, and authority obtained for sending up a party of 
Europeans, whose presence it is hoped will prevent any rising. Preparations 
have been made for the immediate despatch of this small force.

anxiety during this week, in the Behar 
Division, arose from the abandonment of 
Goruckpore, and the consequent exposure 
of Chuprah and Chumparun and per¬ 
haps even the Mozufferpore district, to be 
overrun by the rebel Mahomed Hossein 
Khan, who had proclaimed himself ruler 
in the name and on behalf of the King 
of Oudh. This individual had collected 



a considerable force, and bad organized a species of Government at the Sadder 
Station of Goruckpore. 

2. The military power in the Chuprah and Tirlioot districts, consisting ot 
a few Seikhs of the Police Battalion, was quite unequal to resist an incursion in 
force from the Goruckpore side, urgent requisitions were, therefore, made for 
aid to protect the valuable zillabs in question. 

3. The paramount necessity of pushing on every available soldier and 
gun to relieve Lucknow, rendered it impossible to retain any part of Major 
Eyre’s detachment. 

4. The Dinapore garrison having to provide for the defence of Patna, and 
being already reduced to the lowest extent consistent with safety, could spare 
nothing. 

5. The Brigade advancing up the Grand Trunk Road had to furnish the 
means of dispersing the Ramghur mutineers, ancl of restoring order in the 
valuable districts to the south of that great line of communication, and then 
to proceed as rapidly as possible to the North-West. They could, therefore, 
only detach aid in the most urgent need. 

6. The only available force was the regiment of Madras Native Infantry 
proceeding by water to Dinapore and Allahabad. Authority was requested to 
send such portion as could be spared of this corps to defend the left bank of 
the Gogra and little Gunduck, and to prevent the advance of any armed body 
from Goruckpoor to Chuprah or Chumparun. 

7. The Rajas of Bettiah ancl Hutwali were requested to raise men for 
the protection of the frontier bordering their estates, and they both received 
the acknowledgments of the Lieutenant-Governor for their good and loyal 
conduct. They are at present in an exposed and dangerous position. 

8. Koonwur Singh and his brother Umur Singh were said to be still in 
the vicinity of Rliotas and Sasseram. The former however was believed to have 
proceeded towards Rewah, and to have opened communications with the Go- 
ruckpoor rebels. He was also said to have quarrelled with his brother, accus¬ 
ing the latter of being the cause of the disastrous defeat at Jugdespore. 
The force of Koonwur Singh was conjectured to consist of the greater part of 
the mutineers of the 40th Native Infantry, who were natives of Shaliabad, 
and of a rabble of retainers 2 or 3,000 in number. 

9. The sepoys were laden with plunder, and mounted on ponies stolen in. 
their predatory march. 

10. Umur Singh’s force was believed to be small, and to have under 
its charge the females of the family. 

11. The main body of the defeated Dinapore mutineers approached to 
within twenty-six miles of Benares, but rode off rapidly towards Mirzapore on 
hearing that a party of European troops with two guns were sent out after 
them. When last heard of, they had crossed the Tonse. Plunder and rapine 
had characterized their progress. 

12. In Patna the Mohurrum passed off quietly. The greatest anxiety 
was caused by ,a fear of collision between the soldiers of the 10th Eoot and the 
townspeople.

15. The latter opinion was adopted by the Lieutenant-Governor. The 
sending down of any further portion was interdicted, and the necessary steps 
were taken to preserve what had already arrived. 


16. As they were likely to embarrass military operations, and there were 
no adequate means of protecting them, it was strongly recommended that all 
ladies and children should at once be sent away from the disturbed districts. 

17. Directions were given to appoint without delay Honorary Assistant 
Magistrates from among the Indigo Planters in the Chuprah, Cliumparun and 
Tirhoot districts, and to authorize them to raise a small and efficient police 
force for the protection of their respective neighbourhoods.

20. In consequence of the general nature of the rebellion, and the im¬ 
possibility of identifying the majority of the rebels, or of bringing their crime 
home to them, the Magistrate recommended the wholesale burning and de¬ 
struction of all villages proved to have sent men to take active part in the 
rebellion. 

27. This was peremptorily forbidden by the Commissioner, who recom¬ 
mended the levying of heavy fines instead, and the obtaining of legislative 
power to enforce them, if it did not already exist. 



28. A proposal to the same effect, to secure the punishment of all open 
and secret rebels, had already been submitted to the Government of India as 
recorded in a preceding Narrative. 

29. The Magistrate of Arrah mounted a portion of the Sikhs at his 
disposal, to act as cavalry patrols. 

30. A reward of Rupees 100 was granted to the Magistrate’s Chupprassee, 

who, at the risk of his life, had, during the occupation of Arrah by the rebels 
carried and delivered a message from Mr. Wake to the General Commanding 
the Dmapore Division. ° 

. ..f. 1 : T ll °, Domra °a Raja’s proceedings during the active course of 

hostilities m the district were of tho most suspicious character. He had afford¬ 
ed no aid whatever in the cause of order, and was believed to have advanced 
money to the rebels. A strict enquiry into his conduct was ordered. 

32. In the Gya District, the mutineers of the Irregular Cavalry were at 
large j the heirs of a zemindar whose estates had been forfeited some years 
s j nee levied 1,000 men to retake them from the present proprietor; and in 
the Novvada Sub-Division much disturbance was caused by a rebel named 
Hyder Ali Khan. 

33. The latter was captured, and two of his followers were killed by the 
police, and the former fled on hearing of the re-occupation of Gya. A reward 
was offered for their apprehension, and every effort made to seize them. 

34. The exact position and number of the cavalry were not known. 
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fetation. Captam Rattray did not however consider his force sufficiently 
strong to justify his marching out to any distance to attack the mutineers. 

34. In Gya itself an entrenchment was formed round the Judge’s house 
to afford a place of refuge, only to be occupied in case of need. 

35. From a detailed report of the state in which the Deputy Magistrate 
of Sasseram found the station on returning to it and from other information 
it appeared that Shah Kubbeerooddeen had really done good service* and had 
acted with loyalty and devotion. As soon as his people found’ that the 
mutineers were deficient in ammunition, they attacked them, and prevented 
the plunder Oi. the town, but not before all the Government property and 
buildings in it had been destroyed, as recorded in a former Narrative. 

36. The Shah was recommended to the Government of India for some

38. The extremely unsatisfactory state of the telegraph between Rai- 
mehai and Patna was forcibly dwelt on in the report of the Commissioner, 
who, in addition to general measures of reform, recommended that it should 
be connected with the civil stations of Barb and Rajmehal, to enable the 
officers at those places to look after it. These representations were submitted 
to the Government of India, and orders have been issued to place the Hue in 
order as early as possible.

88. The Ghauts surrounding the plateau in which Ranchi stands were 
ordered to be well guarded in all directions, but more particularly towards 
Purulia and Hazareebaugh. 

89. An offer to close the Purulia passes 'was made by a zemindar who 
had escaped from the Hazareebaugh Jail in which he was imprisoned at the 
time of the revolt. He stipulated for a free pardon and a gift of Rupees 1,000 
for the service, but his offer was not accepted.

90. Captain G. N. Oakes with the Seikh Volunteers marched to reoccupy 
Purulia on the 3rd of September. Prom thence Lieutenant Birch was to 
proceed to Chyebassah as formerly related. 

91. At Sumbulpore all remained quiet. Two detachments of Nagpore 
troops which had been ordered to Captain Leigh’s relief were countermanded 
by the Commissioner of Nagpore. 

92. The Cuttack Force was within two marches of Ungool, and the road 
was stated to be safe and practicable by two officers from Nagpore who had 
just traversed it. A report that a large force of rebels had been seen on this 
road was without foundation. 



93. The Officer Commanding the Madras detachment was directed to exer¬ 
cise the greatest caution in approaching Sumbulpore, and to maintain constant 
communication with Captain Leigh. The belief that a detachment of two 
companies would not be strong enough to quell a mutiny at Sumbulpore, was 
successfully combated by the Commissioner of Cuttack, on the ground that 
the force, in addition to being led by European Officers, was numerically strong¬ 
er than that of the meu of the Ramgliur Battalion (150 foot and 12 horse?; 
supposing the whole of the latter to be faithless, and that if an outbreak really 
took place, it would happen before the advent of the Madras troops. The 
mutineers would doubtless make off at once to Ranchi, and the occupation of 
the station in any contingency was likely to be quiet and without resistance. 

94. The maintenance of Sumbulpore was important now that the post 
again travelled by the old road to Bombay. 

95. . The pretenders to the Sumbulpore Raj had not been again heard 
of, hut if they made their appearance, it was thought that the troublesome 
characters in the district would be glad of a pretext to create confusion to 
enable them to plunder and destroy. This was a reason for strengthenin'* the 
armed power at Sumbulpore even should the Ramghur troops remain staunch. 

96. In the meantime, an addition was made to the Police force of "the 
Sumbulpore District, as previously sanctioned. 

97. It was intimated that the Ramghur Battalion was a regiment under 
flie or dots of Jlis Excellency the Commander-in Chief, and a report was called 
for on the materials available for the formation of a new corps.

Assam Li°-ht Infantry are from the Arrali District, and closely related to the 
mutineers' 5 of the 40th Native Infantry. Some of them are from the estates 
of Koonwar Singh, and an uneasy spirit has lately been perceived to prevail 
amon«- them. From information collected from independent quarters, the. 
men of the regiment above mentioned appear to have been in communication 
with the Joreliat Raja, saving Kunderpessawur Singh, and to have^ offered 
to retake the province and hold it for him, pending the receipt of haul in¬ 
structions, it is believed, from Delhi. 

108. The proceedings of the Raja himself were of a suspicious character, 
and his Diwan (Agent) in Calcutta- Was known to be a disaffected trouble¬ 
some character, and to have indulged iu treasonable correspondence. 

109. A religious mendicant was travelling in Assam, and no rebellious 
projects seem to have been generally propagated by such agency, it was not 
improbable that his missive to that province was of a hostile nature. 

110. The 2nd Assam Light Infantry contained fewer Hiudoostanis, but 
as . these men exercised ponsiderable influence over their more simple minded 
comrades, no reliance could be placed on the regiment. 

111. The artillery companies at Debrooghur were composed entirely of 
Hindoostanib, and although they were believed to be much attached to their 
Commandant, Captain Reid, recent events have shown that this is a much 
slighter bond of union and^fidelity, than the insane fanaticism which leguiatcs 
the proceedings of these misguided men in mutiny. 

112. Some of the neighbouring tribes were known to be disaffected, 
and to be ready to take advantage of any difficulties that might occur. 

113. The plan of revolt, as far as it could be ascertained, was of the now 
familiar stereotyped character, commencing with the cold-blooded massacre 
of all Christians, and ending in pillage and rapine. The time selected was the 
approaching Doorgah Poojali vacation. 

114. From these combined causes of uneasiness, it is manifest that the 
province is in considerable peril, and an European force of seamen, - trained as 
o-unners, under the command of a Naval Officer, has been sent up by steamer 
to Debrooghur, to be disposed of as the local authorities may deem most 
advisable. 

115. The Dewan of the Raja was arrested in Calcutta and lodged in 
the Jail at Allipore. 

116. Previous to the discovery of the unquiet state of the Native soldiery 
in Assam, narrated above, Colonel Jenkins had pointed out the delay and 
difficulty that would ocelir in sending any portion of the force at his disposal 
to Rungpore for the protection of the Eastern Frontier. The manifest inutility 
of such a proceeding was now obvious. 

117. The. utmost' chre was-taken to despatch the force to Assam with 
the secrecy necessary to prevent its destination being known, but it is feared 
that this intention. -has been "frustrated by the ill-judged publication ot the de¬ 
parture of the steamer and notification of its object by the Calcutta papers. 
It is hoped that this,injudicious proceeding may not be attended with the se¬

2. These'proceedings of an insignificant body of armed rebels were 
rapidly destroying the prestige of British power in Behar, and laying the 
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foundation of future disturbance and difficulty in a very important part of 
our most ancient territory. 

3. The country was so flooded and they were so cumbered with plunder, 
that it was believed to be an easy task to destroy them if separate detachments 
of troops of sufficient strength could be sent to hem them in. Tiie cavalry 
could evade any single force of infantry sent against them. 

4. The detachments of the Seikh Corps at Hazareebaugh and Dehree 
could not be spared from those important positions. 

5. The reoccupation of the former was necessary for the safety of the 
Grand Trunk Road. The latter defended the passage of the Soane, and tended 
to keep Ummer Singh in check. Koonwar Singh had left the district.

15. After a fusillade of some duration, for they did not charge home, 
they rode off with all belonging to them, and passed through Gya as men¬ 
tioned before. 


16. Twelve of them were believed to have been killed and several 
Wounded, but the exact numbers are not known. 

17. In their progress to the Soane they committed every species of law¬ 
less act, levying a heavy contribution on the Ranee of Tikaree, and Moolerain 
Singh breaking open the zenanas and violating the females of respectable 
Hindoos, and plundering and destroying all they could lay hands on. 

18. They crossed the Soane by raising and repairing some of the sunken 
boats, and by seizing others passing down the stream. They ultimatly^effect- 
ed a junction with Umur Singh, who called upon the retainers in Koowur 
Singh’s village to send in their contingents, and many are said to have flocked 
in consequence to his standard.

32. The late Commissioner of Patna submitted a letter dated the loth of 
Secretary to the Government of Bengal, No. 1806, August, appealing against llis removal 
dated 22 mi September 1857 (with enciosurea). from the Commissionership of that Divi¬ 
sion, and setting forth the reasons which in his opinion entitled “ him to claim 
from Government as a simple right” his " restitution to the office of which he 
has been summarily and without investigation deprived.”

83. Mr. Tayler’s statement is chiefly based on the grounds of his order 
having been discretional, of his not having been influenced by panic, of the 
circumstances of the province at the time of issue of the order having been 
such as to justify the measures adopted by him, of his being the preserver of 
Patna, and of his case having been summarily disposed of without investigation. 


34. The whole of the circumstances connected with the removal of Mr. 
Tayler, and the many causes which rendered such a step necessary, have already 
been so fully detailed in former Narratives, that a recapitulation of them is 
scarcely necessary. 

35. With reference to the particular grounds now urged for his i*estora- 
tion to an office for which he had shown his entire unfitness, a very brief 
statement will exhibit the erroneous colour now attempted to be given to orders 
which were followed by disastrous consequences—the direct and indisputable 
result of those orders. 


36. The order to retire was so unconditional, that, when under a sense 
of the humiliation and degradation involved in obedince to it, the Judge of 
Behar remonstrated against it, it was reiterated in a still more positive form. 
The Magistrate of Mozufferpore took exactly the same view of it, and failing 
to convince Mr. Tayler of its impropriety, returned at once to his station, in 
direct disobedince of the order. 


87. The Magistrate of Chumparun did not obey the order at all, from 
a conviction that it was not necessary, and that evil results would have ensued 
had he yielded obedience to it. 

38. The most influential natives at Tirhoot were of opinion that all the 
disorder which resulted at that statiou was caused by its abandonment. The 
Magistrate concurred in this. 

39. In the same manner the unexpected return of Mr. Money to Gya 
was hailed by all the well-disposed with unfeigned satisfaction; and in most of 
the native petitions subs quently presented to this Government, it is evident 
that the ill-judged and ill-advised abandonment was regarded as a cowardly 
desertion of those whom the Government was bound to protect. 


40. The proof of panic is transparent, and went even to the extent of 
counselling Major Eyre to retire and abandon the gallant garrison at Arrah to 
their fate, a step which would have brought about all the evils anticipated by 
Mr. Tayler, and would have been attended with the most disastrous results to 
the whole of the province. Indeed, it is difficult to estimate the fearful con¬ 
sequences that would have ensued from 9uch a criminal proceeding, had Mr. 
Tayler’s injunction been obeyed by Major Eyre. 

41. The abandonment of Nowadah was immediately followed by dis¬ 
order and rapine, long before the mutineers of Bhaugulpore approached the 
place. That the same consequences did not ensue at Barb and Sherghotty, 
was because Mr. Vincent returned to his station on his own judgment, and 
Mr. Davis was peremptorily directed to rejoin his post by order of the Govern¬ 
ment, both measures being contrary to Mr. Tayler 5 s instructions. 

42. The preservation of Clmprah by a Mahomedan gentleman of no 
great local influence, is undoubted proof that there was no real necessity for 
its precipitate abandonment. 

43. The defence of Arrah by the small force at Mr. Wake’s disposal, 
against the whole of the Dinapore mutineers, aided by Koowur Singh’s force, is 
good proof that Gya might, have been defended with equal success against a 
portion only of the same force, even if aided by Moolerain’s guns, for the whole 
were known to be deficient in ammunition, and to be unequal to anymnter- 
prize against a resolute resistance, from even a small number of disciplined 
soldiers without the aid of European soldiers. 

44. ' The defeat of the original attempt to relieve Arrah was so palpably 
the result of fatal mismanagement, as to afford no ground for assuming that 
similar disaster would follow more skilful arrangements, 




45. The absurd claim of Mr. Tayler to be considered the saviour of 
Patna is wholly at variance with the feelings of satisfaction with which his 
removal was viewed by nearly every respectable and well-disposed native resi¬ 
dent in that city, and by the immediate subsidence of the feelings of irri¬ 
tation and insecurity which had previously prevailed. 

46. The publication by Mr. Tayler of the corespoudence connected with 
his case while it is still subjudice, is not only directly opposed to the orders 
of the Ilon’ble Court of Directors in such matters, but is an act of gross 
and manifest impropriety. 

47. The promulgation of the private opinions of Mr. Tayler’s friends 
upon an ex parte statement, and the judgment of the propriety of the orders 
of this Government by officers directly subordinate to it, are of such ques¬ 
tionable taste, and of such mischievous tendency, as to deserve marked and 
emphatic disapproval. 

48. It is to be hoped that many of the officers referred to regarded their 
notes of approval as privileged communications, of which they did not sanc¬ 
tion the publication. The act however is, in any point of view, one of very 
questionable propriety.

45. The Porahaf. Raja had ‘promised to go into Chyebassa and deliver 
up to Lieutenant Birch the mutineers who had taken service under him, and 
the Government treasure which they had plundered,-but there was reason to 
believe that these promises were not sincere, and; Lieutenant Birch obtained 
information on the 21st of September that he was making preparations to 
attack Seraikillah. The Commissioner seemed disposed to think that our 
reoccupation of Ranchi and Dorundah would have the effect of keepiug this 
Raja to his allegiance, but his demeanour and conduct did not justify this 
expectation, and on - the circumstances .being represented to the Government of 
India, it was determined to send a wing of the Midnapoor-Shekawatty Batta¬ 
lion under the command of Colonel Forster to assist Lieutenant Birch in re¬ 
establishing the authority of Government. 


46. The latest intelligence from Maunbhoom is not satisfactory. The 

conduct of the Zemindar of Pachete 
continues to wear a suspicious and hostile 
aspect, and the Commissioner is of 
opinion that his apprehension and con¬ 
finement had become necessary. A largo 
body of Sontbals bad assembled near Jye- 
poor for the purpose of committing de¬ 
predations, but upon the appearance of 
Captain Montgomery’s small detachment of Seikhs which moved out against 
them, they dispersed and fled into the jungles. They had, however, reappeai*ed 
in greater force, and it was reported that a body of not less than 6,000 had 
assembled, had'plundered some villages, and perpetrated several murders.

He was accordingly 
authorized on the 19th September to disarm and dismount all, or as many as 
he thought proper. Eighty of them were disarmed under this order when 
the Ressalah reached Sherghotty, where Captain Rattray joined the force 
proceeding up the Grand Trunk Road. How to dispose of the horses at this 
place became a question for which no solution could be found, and the men 
therefore were not dismounted. Apprehending danger from the men being left 
behind with their horses and only twenty-five Seikhs to control or check them, 
the Lieutenant-Governor desired that some arrangement should be made for 
depriving the men of their horses, or for more effectually preventing their 
using them and repossessing themselves of arms. Eventually the men rejoined 
Captain Rattray and accompanied him to Baroon. A portion of them have 
since done good service in an encounter with the rebels near Dehree, and 
Captain Rattray has been allowed to exercise bis discretion in restoring their 
arms to such of them as he considers trustworthy. 

65. The Commissioner of Nuddea having brought to notice the incon¬ 
venience to his Office of a practice which has latterly prevailed of Magistrates 
unnecessarily addressing Government direct on subjects connected with their 
duties, was informed that this was not approved or encouraged by Government 
by whom these officers were authorized to resort to the direct mode of corre¬ 
spondence only in cases when the emergency does not admit of the delay of 
a reference to the Commissioner, and in respect to their brief weekly reports 
of the state of their districts.

treasure, their camp equipage, and the whole of their plunder. The loss in 
killed and wounded on our side was considerable, as our troops had no artil¬ 
lery with them, and had to charge the guns which they captured in succession. 
The enemy were upwards of 600 strong, and about 150 are believed to have 
been killed and wounded.

5. As the mutineers had obtained six days’ start, it was hardly expected 
that the pursuing column would come up with them, but the pursuit could not 
fail to have the effect of hurrying them on and keeping them in some alarm, 
and thus in some degree of mitigating the calamitous consequences of their 
march, and it might even perhaps embolden the people themselves to resist and 
attack them.

From to 1th November inclusive. 

With the exception of the tract of country passed over by the mutineers 
of the 32nd Regiment, and some portions of the Cliota Nagpoor Division, the 
territory subject to the Government of Bengal remained tranquil and undis¬ 
turbed during the week ending on the 7th instant. 

2. Patna, Division.—On the 2nd instant, the Burhait mutineers were 

attacked by Major English near Nowada, 
and several of them killed and wounded. 
The rest succeeded in effecting their es¬ 
cape and forded the Soane at Urwal on 
the night of the 5rh instant, their pur¬ 
suers not coming up to the spot till about 
ten hours after. Mr. Money, who was 
with Major English's force, had spnt a 

message to Mr. Wake to intercept them at the Soane, but Mr. Wake failed to 
do this by crossing to the right bank of the river, instead of waiting for the 
mutineers on the opposite bank. After effecting the passage of the Soane, the 
mutineers were reported to have marched in the direction of Peeroo.

In the Patna Division, Ummer Sing was reported to 
have been deserted hy all his followers with 
the exception of about seven or eight 
men, and to have hidden himself in some cave in the hills south of Sasseram, 
but the banditti collected together in the vicinity of Rhotas were still doing 
mischief. On the 20th November a party of about fifty sepoys led hy a Suha- 
dar was stated to have attacked a village near Akberpoor, hut in this instance the 
villagers appear to have successfully repulsed the enemy, wounding the Subadar 
himself and three of his men. 

3. For the purpose of dislodging the rebels from Rhotas, and of affording 

greater security to the Grand Trunk Road 
beyond the Soane, the permission of the

3. On the north, the principal thing to be apprehended was the overflow 

of the Oudh rebellion; but the fears on 
this score were yet premature. A letter 
from the JETutwa Raja mentioned that 
Mahomed Hossein was advancing with an 
army of about 5,000 men to conquer the 
district of Sarun; and that his advance 
guard had entered Bugrah and plundered 
it. This, it was afterwards ascertained, 

was a very exaggerated report, and other accounts mentioned that Mahomed 
Hossein had no more than a thousand fighting men with him, and was in a 
dispirited state of mind on account of the defeat and capture of Moshuruff 
Khan, his principal adviser and friend, in an engagement with the Raja of 
Bunsee. Such being the state of things, the Commissioner strongly urged the 
expediency of our making an advance into the Goruckpoor District, if only to 
regain our prestige in that quarter, and to encourage and confirm in their 
fidelity the zemindars who were still friendly to our rule. It was pointed out 
by Mr. Samuells that the recovery of the district, now comparatively an easy 
task, would shortly be rendered much more difficult by the influx of the rebels 
from Oudh, who were already pouring into it in considerable numbers. The 
Commissioner’s representations have been submitted to the Government of India 
in the Home Department, the question of the reconquest of Goruckpoor 
being one beyond the sphere of the Lieutenant-Governor to decide upon. 

4. On the 24th November, a telegram was sent to the Commissioner of

The officers of the 
regiment were at first opposed to any attempt being made to disarm them, 
but eventually acquiesced in the opinion of the rest of the officials that this 
•was a necessary measure, and it was resolved promptly to carry it into 
execution. Accordingly at daybreak on the following morning the Naval 
Brigade and Volunteers assembled, and setting ouv from the quarters of the 
former, proceeded to the several public buildings at which guards were 
stationed and disarmed them in succession without any resistance. On arriving, 
however, at the lines in Lall Bagh, which is a strong position, they found the 
main body of the detachment and the artillery prepared to oppose them, and 
on the advance of the party fire was opened upon them. A smart engagement 
ensued which lasted about half an hour, the guns being charged by the sailors 
and taken in gallant style and the sepoys driven out of the barracks, leaving 
forty-one dead on the ground. Some more were shot or drowned in attempt¬ 
ing to escape, and seventy or eighty are believed to have been wounded. On 
our side fifteen were severely and three slightly wounded, of the former three 
have since died of their wounds. Dr. Green, the Civil Surgeon of the Station, 
and Lieutenant Lewis, who commands the sailors, were amongst the wounded. 

21. After being routed the sepoys are reported to have broken up into

the two principal Hill Zemindars in that direction, to call out their men and 
follow up the mutineers, and either oppose them or shut them tip in some of 
the Dim lias through which they would have to pass; and, thirdly, in the de¬ 
spatch of the detachment of Her Majesty’s 54th Regiment to Dacca with instruc¬ 
tions to proceed after them towards Sylhet, or via Serajgunge and Do wan gunge 
in the direction of Bugwa, according to the nature of the information that may 
be received at Dacca by the time the detachment reached that place. 

A reward of Rupees 50 was offered by the Commissioner for the 
Chittagong, No. c, dated capture of every sepoy; and the Commis¬ 
sioners of Dacca and Chittagong and the 
Judge of Tipperah have been requested to 
adopt measures for giving full publicity to

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male Christian inhabitants, who had formed themselves into a Volunteer Corps. 
The respectable native inhabitants also were reported to have formed them¬ 
selves into a Volunteer Corps for patrolling the streets at night; and the 
Commissioner had detained the Brig Megna to be available in case of need. 

28. The Commissioner very strongly noticed the good feeling evinced by 

the native population towards Government 
throughout the crisis; but the station 
being a frontier one and quite defenceless, 
he urged the necessity of sending down 
some European troops to protect it. In 
furtherance of this object, and at the re¬ 
commendation of the Local Government, 
the Supreme Government authorized a 

detachment of 100 sailors being sent to Chittagong. The Commissioner has 
been informed accordingly, and the Superintendent of Marine requested to 
make every arrangement necessary for carrying out the measure. An inti¬ 
mation has also been received from the Military Department that instructions 
for the supply of arms, tents, &c., for this party of seamen had been issued 
by the Government of India. 

29. Cattach Division .—The public peace remained unbroken in the three 

districts of Cuttack Division, and in the 
Tributary Me lulls, during the week under 

report. 

30. The Raja of Killah Coojung was tried by the Magistrate of Cuttack 
and convicted of having in his possession, in contravention of the provisions of 
Act XVIII of 1841, twenty maunds of gunpowder, besides half a maund of 
sulphur, and 3,550 bullets. The personal attendances of the Raja in Court was 
insisted upon, and he was fined Rupees 500. It was not proved that any 
hostile designs were entertained by him. It was supposed that he was only 
holding himself in readiness, in case anything should necessitate his acting on 
the defensive. 

31. A Maliomedan lady of the Pooree District was also charged with 
having clandestinely removed live cannons from her house, the inference 
being that she was going to aid the enemies of Government. After some 
search the cannons were discovered in the Chilka Lake. The case was under 
enquiry. It was believed that the lady got frightened on hearing of the case 
decided against the Raja of Coojung, and was only trying to get rid of the 
cauuons to avoid coming into a similar scrape.

man, which might have saved his life if he had availc^l himself of it, instead of 
being proofs of their complicity in the mutiny of the regiment, or in the 
murder of Major Holmes, which they were held by Mr. Baikes to be, 
established not only their innocence, hut a claim to he considered to have 
merited well of the State.

They were plundering the shops and bazars in every direction, and had shot a 
Police Burkundaz near Chilmaree Ghat. A detachment of the 73rd Regi¬ 
ment, with a troop of the 11th Irregular Cavalry and some Goorkha recruits, 
had gone out from Julpigoorie to intercept them. Captain Curzon’s party, 
composed of Europeans and Goorkhas, had come down from Punkaharry, and 
arrived at Julpigoorie on the 6th December. 

17. At Dinagepoor everything was quiet, and there was .scarcely any 
cash in the hands of the Collector to tempt the mutineers to attack that station. 
All was quiet also at Julpigoorie, the men of the 73rd Regiment, on being told 
of the mutiny of their comrades, having evinced no apparent sympathy for them, 
and having readily joined on the expedition which went out to attack them. 

18. At Rungpoor the authorities were prepared, as far as the means at 
their disposal would admit of it, to resist the mutineers if they visited the 
station, but it was not expected that they would do so, as they had avoided 
attacking the stations of Mymensing and Jamalpoor.

Twenty mutineers, who were apprehended or had voluntarily given

Very little accurate information was received 
of the movement of the Chittagong muti¬ 
neers in consequence of the roads through 
the hills being little known. The accounts 
which were furnished stated that after 
crossing the ferry at Bamghur Gh&t on 
the 22nd November, they proceeded to 
Oodeypoor, and thence towards Agurtollab, 
the present residence of the Baja of Tip- 
perah; that they were stopped at Sunkhola 
on the 2nd December by a number of men 
sent by the Baja to prevent their further 
progress in that direction; and that they 
thereupon turned to the west, entering 
the Company’s territories again at or near Mogra, and making their way thence 
towards Sin garb ill, which lies about one-half clay’s journey to the north of 
Comillah, and would bring them on the direct route to Sylhet. By the latest 
accounts received, they were still continuing their march towards Sylhet, hut 
keeping along the edge of the hills. 

33. The accounts received further stated that they were travelling with 
little or no baggage, and were not pressed for provisions, with which they were 
abundantly supplied by the people, paying liberally for all they took. The 
Bookies were aiding them by carrying their baggage, and cutting a path for them 
through the jungles. They were, however, stated to be very much disheart¬ 
ened, and not in a condition to proceed by forced marches, and it was expected 
that the detachment of Her Majesty’s 64th Begiment, which left Dacca for 
Sylhet on the 4th December, would still be in time to intercept them.

On the 5th December, the Central Government tele¬ 
graphed that they had received intelli¬ 
gence that upwards of 2,000 sepoys were 
about to cross the Gogra, near Burlea 
Ghat, with the intention of passing into 
the district of Shahabad. About the 
same time the Magistrate of Gazeepoor 
also sent a rubocaree to the Magistrate 
of Shahabad, communicating intelligence 
to the same effect, and mentioning further 
that the sepoys had two guns with them, 
and had collected 200 boats for crossing the river. This intelligence getting 
abroad gave rise to considerable alarm throughout the district, particularly as 
it was coupled in the minds of the people with the long-floating rumours of 
Kooar Sing’s return. Measures were at once taken by the Commissioner to 
meet the threatened attack. The Steamer Patna was ordered up to Buxar 
with all speed, and Lieutenant Butt was requested to place two guns on board, 
and a party of seamen, and to cruize off Bhojepoor. Captain Rattray was 
instructed to call in his detachments at Burliee and Sherghotty, and that at 
Gya also if necessary, and to hold himself in readiness to march to Arrah if 
called upon to do so by the Commissioner. It eventually turned out, however, 
that the story about the 2,000 sepoys and their contemplated invasion of 
Shahabad had no foundation.

11. Eighty-two persons were tried under Act XIV of 1857 in the Patna 

district during the month of November 
last, of whom two were sentenced to 
transportation for life, nine to sixteen 
years’ imprisonment, fourteen to impri¬ 
sonment for twelve years, six for ten 
years, seven for seven years, one for 
five years, one for three years, one for two years, and forty acquitted, one died 
while his trial was pending, One person tried under the same Act and during 
the same month in the District of Behar was acquitted. Six persons were 
tried in Shahabad, of whom two were sentenced to transportation for life, and 
four to ten years’ imprisonment. Nine persons were tried in the district of 
Sarun, of whom one was sentenced to seven years’ imprisonment, three to im¬ 
prisonment for five years, one for three years, three acquitted, and one died 
under trial. Twenty-six persons were tried in the Champarun District, of 
whom two were sentenced to fourteen years’ imprisonment, and twenty-four to 
imprisonment for ten years. In Tirhoot three persons were tided, of whom 
two were sentenced to seven years’ imprisonment, and one to imprisonment for 
five years.

He arrived 
only just in time ; for the next morning the sowars made their appearance, 
and being ignorant of Mr. Yule’s movements were entering the town for the 
purpose of plundering it, when they were met by a party of the Europeans 
going out to intercept. After exchanging a few shots the mutineers retired and 
could not be brought to engage. It was found that they had retreated only 
a few miles from the station, and arrangements were made for pursuing 
and attacking them. With this object a night march was made, and at 
daylight on the 11th they came up with the mutineers just as they were about 
to proceed on their march. The latter on observing their pursuers charged 
boldly, but were beaten back and eventually fled towards the north, but not 
until several (afterwards ascertained to be thirteen) were killed and many more 
wounded. One man taken prisoner was bung. On our side no casualties of 
any kind occurred. A noted “ budmash,” who had acted as guide and spy to 
the sowars, w|s found with them and apprehended.

The movements of the 11th Irregular Cavalry 
through the districts of the Rajshahye 
Division had been very rapid.

committing excesses of every kind. The 
dfik between Calcutta and Bombay bad 
also been stopped, and two d&k bouses 
burnt; and all traffic and communication 
between Cuttack and Sumbulpoor was 
suspended. The rebels bad attacked 
Captain Leigh’s party on their return 
from Joojoomora, and killed three sepoys, 
wounding three others and five camp-fol¬ 
lowers. It was Captain Leigh’s firm con¬ 
viction that the insurrection would not 
he effectually put down unless more troops 
were sent to his aid. The Commissioners of Chota Nagpoor and Cuttack also 
ur^ed the necessity of strengthening Captain Leigh, remarking particularly 
outhe paucity of officers at Sumbulpoor ; and Mr. Cockburn mentioned having 
already written to the Agent in the Hill Tracts of Orissa and the Agent to 
the Government of Fort St. George at Ganjam for the transfer of a body of 
Sebundies for service in that district. He had also taken measures to send up 
the rest of the 40th Madras Native Infantry under the personal command 
of -Major Bates, and along with them the artillerymen and guns stationed at 
Cuttack.

32. The detachment of Her Majesty’s 54th Foot being much encumbered 
with, tents and baggage was advancing very slowly, and was not expected to 
reach Sylhet till the 19th, Under these circumstances, it being evident that this 
force would be unable to overtake the mutineers if the conjecture as to the 
route they would follow was correct. Mr. Allen determined at once to send out 
the head-quarters of the Sylhet Light Infantry Battalion to Perbatgurh, a 
place sixty or seventy miles from the station, near which the mutineers could 
not avoid passing if they continued their march towards Cachar and Munni¬ 
poor, The Battalion started accordingly on the 15th, and expected to reach 
Pertabgurh in three marches.

But 
it was evident that without reinforcements it would be impossible to quell the 
insurrection promptly and effectively, and the longer vigorous measures were 
deferred the more formidable it would become. Under these circumstances, 
application was made to the Supreme Government for a wing of the Sheka- 
wuttee Battalion to be detached on this service. Orders were accordingly issued 
for a wing of this regiment to proceed immediately from Raneegunge to 
C'hyebassa. The Commissioner reported having offered a reward of Rupees 500 
for the capture of the “ Borokower,” and Rupees 10 for every armed rebel.

Patna Division^—* The Goorkha force .under the persona] corfiraand of 

Maharaja Jung Bahadoef arrived ' at 
Bettiah on the 23rd December, and Bri¬ 
gadier-General Macgregor reached that 
station on the same day. The arrange¬ 
ments for supplies and carriage for the 
troops had all been satisfactorily completed, and it was expected that the whole 
force would have moved but of the Patna Division by the 28th .December. A, 
copy of Mr. Samuells’ detailed report on the subject was forwarded to, the Gov¬ 
ernment of India on the 30th December. 

2. On the 26th of December, Colonel Rowcroft attacked a.large party of 

rebels at Sohunpoor and completely routed 
them, following them up to Mughowlie 
and driving them across the River Gunduck. 
The force under Colonel Rowcroft consist¬ 
ed of the Naval Brigade commanded by 
Captain Sotheby, and two Goorkha Regi¬ 
ments with a few of Rattray’s Seikhs; while that of the enemy consisted of 
about 1,200 sepoys, 100 sowars, and some 4 or 5,000 other rebels. The loss on 
our side was only one dooly-bearer killed, and one man, a Goorkha Subadar, 
•wounded. The enemy, on the other hand, left thirty or forty men killed on the 
field and a large number wounded. One large iron gun and two timbrels, be¬ 
sides some carts, were captured. Mr. Lynch reported that this success had 
cleared that part of the country of rebels altogether.

Bhaugiilpoor Division ,—The Districts of the Bhaugulpoor Division 

remained undisturbed during the week, 
but the entrance of the Dacca mutineers 
into the Nepal Terai bordering on the 
north of Purneah, and a report of their 
having effected or being about to effect a 
junction with the deserters of the 11th Irregular Cavalry, had incrersed the 
alarm that existed in that part of the country. At Monghyr the destitution 
prevailing on account of the famine price of grain was so great, that numbers 
of deaths were reported to have occurred from starvation. 

10. An account was received from the Commissioner of his proceedings 
From Commissioner of Bhaugulpoor, No. — , subsequent to the encounter with the 11th 
dated 2 nd January. Irregulars on the 11th December. Having 

ascertained beyond doubt that the sowars were making for Nathpoor, Mr. Yule 
determined to try and outstrip them and thus to intercept them and prevent 
them crossing the Koosie. With this object he started on the morning of the 
J 2th, and notwithstanding that the Koosie with its numerous and extensive 
quicksands had to be crossed, reached Nathpoor, a distance of fifty miles, in forty- 
three hours. He there learnt that the sowars had entered the Nepal Morung and 
were at a place thirty-six miles within the boundary, where they were detained by 
the Nepalese authorities pending instructions from Jung Bahadoor, to whom 
their arrival had been reported. This being the case, there did not appear to 
Mr. Yule to be much use in his keeping his party where they were, and as at 
the same time an express was received from the Joint-Magistrate, urging him 
to come to Julpigoree to assist against the Dacca mutineers, lie determined 
at once to proceed thither vid Kishengunge. The latter station, distant 
sixty-four miles, they reached in thirty-six hours, and proceeded on to Tetaliya 
on the 22nd. There a despatch was received from Julpigoree recommending 
them to station themselves at some place between Silligoree and Pankabaree, 
which they accordingly did, and remained in expectation of further intelli¬ 
gence till the 26th, but hearing nothing further from the Darjeeling party, they' 
determined on the 27 th to go on to Chowa Ghat on the Teesta, where 
it was conjectured the mutineers must cross. On approaching the GMt 
through the jungle, they suddenly and by mere accident came in sight of 
the encampment of the rebels, the positiou of which, however, was so un¬ 
favourable for an attack that it was decided to withdraw and to watch what 
was believed to be the only path by which the mutineers could emerge 




into the open country. This was accordingly done, but during the mght the 
mutineers managed to pass them by an unfrequented bye-path, and on 
the morning of the 28th Mr. Yule learnt that they had crossed the Maha- 
nuddee and were making for the Darjeeling Hoad. On this road Mr. Yule 
took up his position and remained the whole of the day. Nothing being seen or 
heard of the enemy, it was supposed that they were still concealed in the 
jungles, and would endeavour to escape during the night. It was resolved 
therefore to take the men back to the camp and to return after they had had 
some refreshment. Scarcely, however, had they turned their backs when the 
' rebels wore seen coming out by a path some little distance oil, and so ityjpuUy 
' did they rush across the road and the open country between them and the next 
thick jungle that Mr. Yule's advanced party sent in pursuit were only in time 
to fire one volley by which a straggler was killed. The pursuit through the 
jungle was hopeless, but was nevertheless continued for two or three miles by 
Captain Burbank and his sailors, without however their being able to come up 
with the fugitives. 

On the 29th, Mr. Yule moved to the westward with the intention of march¬ 
ing along the skirt of the forest parallel with the rebels, in order to prevent 
any inroad into Purncah, and with the hope of finding some opportunity of 
making an attack. With this object he opened a communication with the .Nepal 
authorities, but complained that the latter gave him no information 01 assist¬ 
ance. This complaint was brought to the notice of the Foreign Department. 

The efforts of the detachment of Europeans and Goorkhas under Captain 
Curam,'with which Mr. Gordon was endeavouring to intercept those mutineers,. 
had been equally unsuccessful. It is evident that this party was misled by the 
information furnished them. The whole of the night of the 2(5th this party spent 
in the jungle at a place they were told the rebels would pass, but in the^ mean¬ 
while the hitter crossed the Teesta some miles higher up the river. The Bhootan 
Soubah had acted with great treachery, and while pretending to negociate with 
' Mr. Gordon with a view to co-operate with him against the rebels, had done 
all in his power to facilitate their escape. A report which had reached the 
Superintendent of Darjeeling that the mutineers had been relieved of their 
arms and all their property by the Bhootanese was unfounded.

day (the 17th) or on the following morning. On. this intelligence, it was decided 
to make a night march of twenty-eight miles back to Latoo, which, notwithstand¬ 
ing the harassing march they had just come off; and the difficult country, hilly 
jungle and swamps they had to pass through, was cheerfully undertaken and 
accomplished by the men of the Battalion. Mr. Dodd, who had ridden on in 
advance, bnot the column as it was entering the village of Latoo at dawn on 
t \o 13 ih with the inhumation that the enemy were close at hand, and scarcely 
had they lormed line when the latter were seen advancing in good order. A 
smart encounter ensued, in which the mutineers were entirely discomfited and 
driven back into the jungles, with the loss of twenty-six killed and many 
wounded. On our side the casualties were only five killed and one severely 
wounded, but unfortunately among the former was the Honorary Major Byng 
who commanded the Sylhet Battalion, and was killed by a gunshot wound early 
m the action. J

On the 11th, 
Major Richardson with the Bengal Yeomanry Cavalry joined the party, but 
after an interview with their Soobah, Ruttun Maun Singh, who had been sent 
by Jung Bahadoor to act against the mutineers, he returned to the western 
side of the river. At this interview a plan was proposed of attacking the 
mutineers. It was suggested that the Nepal troops should be divided iuto 
two parties, and so stationed to the east and west that escape in either direc¬ 
tion would be impossible, while the detachments with Mr. rule advanced from 
the 3 outh and dislodged the enemy from the stronghold they occupied, the 
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Yeomanry Cavalry being stationed in the open plains on the west of the 
Koosee to be ready to cut off the enemy should they by any means get across 
the river into Tirhoot, or to come across and pursue them should they descend 
into the plains of Purnenh. This plan the Soobah, demurred to adopt, his 
objection to it arising from bis unwillingness to divide his force, which con¬ 
sisted entirely of untrained local militia, whom he was desirous to keep 
together under his own eye and with his guns to which trained artillerymen 
were attached. It was determined therefore to leave to the Soobah’s force the 
guarding of the roads leading eastward, and to the Yeomanry Cavalry the 
watching of the west bank of the Koosee, while Mr. Yule’s detachments 
advanced to the attack of Chuttra. It was felt by Mr. Yule and Major 
Richardson that this was not a very good plan, as the nature of the country 
prevented the upper part of the river being effectually guarded by cavalry, but 
there was no option in the matter, and moreover it was quite believed that tho 
mutineers were prepared to fight, and that their crossing the Koosee was an 
impossibility. To give the Soobah time to make his arrangements, the 21st 
was fixed as the day on which the attack should be made.

to be satisfactory, notwithstanding two events which occurred daring the week, 
and which cannot but be regarded as unfortunate in their results. These 
events were a severe and unsuccessful engagement with the rebels, which took 
place on the 14th of January at a place called Mograh, and an attack made 
by the latter on Chuckerdhurpoor, which resulted in the retreat of the friendly 
Raja of Seraekillah from that position. 

25. The Commissioner of the Division, accompanied by the Senior Assist¬ 
ant and a party of Seikhs, fifty or sixty strong, under Captain Hale, had been 
out on an expedition to the Bur Peer, where the Jemadar and the burkundazes 
had been murdered, for the purpose of punishing theprepetratorsof that outrage, 
and having succeeded in securing the persons of two of the principal Mankees 
who had been concerned in it, were preparing to return to the station, when 
they were informed that a body of hostile Coles was in their immediate neighbour¬ 
hood, and it was determined to proceed and attack these insurgents. At first only 
a small number were discovered, who were immediately dispersed, but as the 
party were returning after burning a village which they had come across, they 
found themselves surrounded by not less than three or four thousand men 
who had stolen up unperceived, and opposed them at every step with showers 
of arrows. Nothing but the steady gallantry of the Seikhs extricated the 
party from the perilous position in which they were placed. They had to 
fight their way through this mass of opponents, and it is only wonderful that 
they succeeded in doing so without still more severe loss than that they sus¬ 
tained. As it was, their Commander, Captain Hale, was wounded in four places, 
Lieutenant Birch had his arm pinned to his side by an arrow, and Mr. Lushing- 
ton and Dr. Hayes, the only other two Europeans of the party, were also 
wounded. Of the fifty Seikhs, twenty-five were more or less severely wounded, 
one mortally, and one waS killed. Of the enemy, 150 are said to have been 
left dead on the field. 

26. It was at first intended to remain in their camp, to which the party 
had retired, after this engagement, but having with them only a small supply 
of provisions, and perceiving that it was the intention of the insurgents to cut 
of? their retreat to the station, and taking into consideration also the compara¬ 
tively large number of wounded and the absence of means for treating them, 
it was considered prudent to retire to Chyebassa while the road w r as still open. 
The only possible way of carrying the wounded being on the elephants, it was 
found necessary to abandon the greater part of the camp equipage, which fell 
into the hands of the enemy. The latter pursued the retiring party a distance 
of seven miles, but being kept in check by the steady conduct of the rear¬ 
guard, did not succeed in doing any more mischief.

One man in parti¬ 
cular, named Hurrack Singh, commonly called the Hattee Iiaja, was known to 
have openly received and entertained them, and to have furnished them with 
guides to conduct them on their journey. Intimation of this appears to'have 
reached Colonel Sherer, Commanding the 73rd Native Infantry during the 
absence of Mr. Gordon from Julpigorie, and under his orders a party of fifty 
•sepoys under an European Officer-was dispatched to arrest Hurrack Singh, whose 
residence, although only a short distance from the British territory, is within the ' 
jurisdiction of the Bhootan authorities. Harruck Singh escaped, but his house 
was burnt down, as well as some godowns stored with paddy. The matter" was 
brought to the notice of the Foreign Department, but the Bhootanese have 
not as yet shown any disposition to notice this attack on property within their- 
territories. ; ' - • .

A second perwahnah cal Hug upon him to give up the mutineers, 
was similarly dealt with. Even while professing unshaken , loyalty to Govern¬ 
ment, he circulated the arrow, the' emblem Of war, through the Colehah.

SPECIAL NARRATIVE; GOVERNMENT OF BENGAL; JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT; Mo, 11; DATED 15TH 

February 1858. 

From 24 th to 30//* January 1858. 

1. Patna Division .—The mutineers of the 73rd Regiment. Native Infan¬ 
try and of the 11th Irregular Cavalry had 
crossed the Koosie river about two miles 
below Chittra, and were making off along 
the Tirhoot frontier through the Terai. 
On the 14th of January Mr. Yule had 
advanced, as stated in the narrative for the 
week ending on the 16th January, to Bub- 
bya, 12 miles within the frontier, and Major 
Richardson to Bela, the extreme point 
of our territories on the west. On the fol¬ 
lowing day they had an interview with their Soubah Button Narain Singh, who 
had been sent by Jung Bahacloor to act against the mutineers. The Soubah, 
however, was unwilling to agree to the plan of operation which was proposed by 
them, as his men not being regulars, but merely a local militia, employed in 
guarding cutcherries and other civil duties, were quite, untrained and very badly 
armed, and the Soubah naturally anxious to keep them together. There was no 
alternative therefore but to leave the Goorkhas together to take the western side 
of the river and advance on Chittra, while Mr. Yule’s party attacked it from 
the south, and the cavalry guarded the west bank. Acting up to this plan Major 
Richardson proceeded to Chowreea, a spot selected by him for its many advan¬ 
tages, particularly that of its commanding the only path by which the mutineers 
could possibly proceed westward if they succeeded in crossing anywhere above 
Chowreea. On the 19th Mr. Yule and his party advanced to Peerara, ten miles 
further north, and here a messenger from the Soubah’s camp informed them 
that the mutineers had commenced crossing at noon. They started thence soon 
after midnight, reached Chuttra early on the following morning, but too late 
to intercept the mutineers, the whole of them having got across the preceding 
afternoon. The line of country taken by the rebels after this was utterly unfit 
for cavalry, and they evinced no disposition to descend into the plains, for fear 
of an encounter, which, they were doing their best to avoid. It was supposed 
that they intended to proceed to Goruckpoor. They were reported to have 
harmed no one on the way, and to be very hard-pressed for food, living prin¬ 
cipally on cakes of beaten rice. Major Richardson had proceeded by rapid 
inarches towards Durbungah, with a view of protecting Tirhoot; but the 
mutineers by the Latest accounts had passed on skirting the jungle, several 
miles north of the Nepal Cuteherry Perghee, and twenty-five miles north-west 
of Soorsan. All anxiety on account of the Tirhoot district was at an end. 

2. A despatch from Colonel Rowcroft reported the result of an engagement

mand and the rebels. The action was fought on the 26th of December, and the

Ramdull and Corucknath Regiments, 850 strong, and fifty men of the Bengal 
Police Battalion. The rebels, by ail report, were about 1,100 or 1,200 sepoys 
and 4,000 or 5,000 other armed men; and the NaibNazim, Mushruff Khan, was said 
to be present with them, and also Ali Kurreem, Moulavi of Patna. Their aim 
apparently was to surround Colonel Rowcroft s party, but tbe latter opened fire 
on them, and a few shells, well thrown, checked the rebels at once, scattering 
them in all directions; 120 of the rebels were killed. 

3. A small party of the Naval Brigade and a company of the Goorkhas

6. The Supreme Government placed Colonel Rowcroft and the Sarun 

Field Force under the orders of Brigadier- 
General Macgregor; and the Assistant to 
the Commissioner of Patna reported that 
Colonel Rowcroft had proceeded to and 
arrived at Burhafc Ghat on the River 
Gogra, having been directed by Brigadier- 
General Macgregor to hold the gh&t and 

there await further instructions. Colonel Rowcroft had also received instruc¬ 
tions from General Franks to cross the Gogra at Burhat Ghat and take up a 
position half-way between the Goomtee and Azimgurh; but these orders had 
evidently been issued in ignorance of the orders of the Supreme Government 
placing the Sarun Field Force under the orders of General Macgregor, and 
had not been acted upon. 

7. Colonel Mitchell being unable to move against the rebels at Rhotas,

Lieutenant Ross then 
advanced from Birmacandy along the southern bank of the river and attacked

their right flank. Captain Stevens and Lieutenant Buist crossing the river on 
rafts under cover of this attack, and an action took place which lasted for two 
hours. The mutineers were beaten from house to house in the village they 
occupied, and at last dispersed and fled back into the jungle to the south, 
leaving seventeen dead on the field. Two other sepoys taken prisoners were 
also shot, and one straggler was killed by the scouts. On our side two men 
were killed and two wounded. 

17. The Superintendent of Cachar likewise reported the particulars of 

12, dated another successful attack on the mutineers, 

which took place on the 22nd January. 
Authentic information having been re¬ 
ceived that the mutineers had divided into two parties, proceeding south and 
south-east from Birmacandy, and numbering some forty men each, and hearing 
of the exact portion of the party proceeding in the latter direction, Lieutenant 
Stevens moved out at noon of the 22nd January, and after two hours, march 
found them located on a steep hill covered with wood jungle. There was a 
nullah at the foot of the hill, and this was surrounded with jungle. Lieutenant 
Stevens crept up cautiously to the banks of the nullah, and giving them a 
volley charged up the hill. The surprise was complete and the mutineers fled, 
leaving all their arms and accoutrements behind, ten of their number were 
killed, and two, of whom one was a native officer, wounded. Some women and 
children were also reported to have been taken prisoners, and the Superintendent 
requesting orders regarding their disposal, was asked in reply to ascertain and 
report to what country the women belong. 

18. On the 26th there was another encounter with the rebels and a. party 

of thirty men of the Sylhet Light Infan¬ 
try Battalion, led on by Juggutbeer, Jema¬ 
dar of that Corps. A scout having 
reported to Captain Stevens that he had 

discovered the position of a small body of mutineers in the jungles, and Captain 
Stevens thinking it only one of the fragments of the body scattered on the 
22nd, a party under the Jemadar aforesaid was sent out against them to cut 
them up. It turned out that the small party seen by the scout had been joined 
by the remaining one of the two large bodies into which the mutineers had 
formed themselves, after the action at Birmacandy, and when the detachment 
fell in with them, the mutineers mustered in all some forty or fifty strong. These 
superior numbers occupying a strong position in a hillock covered with thick 
bamboo jungle, were attacked by the Jemadar and his party, and completely 
routed, leaving thirteen of their number dead on the field, Altogether 206 of 
these mutineers have been killed in the several engagements which had taken 
place with them, in Sylhet and Cachar. The rest were fairly caught in a trap, 
out of which it was impossible for them to escape. Under these circumstances 
the Superintendent had directed the Munnipoorie force that was sent by the 
Baja to fall back, leaving only a few men to guard the passes.

wild fire, were soon driven with loss, leaving their guns and 0 large quantity of 
ammunition, supplies, cattle and baggage • behind them. The bodies often of 
the rebels were found in the ground and hill behind their position. On our 
side one man was killed and two wounded. 

Amongst the property captured were several letters addressed to Petum- 
be.r, Nilumber and Nuckut Manjee, the three most influential of the insurgent 
leaders, from which it rna,y be inferred that these were present, and that the party 
defeated was the main body of the insurgents. These letters prove also 
that the leaders had been recently in communication with Umur Singh, and 
had been led to believe that Koonwar Singh with a large force was about to 
come to their help. It was ascertained, too, to have been their intention to 
blockade the ghkt between Manikah and Sutturwah, but the rapid advance 
of the force had prevented this. 

On the whole the Commissioner considered the result of this affair to 
have been very important, and to be likely greatly to facilitate the settlement 
of affairs in Palamow.

who were present during the engagement, succeeded in effecting their escape. 
Small parties were sent out by Major Bates on different directions to try and 
catch any rebel of consequence whose place of concealment could be traced. 
The village of Kolaberah, which from the commencement of the disturbances 
in Sumbulpoor had been a nest of rebels, was burnt down, and the estate of 
the zemindar of that place confiscated. In a subsequent letter the Commis¬ 
sioner of Cuttack stated that the Ghoroteah of Kolaberah and thirteen other 
men of local importance in the place had given themselves up to Major Bates, 
and that the rebels were being everywhere hunted down with great vigor. 

33. A report was submitted by Captain Shakspear of his having forced

Most of these had readily responded to 
the call, but the most influential of all, Baboo Bhowanny Bux Rae of Bisrampoor, 
for some time paid no attention to the summons. As this man is the head of the 
Cheroe family, who were formerly zemindars of Palamow, and was believed to 
have collected a large force, including some of the mutinied sepoys of the 
Ramghur Light Infantry Battalion, it was not deemed prudent to advance 
into the Bhogtah country, the head-quarters now of the insurgents, until the 
real designs of this powerful Chief could be ascertained. On the 3rd these 
doubts were satisfactorily terminated by Baboo Bhowanny Bux Rae coming into 
the camp. He denies having taken any part in the disturbances, but this will 
of course form the subject of future inquiry. 

With the different contingents by which he had been joined, the force at 
the disposal of the Commissioner was now nearly 2,000 men, while the followers 
of Neelamber and Petumber were stated to have dwindled down since the defeat 
at Palamow to about 1,000, but the principal gh&ts into the Bhogtah country 
had been stopped. 

It was determined now to advance at once, and accordingly, on the 
6th of February, Captain Dalton detached from Lesliegunge, under the com¬ 
mand of a Subadar of the Ramghur Local Force, and with Thakoomee Kissen 
Dial Singh and other zemindars, between 5 and 600 matchlockmen out of those 
furnished by the Deo Raja and other zemindars, with orders to proceed to Shah- 
poor. He himself with the whole of the disciplined troops with him, besides sixty- 
four of the Deo Raja’s sowars, and about 650 matchlockmen, marched on the 9th 
towards the Toongaree Pass, directing at the same time the party at Shalipoor 
to advance against the Bogloomara Ghat. On nearing the village of Hurnamand 
on the 10th, Captain Dalton was informed that a body of insurgents, who 
had recently occupied the Toongaree .Pass, were then plundering that tillage, 
Lieutenant Graham thereupon with the Commissioner’s escort of "the Ramghur 
Irregular Cavalry, some sowars of the Deo Raja, dashed forward and came on 
a party of the insurgents as they were driving off a large herd of cattle and some 
villagers as captives. These they succeeded in rescuing, and also in taking three 
prisoners, one a leading character among the rebels. Two of the three prisoners 
were hanged ; the other has been kept for the present, as he has it in his power, 
and seems disposed, to give important information. Our troops subsequently 
entered the Bhogtah country unopposed.

The Tillage was burned as was also Sanya, two miles further on—another 
stronghold of the rebels, but found deserted. At this village Captain Dalton 
was rejoined by the force sent round Shahpoor and the Boogloomarah Gh&t, 
as mentioned in the Narrative for the week ending on the 13th February. On 
the 14th February parties were sent out t® raze the walls of the fortified house 
at Chemoo, and to destroy the breast-works on the hill. By these parties large 
quantities of grain were brought in, and several herds of cattle and some herds¬ 
men, who had been carried off by the Bhogtahs.

Captain Leigh to proceed and join the repulsed detachment and assume 
command of it, and at the same time took measures for sending reinforcements, 
with a view, as early as possible, to counteract the evil effects of the partial 
success of the rebels. This was of very short duration, for on the 14th they 
were attacked by Captain Wood and driven from their positions at Annagoora 
and Paklikole. The body of Captain Woodbridge was recovered and interred 
with the usual military honors.

Maharaja had no means of opposing the mutineers, and that he was a timid and 
nervous man, and at variance with his hill tribes. The Commissioner considered 
that a regular investigation ought nevertheless to be made, it being desirable 
to clear up all doubts resting on the conduct of such influential men.

and killed. The enemy occupied a strong position in a narrow defile between 
two steep hills covered with dense jungle, and had thrown up across the defile 
a loopboled stone breast-work about seven feet high and thirty long, in such a 
manner as completely to command the narrow path leading up to it. They 
had also cut down the jungle on either side, so as to concentrate the whole fire 
on this approach; and about half-way up the hill on the left, they had erected 
another breast-work flanking and commanding the one on the pass. The mode 
of operation adopted by Ensign Warlow on arriving within about a quarter 
of a mile of this strongly defended position was as follows :—He divided his 
force into three parties, sending one up the hill on the left to turn the right 
flank of the enemy, and advancing himself with another up the hill on the 
right, while the third remained in the defile with orders to advance against 
the breast-work as soon as they heard firing on their flanks. When the insur¬ 
gents perceived the advance made on both flanks, they abandoned their positions 
hastily and fled up the hill on the right, firing a few shots which did not take 
effect. Both their breast-works were taken and destroyed, and the huts in their 
neighbourhood burnt down. Our troops then advanced up the gorge, and find¬ 
ing another breast-work at the summit of the pass, they destroyed that also. In 
a large hut in the rear of it were found several matchlocks, swords, and other 
weapons. A considerable quantity of rice and grain were also found con¬ 
cealed among the rocks. 

20. There was no more open opposition in Sumbulpoor in any quarter ;

for some months. The real ringleaders however were yet at large. Among the 
signs of returning confidence on the part of the people generally, it was men¬ 
tioned that the revenue was being paid in.

In the west a strong party of sailors with one gun was 
stationed at Chuckerdhurpoor, and their wants were being amply supplied from 
the surrounding villages, though belonging to the Porahat Estate. Even in the 
neighbourhood of Porahat itself, a strong disposition existed on the part of the 
seventeen Naiks and their dependent Paiks, who had hitherto been the chief 
supporters of Urjoon Sing, to make their submission, and one Naik had sub¬ 
mitted himself already. There was no cause anywhere to fear that fresh dis¬ 
turbances would be attempted again.

With or without in¬ 
formation strong detachments penetrated the most difficult passes and beat all 
round for a distance of from ten to fifteen miles, sometimes remaining out all 
night. But though several prisoners were taken, and not less than 1,200 head 
of plundered cattle recaptured, and large stores of grain, cotton, and ghee 
taken possession of, the great object of search, the insurgent leaders Petambui* 
and Nelambur with their families, managed to effect their escape. The search¬ 
ing parties came upon several hiding places that had evidently just before been 
abandoned, and in a few instances women and children who could not escape 
were found, but the men generally managed to steal away unobserved; and 
altogether twenty male adults only had been captured, among whom however 
were some noted Bhogtahs, but who would on no account, not even to save 
their own lives, give any correct information as to the retreat of their chiefs. 
Petambur Sahie was understood to have proceeded in the direction of Rliotas- 
ghur, to join the insurgents in that quarter. 

14. But though the leaders had succeeded in eluding pursuit, examples had 
been made of all such insurgents as were taken, and could be disposed of sum¬ 
marily ; a great portion of the property they had plundered had been recovered 
from their possession, together with the greater part of their own; acts 
of incendiarism on their part had been retaliated by the destruction of their 
houses; and constant raids had been made into their securest retreats which 
must have filled them with terror. Our whole force, moreover, was fed entirely 
at the expense of the Bhogtahs; and the Bhogtah villages hold by Petambur 
and Nelambur had been forfeited to Government, and some of ‘them which 
previously belonged to the Pvaja of Sirgoojah were made over to his Manager.

1 x’oceeding* in this manner he succeeded in securing twenty guns, 
thirty-three matchlocks, and fifty-nine firelocks and ginjalls, which were all 
at once removed and made over to the Adjutant of Her Majesty’s 35th Regi¬ 
ment. A large quantity of ammunition also was discovered and removed. 
Mr, Money was strongly convinced that there were more guns and ammunition 
remaining concealed. The place however was reported to be as large as Port 
William, and the facilities lor concealment such that no search made in the 
absence of entire and perfect information, which could only be afforded bv a 
few ol the Maharani’s own people, was likely to be of much use. It was 
therefore proposed by Mr. Sarauells that the fortifications, either entirely or 
m part, should be blown, up; and as strong presumption of disaffection existed 
agamst the Iiani, he further recommended that she should he removed from 
the place and kept under surveillance in her husband’s house at Patna, and the 
estate placed under the Court of Wards, Raja Hitnarain being incompetent to 
manage it properly himself.

command of two European officers, at three central positions in the interior 
of the district, where the men can be encamped and made as comfortable as 
circumstances will permit, refraining from harassing marches in pursuit of 
small, parties of rebels, but remaining prepared to take the field against larger 
bodies, when any were ascertained to have assembled in their neighbourhood. 
He had also arranged for the establishment of eleven subordinate outposts of 
twenty-five men each, taken from the Sebundy Levy and Bamghur Light 
Infantry Battalion, to be located at intermediate places where their services 
were likely to be most required, who, while giving confidence and protection 
to the police and the people, could also join in a combined attack whenever 
it might be necessary to do so. 

8 . Mr. Cockburn further reported having' directed the forfeiture of the 
estates of all the rebel zemindars who had failed to comply with the notifica¬ 
tions issued by him requiring their personal attendance within a specified time, 
and that he had made arrangements for the management of these estates, the 
expenses being of course paid for from the collections.

Patna Division .—On the 26th of March a telegraphic message was 

received from the Commissioner of Patna 
to the effect that Koer Singh with 1,000 
sepoys and 2,500 other followers was 
reported by the Magistrate of Azimghur 
to be at Mundoree, a place only ten miles 
distant from Azimghur, on the 24th of 
March with the object, it was believed, of 
getting into Shahabad by the Ghazcepoor 
route. In another telegram, dated the 
28th March, Mr. Samuel Is further report¬ 
ed that Azimghur was in the possession of 
the rebels, and the 87 th shut up in the 
fort; and that he had sent up the Jumna 
Steamer to cruize off Bhojepore, and had proposed to the Brigade to send two 
companies to Arrah. 

2. A more detailed account of the state of affairs in Azimghur was fur¬ 
nished by the Secretary with the Governor-General in a telegram addressed to 
the Secretary in the Home Department, dated the 28th March, in which it was 
stated that the rebels at Azimghur had put their guns in position against the 
intrenchments and were preparing scaling ladders, and that a sortie made by our 
troops to capture the guns was repulsed with the loss of one officer. Our force 
within the intrench ment was described in the same message as being in want 
of supplies and ammunition. 

3. Troops had been sent to operate against the enemy in Azimghur, consist¬ 
ing of a wing of the 13th Regiment from Allahabad, 100 men of Her Majesty’s 
10th and 97th Regiments, and sixty men of the Madras Rifles from Benares, a 
squadron of Madras Cavalry from Ghazeepoor, and an Infantry Division, 700 
Sabres, and eighteen guns from Lucknow under the command of Sir E. Lugard. 
It is not necessary to enter into further details regarding these arrangements 
here, as the transactions in Azimghur will no doubt be fully narrated for the 
information of the Hon’ble Court by the Government of the North-Western 
Provinces.

Captain Dalton arrived at Lohardugga on the 19th March, 
but falling seriously ill, found himself unable to conduct the operations against 
the enemy himself, which were therefore undertaken by Captain Oakes, who 
upon receiving information that they had encamped in the hills about sixteen 
miles from Lohardugga, prepared a party consisting of some Raragurh Irregular 
Cavalry, a detachment of Madras Rifles, and the new Cole and Sonthal levy, 
160 strong, the whole commanded by Captain Nation, and marching rapidly 
to the place surrounded the camp of the rebels. The insurgents were so com¬ 
pletely taken by surprise that they made no resistance, and Thakoor Bishonath 
Sahee, who was with them, was captured on the spot. Gunput Rae managed 
' to escape for a time, but was soon after caught and brought in by some zemin- 
daree matehloekmen sent in pursuit of him by Captain Oakes. The capture of 
these Chiefs was considered by the Commissioner to he likely to tend greatly to 
the quelling of the disturbances. There was no indication of any further 
outbreak in the district. 

12. In.Singblxoom an attack was made on Captain Moncrieffs position at 
From Commissioner of chota Nagpoor, No. 44, Chuckerderpooi*, on the 25th March, bv 

dated 3 ist March. the rebel followers of the ex-Raja of 

Porahat, who were supposed to be about 2,000 strong. The rebels surrounded 
three sides of the encamping ground occupied by Captain Moncrieff, who had 
only eighty men under him. This small party, however, so warmly received 
their assailants with musketry and artillery that the latter never came to close 
quarters with them, and were twice repulsed. It was, however, found impossi¬ 
ble to pursue them, both on account of the smallness of Captain Moncrieffs 
force, and the jungly nature of the country. No lives were lost on our 
side, nor could the loss of the enemy be accurately ascertained, as their dead

It appears that this subject was brought to the notice of Colonel 
Jenkins by Captain Bivar, Principal Assistant Commissioner of Luckimpoor, and 
that it was then referred to Lieutenant-Colonel Hannay, the Officer Command¬ 
ing the Battalion, when it was found upon enquiry that no grounds whatever 
existed for suspecting any plot of the kind alluded to by Captain Bivar. Colonel 
Hannay thereupon communicated to the regiment the purport of Captain. 
Bivar’s representation, which resulted in the submission of a petition from the 
regiment praying for a vindication of its character. The conduct of Captain 
Bivar in the matter appeared to tho Lieutenant-Governor to have been very 
inconsiderate, and the step taken by Colonel Hannay in communicating to the 
regiment the representations made by Captain Bivar, being apparently unneces¬ 
sary and unfortunate. Considering the turn the affair had taken, it seemed desir¬ 
able to remove Captain Bivar to some other station than Dibrooghur, which was 
the head-quarters of the regiment, and Colonel Jenkins was requested to state 
his opinion on that point.

-The principal events of the week under report were 
the return of Kooer Singh into the Shaba- 
bad District, and a reverse sustained at 
Jugdispoor by a party of European troops 
sent to operate against him. 

2. After their defeat at Bansdeeah 
on the 20th, the rebels under Kooer' 
Singh fled to Sherpoor on the Ganges, and 
with the assistance of the zemindars of 
that place, crossed the river on the 21st. 
So closely were they pursued by Brigadier 
Douglas that all their guns and treasure, 
and even Kooer Singh’s own palanquin, fell 
into his hands, and a good many of the ene¬ 
my were killed while attempting to cross. 

3. Broken and dispirited the fugitives, 
with Kooer Singh, made straight for the 
jungles of Jugdispoor. 
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4. It-was- at one time contemplated bv the garrison at Avrah, when living 
was heard in the direction of the river, to go out and oppose the crossing, and 
the troops were actually paraded for this purpose, when the Officer in Command 
changed his mind, and the expedition was abandoned. 

5. On the following day when it became known that the rebels had fled 
in confusion to Jugdespoor, it was determined to follow and attack them there 
before they could have time to entreneb themselves or strengthen their position. 

6 . Accordingly on the morning of the 22nd a force left Arrah, consisting 
of 140 men of Her Majesty’s 85th Regiment, fifty European sailors, 100 Sikhs 
of Rattray’s Police Battalion, and five European artillerymen, with two guns, 
Their encamping ground was not reached till late in the night, and after only 
a few hours’ rest, the march was resumed early on the morning of the 23rd. 

7. The force had not proceeded about a mile into the jungle when they 
were lived upon, and appear to have been nearly surrounded. With a view to 
extricate his party from this position, the Officer in Command, Captain Legrand, 
gave the order to retreat. Unfortunately this movement does not appear to 
have been executed with steadiness, and the retreat of the Europeans soon 
assumed the shape of a precipitate flight, which all the exertions of their officers 
could not check. It is impossible to account for this panic; but the disastrous

ciavke. 102 men of the detachment of Iler Ma¬ 

jesty’s 35th were killed (a great majority by sunstroke) in their flight to 
Arrah. Nineteen of the party of sailors, four out of the five artillerymen and 
of the Sikhs, ten were killed and five wounded—the Officer Commanding, 
then Lieutenant Waller of the 40th Regiment Native Infantry, very severely. 
The Artillery and Sikhs are said to have behaved admirably, tlie former fight¬ 
ing their guns even after they had been deserted by the infantry, and the latter, 
under their gallant Commander, forming themselves into a covering party and 
retreating-in order the whole distance to Arrah, within three miles of which 
the enemy followed up their pursuit.

Parties of them 
were scouring the whole country to 
the north of the Trunk Road collect¬ 
ing supplies and burning the villages of 
which the inhabitants were backward 
in assisting them. It seemed evident that 
they had made up their minds to pre¬ 
pare for and await our attack in these 
jungles, and spies from their camp reported 
that this was their intention, but that they had determined, if an opportunity 
offered, by delay in the approach of our reinforcement, to attack Arrah, Buxar, 
and Dehrie. Their number, when they first arrived at Jugdespoor, was estimated 
by a respectable mahajun of that place at 1,500 men, of whom only 4 , or 
500 were armed with muskets, and they appear to have been very badly 
off for ammunition; but Ummur Singh had since joined them with his followers, 
and numbers of discharged sepoys and bad characters were daily flocking to 
their camp from the neighbouring districts, and by the end of the week their 
force was stated to have reached to nearly 9,000, of whom 3,000 were sepoys, 
some 400 sowars, and the rest an armed rabble. The disaster of the 23rd bad 
replenished considerably their stock of ammunition, and added two good guns 
to their equipments. Jloer Singh’s death was confidently reported, 8 and 
Hurdisham Singh and Kishan Singh were said to be the leaders, though the 
death of the old chief was carefully concealed from their followers. The people 
to the north of the Shahabad District were stated by the Collector of 
Shahabad to be cold in the rebel cause, but those to the south were represented 
by the Deputy Magistrate of Sasseram to be unwilling to give any assist¬ 
ance or information. The Magistrate of Behar reported that in his district 
the natives, high and low, remembered the retribution which followed their 
misdeeds last year, and were not likely to run any similar risk again.

Patna, dated the 7th of May, intimating 
that, on hearing of General Lugard’s 
arrival at Arrah, he had gone over to that 
place with Brigadier Christie, and that, he 
was, there informed that Kooer Sing was 

still alive, and had with him a rebel army of 5,000 sepoys and 3,000 budmashes, 
who had spread themselves in small parties over a considerable portion 
of the country to the south and west of Jugdespoor, and were busily employed 
in constructing breast-works and other obstructions principally on the road 
from Arrah to Jugdespoor, with the determination of making their final stand 
at the latter place.

Our troops halted all day at Buheea to give Colonel Corfield time to arrive at 
Peeroo, and on the morning of the 9th they marched towards Jugdespoor. 
Heavy firing was heard at Arrah during the evening of that date in the direc¬ 
tion of Jugdespoor, but no authentic intelligence of the result bad been 
received up to the date of Mr. Samuells’ letter. A messenger from Jugdes¬ 
poor, bringing the latest tidings from that place previous to the advance of 
General Lugard towards it, reported that Kooer Sing was certainly dead, and 
that there was great confusion in the camp of the rebels, who were badly off 
for ammunition, and were occupied in discussing means for effecting their 
escape.

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In possession of our guns, baggage, &c., which had fallen into their hands, 
would have all the effect of a defeat, and tend greatly to swell the ranks of the 
rebels, He proposed instead that as it was found that the Europeans coulp 
not stand the heat of the jungle, their place there should be taken by Sikhs 
of Rattray’s Corps—and by the Madras Rifles, the Europeans being posted 
around.

of the force to that place had compelled 
the rebels to call in the detachments which they had sent to cross the Grand 
Trunk Road and elsewhere; and the body which had carried off the horses 
and burnt the bungalows on the Grand Trunk Road was actually hastening 
back when Colonel Corfield left for Sasseram. The consequence of this move¬ 
ment was that the rebel detachments were soon out again plundering in every 
direction. All the measures, which bad been taken to prevent the rebels from 
obtaining supplies, were also at the same time neutralized. Had Colonel 
Corfield remained a few days longer at Peeroo, there was reason, Mr. Samuells 
thought, to believe that the difficulty of procuring food would have compelled 
them to abandon the jungle, for most of the villages in the immediate 
neighbourhood of the jungle had been burnt, and the grain which they 
contained carefully removed or destroyed. But Colonel Corfield’s departure 
gave them opportunity again to spread themselves over the country in the 
vicinity of Peeroo, and to collect large supplies of grain. It was reported in 
the last narrative that Colonel Corfield had been requested to move back to 
Peeroo. With this requisition, however, he had been unable to comply, as he 
was afraid that it would interfere with his primary duty which was, he 
conceived, to protect the Grand Trunk Road, and also because his marching 
establishment, he said, was very defective. He was unable also, he urged, 
to spare any force under Captain Rattray for the purpose of co-operating with 
General Lugard, because tiie men of Her Majesty’s 6t.h Regiment were not 
sufficiently acclimatized to stand the sun, and he therefore required to keep 
the Sikhs. At the request of General Lugard, however, Mr. Samuells had 
despatched another urgent message requiring him to send off Captain Rattray 
and as many,of his men as were available.

The 10th, however,, unfortunately 
showed .themselvfcS too soon, and the enemy being 'charged at the same time 
by the 84th, Red after firing a few rounds from our two howitzers, which, 
with two elephants and some baggage and supplies, fell- into odr .hands. The 
pursuit through the jungle was kept up by the 10th Regiment for several 
miles till they were completely exhausted and obliged to give it. up. It had 
not been thought advisable to move the camp in the direction which the 
eneiny bad taken, and our troops consequently had to return to their position 
at |ugdespoor. There were no casualties on our side, and the loss on the 
side,of the enemy had not been ascertained.’ The rebels were stated to have 
at first fled towards the south-west, but on perceiving that the .pursuit was 
not continued, 500 of them returned to the jungle, as others no doubt likewise 
did after them. On the 28th General Lugard shifted his camp to Narainpoor, 
a village on the eastern side of the jungle, upon the road from Jugdespoor to 
Arrah. The necessity of a continued and persistent effort for the expulsion 
of the i'ebels from that part of the country having been strongly urged by 
Mr. Samuells, the General was reported to have agreed to commence oper¬ 
ations again as soon as practicable. The.cutting of the jungle was said to be 
progressing. .» 

3. Some disturbance was anticipated on the south of Behar from a rebel 

named Futteh Sing, who was reported to 
have taken possession of a pucka house 
which lie had loop-holed, and to have also 
collected a number of followers.

Upon arriving at the villages burnt down, he learnt that the enemy had left 
the place some two or three hours before. He determined, however, to pur¬ 
sue them to their camp, and taking two guides came upon three encampments, 
which he attacked and burnt, the enemy offering little resistance. Marching 
still further on after them, he found himself in a basin formed by perpendi¬ 
cular bills, and covered with such dense jungle that it was impossible to see 
anything thirty yards off; and hero he was completely surrounded by the 
enemy who made themselves known by setting up a shout, and by firing 
volleys of arrows and matchlock balls at the party. Finding that it would 
not do to act on the offensive against such overwhelming numbers and in such 
an unfavorable position, Mr. Weldon direoted his men to face about and attack 
the enemy who kept crowding on his rear. A running fight was thus kept up 
for about three-miles, when finding themselves in more open country the party 
halted and poured in on the mass of the enemy who had collected men to 
the number of 2,000, so effective a fire as soon put them to flight after having 
lost about thirty killed and many wounded. Our casualties consisted of one 
man severely wounded, and two slightly struck by the sun.

1. Patna Division .—-On the 2nd June the Commissioner of Patna 
From CommiBsioner of Patm, No. 827, dated 2nd reported that General Lugard, having 

June ‘ . determined on making a persevering effort 

for the expulsion of the rebels from Jugdespoor, had requested Colonel Corfiejd 
to send him all his available force, and that, in compliance with this requisi¬ 
tion, Captain Rattray Was advancing to co-operate with him with 214 Sikhs 
and thirty Sikh Cavalry. This force was to be further reinforced at Jugdes¬ 
poor by 150 of the Sikhs doing duty with General Lugard, and eighty from 
Patna and Chuprah; and with the aid of the Madras Rifles, and the support of 
the European troops under General Lugard, it was expected that they would- 
be strong enough to drive the enemy out of the jungle. ‘ ' 

2. In the meantime General Lugard marched 'on the morning of the 

- «—-. 2nd June to Keshwa on the east side'of 

the jungle, Brigadier Douglas advancing' 
at the same time to Duleepoor, which is 
on the west side directly opposite to 
Keshwa. The rebels were here found, as 
our spies had reported they would be, in 
a tope and garden at Akurwa, and being 
taken completely by surprise were speedily 
. routed, thirty or forty of them being- 

killed, while the rest fled in confusion to Chitowra and Bun war in t he north-' 
east corner ol the jungle. They were followed up next morning, and attacked 
and again defeated on the 4th. Our loss on this latter occasion was two privates 
killed, and ono officer and three privates woundedr The loss of (he enemy 
was very severe, upwards of 100 men having been left dead on the ground. 
Four of their elephants also fell into our hands. That night tjaef. evacuated 
the jungle en masse , and marched to Soorajpoora, where they plundered the 
house ol the Doomraon Raja’s Dewan. Ummer Sing was seen at their- head 
and their number was computed by the villagers at 3,000 foot and 500 horse. 
Ottrnr and probably more accurate accounts estimated their strength at about 
800 foot and 100 horse. Their ammunition appeared to be almost exhausted, 
many of the muskets found at Chitowra having been used as matchlocks, and 
very few caps or cartridges having been found in the pouches of the men who 
were killed. . 

3. From Soorajpoora the rebels turned west, and gave out that they 
were going to Gamuiur, a village in the Ghazeepoor District,-near the mouth 
of the Kurrumnassa, in the vicinity of which a small band-of .one or two 
hundred rebels had for some time been doing great damage to'the railway 
works and the factories of Mr. Coombes.

On the 5th of June the rebels headed by Umur Sing 
marched westward from * Soorajpoors, 
plundered the village of Dhunsookee, and 
passing through Suneeya, crossed the 
Kurumnassa on the 7th at Son pa. They 
then proceeded to the village of Gahmur, 
in the Zamaneea Pergunnah of Zillah 
Ghazeepoor, many of the inhabitants of which, together with those of Bara and 
some other Rajpoot villages, joined them as they passed on. Colonel Climber- 
lege, who was at Zamaneea with a force of 800 infantry, 150 cavalry, and two 
guns, thereupon moved to Tara, opposite Ghazeepoor, with the intention of co¬ 
operating with Brigadier Douglas, who reached Buxar on the 9fch; but fearing 
for the safety of Ghazeepoor, he subsequently re-crossed the river at Ghazeepoor, 
leaving Brigadier Douglas to act alone. When the latter crossed the Kurum¬ 
nassa, the enemy had escaped in a south-western direction, and all lie Could 
do was to burn down the villages of Gahmur and Bara, the inhabitants of which 
had sided, with the enemy. 

2. Of the rebels who crossed the Kurumnassa on the 7th, one small party 
returned and burned down the Chowsa Thannah, and another party proceed in 
to the Mominabad. Tehsildaree near Ghazeepoor burnt it and went on t 
Russerah, whence they threatened to return to Bulleah. 

3. The district of Shahabad was reported by the Commissioner to be clear 
of all bodies of rebels Openly in arms, but a number of individuals, with arms 
in their hands, were said to be still lingering about the villages. Some of these 
had been captured, and steps were being taken for instituting enquiries into the 
conduct of the maliks and villagers generally, and for tracing out those who 
were concerned in the murder of European soldiers on their retreat from 
Jugdespoor, and had aided the rebels in crossing over into the district. The 
Commissioner had also directed the Magistrate to take measures for re-organiz¬ 
ing the police of the thannahs near Jugdespoor, which were deserted during the 
time the rebels occupied the jungles. Before anything, however, could be done, 
Umur Sing’s force had re-crossed the Kurumnassa and returned to the district. 
General Lugard was at Dulleepoor on the west side of the jungle, and Captain 
Rattray at Roop Sagur. 

4. All was quiet in Samp, though considerable apprehension was kept 

up by the probability of an attack from 
parties of the rebels which bad latterly 
been moving up and down the Ghazee¬ 
poor Doab, on the borders of 'the 
district. The force available for the pro¬ 
tection of the district was the Naval 

Brigade at Chuprah, and a party of thirty Sikhs with a levy of 230 men at 
Sewan. In forwarding to the Government of India a communication from the 
Magistrate and Collector, in which the inadequacy of this force was strongly 
insisted upon, the opportunity was taken to solicit that positive instructions 
might be issued to Colonel Roworoft to send back the detachment of the 
Bengal Police Battalion which he still detained in Goruckpoor in spite of 
repeated requisitions for their return.

On the 
12th Lieutenant Reeves, with a reinforcement of 130 men of the Ramghur new 
levies, forty Sikhs, four sowars, and thirty matchloekmen from Seraikiilah 
reached the camp, and during the whole of that day the enemy carefully kept uot 
of sight.

In acknowledgment of your letter No. 880 of the 4th May 1858, X have 
the honor to submit, for the information of the Eight Hon’ble the Governor- 
General, the following “detailed and connected narrative of the progress of 
events throughout Rajpootana, from the date of the outbreak at Meerut in 
May 1857, up to the date on which Kotah was taken by the Rajpootana 
Forces”; also “a review of the conduct of the Native Chiefs during this eventful 
period, together with a notice of services performed by officers iu political 
employ in Rajpootana, and my opinion of the manner in which each of the 
Political Agents and Assistants under me have performed their duties during 
the past year.” " : 

2 . j Rajpootana Fora?.—Rajpootana was, at the commencement of the 
mutinies, held by British troops as follows:— 

At Ntmeerabad. —At Nusseerabad were stationed No. 6 Native Field 
Battery, the 15th and 30th Bengal Native Infantry, and the 1st Bombay 
Cavalry (Lancers). 

At Neemuch. —At Neemuch, the 4th Troop, 1st Brigade, Bengal Native 
Horse Artillery, a wing of the 1st Bengal Cavalry, the 72nd Bengal Native 
Infantry, and 7th Infantry Gwalior Contingent. 

At JDeolee. —At Deolee the Kotah Contingent. 

At Beawr. —At Beawr the Mhairwarra Battalion. 

At Brinpoora.— At Erinpoora the Jodhpoor Legion. 

At Kherwarra. —At Kherwarra the Meywar Bheel Corps and a troop of 
the 1st Bengal Cavalry.

of the disaffected Bengal sepoys, detached, with Brigadier Macans concurrence, 
.100 additional Mhairs under Lieutenant Garnet], thfe Officiating 2nd in 
Command, to take the place of the 15th Native Infantry on duty there. 

14. Tad and energy of Lieutenant Cornell .—This delicate operation 
was effected by Lieutenant Garnell with the same tact and energy he after¬ 
wards displayed throughout a trying command at Ajmere.' By a forced march 
from Beawr of thirty-seven miles, he relieved the Bengal sepoys before they 

had time to communicate with their .brethren at Nusseerabad. It is worthy 
of note that this very company of the 15th Native Infantry (the,Light) took a 
prominent part in the mutinous proceedings of the 28th May at Nusseer- 
abad, and was the first to seize the guns. .1 must here add that the preserva¬ 
tion of the arsenal and of the city of Ajmere is partly attributable to this 
well-timed and well-executed movej backed by the loyalty of-the Mhairs, ana 
the prudent and energetic measures immediately taken by Lieutenant Garnet 
to put the magazine in a'.state to resist an attack, .from the sepoys, and .o 
overawe the large and populous city. 

15. Muting at Nusseerabad. Good conduct of ihe 1st Bombay Cavahy 
(Lancers ).—The mutiny at Nusseerabad commenced at 4 p.m. on the 28th 
'May by the infantry and artillery seizing the guns. The Cavalry (1st o in bay 
Lancers), whose conduct during the previous trying and arduous three 
weeks had been worthy of the highest praise, and had tally proved that, 

as a body, they did not sympathize with 

Captainthe mutineers, received orders to charge 
" ’ the guns. This they did with the loss of 

two officers killed and two wounded. The 
charge being without efteet, Brigadier 
Maean discreetly retired with all the Europeans under cover of the Lancers to 
Beawr. Colonel Fenny, Commanding that Corps died on the road from exene- 
ment and exhaustion. 

16. Cantonments destroyed ,.—After destroying the cantonments, the 
mutineers, the next day, took the road to Delhi, whence, it is supposed, they 
had received an urgent summons. The knowledge of. the approaching 
Field Force probably hastened their departure, and it may have precipitated 
the mutiny—it certainly prevented an attack on Ajmere. 

17. Pursuit of the mutineers by Marwar froops .—Lieutenant Walter, 
Assistant Commissioner of Ajmere, accompanied by Lieutenant Heat ico e, 
Assistant Quarter-Master-General, and Ensign Hood, 30th Native Infantry, 
with 1,000 of the Marwar troops, pursued the mutineers, but were unable to 
induce them to attack the latter, as was also my Assistant, Captain Hardcasue, 
who, from his long association with Rajpoots, I thought more likely to have 
influence over them, and whom I sent to overtake Lieutenant \V alter s force. 
Indeed, I am sorry to say, the troops of both Meywar and Marwar allowed 
the Neemueh and Nusseerabad mutineers to pass unmolested through the 
country, thus proving their fear of encountering our regulars when oac ve *(y 
guns, and even when they themselves had the superiority in numbers, .that 
some of their inferior soldiery sympathized with our rebels is beyom c ou >. 
and is not astonishing. 

18. Agent , Governor - General , leaves A boo for Ajmere on 1st June 18» 7.p 
The intelligence of the mutiny at Nusseerabad reached me at Aboo on the 
1st June, aud also a report of the serious indisposition of the Commissioner 
of Ajmere. On the same day, I and my Assistant, Captain Hardcastle, and

Major-General Roberts was nominated by the Government, of Bombay to the 
command of the Raj pootana Division, which he joined early in March 1858. 

19. Neemuch Mutiny. —The state of the troops at Neemuch had, for 
weeks past, been such as to cause the greatest alarm and anxiety. Ail pos¬ 
sible precautions to secure their fidelity, and, in case of their mutinying, to save 
the lives of the Europeans in the station, were taken by Colonel Abbott, the 
Officer Commanding, and Captain Lloyd, Superintendent of Neemuch. The 
latter officer, in addition to his own duties, had, in the absence of the Officiat¬ 
ing Political Agent, Captain Showers, to carry on much of the political work, 
which he performed in the most able and energetic manner. 

20. Cantonments destroyed.— On the night of the,3rd June the troops 
broke out into open mutiny and set fire to the cantonments. The Europeans 
escaped as best they could—some went to Oodeypooiy where they were most 
hospitably entertained by the Rana, and the rest to the camp of the Harowtee 
Agent near Jawad. The only lives lost on this occasion were those of the 
wife and children of Sergeant Supple of the Artillery, who were destroyed 
in their quarters. With the exception of fourteen or fifteen houses the whole 
station was burnt to the ground, and the Brigade marched on the 5th in 
the greatest order,' vid Agra to Delhi, having previously released the prisoners 
in the jail, and carried off the treasure, Rupees 5,000, from the military 
chest, and Rupees 1,26,900 from the civil treasury. 

21. Captain Lloyd and Lieutenant Bitchie return to Neemuch.-— On the 
following day, as soon as they heard of the evacuation of the place, .Captain 
Lloyd and his Assistant/Lieutenant Ritchie, returned to Neemuch, from which 
they had only retired a few miles, and re-established the civil government. 
By‘this prompt and bold step they restored confidence throughout the district, 
and resumed the authority which, (luring Captain Lloyd’s short absence, the 
Gwalior Vakeel, attending on the Meywar Agency, had assumed. 

22. Major Burton with Baroiotee 
Troops arrives. —According to the requisi¬ 
tion of Major Abbott and Captain Lloyd, 
the Harowtee Agent, Major Burton, 
marched into Neemuch on the 6lh, with 
the forces of the States of Kotah, Boondee 
and Jhallawar as marginally noted,* 
where they remained till the 1st Detach¬ 
ment, as per marginf, sent by me from 
Nusseerabad, reached it on the 18th July, 
when these irregular troops returned to 
their respective capitals. 

23. Colonel Abbott, Commandant, presented the Kotah Eoree with an iron 
Sl-pounder gun described as “spiked, disabled, and abandoned by the mutineers.” 
I afterwards saw it mounted at Kotah on the chief 'bastion of the Raja’s 
palace firing on the rebels. Major Burton expressed himself pleased with the 
conduct of the Raj troops, and on leaving they proffered further service. 

21 . Captain Showers, Political Agent in Meywar, who was at Oodeypoor 
Meywag. when the Neemuch mutiny took place, with

25. Cantonment of JDeolee destroyed. —Deolee, the cantonment of the 
absent Kotah Contingent, lying in the road of Neemuch rebels, was plundered 
and burnt by them. No lives were lost, for I had been fortunate enough, a 
day or two previously, to withdraw, under the escort of a party of Marwar 



in the city for duty at the gates. The escort, of the Jeypoor Political Agent 
consisted of a company of the 30th Bengal Native Infantry under an European 
officer; of the Political Agent, Ha row tee, of a detachment of the Kotah 
Contingent; of the Political Agent at Jodhpoor, of a detachment of the 
Jodhpoor Legion ; and of the Political Agent, Meywar, of a detachment of 
theMeywar 13 heel Corps when absent from Noe much. 

3. No European troops in Rajpootana .—There was not a single Euro¬ 
pean soldier in Rajpootana. The insufficiency of the force in this extensive 
territory had been prominently brought to the notice of the Government by 
my predecessor, the late Sir H. M. Lawrence; and when the Bombay troops at 
Nusseerabad, for service in Persia , were relieved by those of Bengal unknown 
to the Agent Governor-General and contrary to usage, a native troop of artil¬ 
lery was substituted for the European troop. I need hardly observe how ill 
Rajpootana was prepared to meet the coming storm, and how much the native 
troops, unawed by any European force, materially embarrassed our position 
when the mutiny took place.

First intelligence of the Meerut and Delhi outbreak.— The first intelli¬ 
gence of the calamities at Meerut and 
Delhi reached me (at Aboo) from Bhurt- 
poor and Agra on the 19th May. I imme¬ 
diately wrote to the authorities marginally 
noted, suggesting precautionary measures, 
and feeling that after those atrocities the 
Bengal Army could not be relied on. On 
the 21st May I made a requisition on the 
Brigade at Deesa, tire nearest place at 
which European troops were stationed, for 
a Light Field Force (strength as per mar¬ 
gin) to be detached with all expedition to 
Nusseerabad. On the same date I urged 
the Bombay Government to send up all 
available European troops returning from 
Persia via Guzerat and Rajpootana to Agra. 

5. Agent Governor-General’’s Proclamation to the States .—I issued a 
vide my letter Ho. 482 of the 23ra May, to Proclamation on the 23rd of May to all 

Secretary, Qovemment of India. the Chiefs of Rajpootana, calling on them 

tq preserve peace within their borders, to intercept rebel fugitives, and to 
collect their followers on their frontiers. This was promptly replied to, and in 
one instance (Jodhpoor) anticipated by the most friendly assurances and 
proffers of aid. 

6 . Row answered, especially by the Jodhpoor and Jeypoor troops. —Indeed 
on the direct requisition of the Lieutenant-Governor, North-Western Pro¬ 
vinces, and with the hearty consent of the Maharaja of Jeypoor, Captain Eden, 
the Political Agent, marched with 5,000 troops of that State towards the 
Muttra and Goorgaon districts to maintain order, and aid in the re-establish¬ 
ment of the civil government. It is true these duties were not fully dis¬ 
charged, bat, considering the number of Hindustanis in that force, it is 
surprising it ever returned unbroken to Jeypoor. There is proof that it was 
tampered with in June, when it fell in with Rawul SheoSing, the ex-Minister 
of Jeypoor, and his escort returning from a pilgrimage to Delhi; but the 
efforts of the latter to induce their brethren to mutiny were of no avail, and 
the precautions taken by the loyal Sirdars, and the fearless bearing of the 
Political Agent, prevented their carrying out their design of murdering that 
officer. 

7. Captain Eden rescues several Europeans.— Captain Eden rescued 
several Europeans in the Goorgaon district, and employed his force in punish¬ 
ing the Meywatties! On the 20th July he returned with the force to Jeypoor; 
a disaffected spirit prevailed among the men, some had deesrted, and they were 
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suffering much from cholera and the inclemency of the weather, so feeling 
that under these circumstances he could effect nothing further, he retraced his 
steps, . In reply to Captain Eden’s report that he had been, by force of circum¬ 
stances, compelled to return with the force to Jeypoor, the late Lieutenant- 
Governor, Mr, Colvin, writes :—“ I greatly regret of course your being unable 
to maintain your position between Muttra and Pulwul. The existence of a force 
there acting in co-operation with us was always valuable, and you did excellent 
service in keeping up frequent communication with the Delhi Camp, If you 
could have kept near the high road and returned again, it would have been 
preferable, but you could not foretell the movements of the Neemucb. muti¬ 
neers; and I think that, under all the circumstances, you have done wisely 
in acquiescing In the strong desire for a return to Jeypoor.” 

8 . Kotah Contingent. —I had instructed the Officer Commanding the 
Hot ah Contingent to march on Aj mere, to preserve that important magazine 
and city, but the Lieutenant-Governor, North-Western Provinces, who, at the 
commencement of the outbreak, had been vested with supreme power over 
myself and all authorities in Rajpootana, ordered the Contingent to advance 
on Agra. Captain Dennys obeyed, and marched, from Deolee on the 19th May,, 
This corps was, from this date until its mutiny at Agra, on 14th July, under 
Mr. Colvin’s orders employed principally in the M uttra district, where it did 
good service. 

9. Captain Nixon with Bhurtpoor Troops takes the field .—At Bhurt- 
poor my Assistant (on settlement duty), Captain Nixon, volunteered to head 
the troops of that State. He was accompanied by Captain Munbee, Superin¬ 
tending Engineer, Rajpootana, and Mr. R. Young, an Assistant in the Bhurt- 
poor Survey. Captain Munbee, waiving his seniority, placed himself under 
Captain Nixon’a orders in the field; these officers deserve the thanks of 
Government. 

10. The Troops of Tflwur. —On the requisition of the Lieutenant-Govern¬ 
or, North-Western Provinces, the principality of Ulwur also sent a force of 
about 2,500 men to co-operate with Captain Nixon, but that, offloer wais able 
to effect but little. Eor, on the occasion of the mutiny of our two companies 
of infantry at Muttra, his force, being, it is supposed, bribed by the 
rebels, refused to oppose them, and the European officers bad to make 
their escape. On Captain Nixon’s return to Bhurtpoor, the Sirdars 
received him cordially, and their loyalty would seem to have been unshaken. 
The Ulwur troops, there is reason to suppose, were overawed on this 
occasion by the superior force of the Bliurtpoor mutineers, for, though they 
did not act against them, they kept the field till the 2nd or 3rd July, when, by 
treachery, they were surprised, entirely cut up by the cavalry of the Neemuch 
mutineers. This took place on the borders of Agra and Bhurtpoor, where, 
unsupported, they were posted as a check on the rebels. 

11. Jodhpoor Troops. —Captain Monck-Mason, Political Agent at Jodh- 
poor, having accepted the preferred aid of His Highness the Maharaja, 
despatched, on the 22nd May, w'ith nay concurrence and at the earnest request 
of Colonel Dixon, Commissioner of Ajmere, to Beawr and Ajmere, 2,000 
horse and foot and six guns. Tlius in all June, and, within a fortnight of the 
receipt of the intelligence of the outbreak, were the troops of Bhurtpoor, 
Jeypoor, Jodhpoor and Ulwur co-operating with us in the field, 

12. March of Light Field Force to Nusseerahad from .Deesa. —On the 23rd 
May the artillery and cavalry portion of the Light .Field Porce, mentioned 
in paragraph 4, marched from Deesa for Nusseerahad. The infantry followed 
immediately, and I deputed my Assistant, Captain Forbes, to accompany the 
force. 

13. Ajmere Arsenal saved. —The Ajmere Arsenal was, as I before stated, 
garrisoned by one company of the 15th Bengal Native Infantry and one of 
the Mhairwarra Local Battalion. The Commissioner, Colonel Dixon, being 
alive to the importance of preventing the arsenal from falling into the hands 
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Horse, the ladies of the Contingent from their isolated and perilous position, 
and Subadar Rugbeer Sing, of the Kotah Contingent left in command, secreted 
the wives and children of the absent Sergeants in the neighbouring Meywar 
town of Jehazpoor, where they remained concealed till the arrival of Captain 
Showers. The Subadar himself and sixty oqt of his 120 men, though forced 
to accompany the rebels, made their escape a few days afterwards and 
returned to Deolee. . ' 

26. Assisi ant Agent Governor-General , Captain Forbes, raises a Corps of 
Meenas at Deolee. —Subsequently on the 1st July I deputed Captain Forbes 
to Deolee to restore confidence and to raise a Corps of 800 Meenas to supply 
the place of the Kotah Contingent. The restless and predatory habits of this 
wild race were fully reported on to Government by Sir H. M. Lawrence, and 
there was a great probability that the scenes they had witnessed at Deolee, 
in the pillage of which they had largely shared, would render them still more 
turbulent. By enlisting them in our service and giving regular pay, we have 
been able to show them that our rule is not extinct, to retain them as friends, 
and keep their country in a state of peace. 

27. To Captain Forbes much credit is due for the discreet and concilia* 
tory manner with which he dealt with the Meenas ; but I regret to say ill- 
health forced him in September to quit Deolee, and he has since proceeded 
to England on sick certificate. The Meena Corps is now under the command 
of Captain Macdonald, late 7th Gwalior Contingent, and it promises to be 
a valuable local Corps. General . Bober ta acknowledged the value of its 
services in the*recent Kotah campaign. 

28» Bickaneer Raja. —On quitting Aboo on the 1st June, I bad left 
an Assistant, Lieutenant Mildmay, in indifferent health, in charge of the Office ; 
but a fortnight later bis Health having improved, I deputed him to Bickaneer 
to lead the troops of that State, who were co-operating with General Van 
Cortlandt’s Punjab Levies, in the revolted districts of Sirsa, Hissar and 
Hansie. Lieutenant Mildmay found the Maharaja, with a zeal rare in a 
Native Prince, at his frontier fortress of Bhadra, commanding his own troops. 
Thence Lieutenant Mildmay, with a reinforcement of 800 Bickaneer Horse, 
proceeded to General Van Cortlandt’s camp. 

29. Lieutenant Mildmay, Assistant Agent Governor-General. —Bickaneer 
troops, for a short time, garrisoned both Hansie and Hissar, and Lieutenant 
Mildmay commanded at the former place on the 19th August, when it 
was attacked by about 3,000 of our mutinous sepoys and rebellious villagers. 
They were repulsed and cut tip. Lieutenant Mildmay’s report to General 
Van Cortlandt, under whose orders he was acting, has been doubtless brought 
by the latter officer to the notice of Government. 

30. Both Lieutenant Mildmay and the Maharaja of Bickaneer.experi¬ 
enced the same difficulties with these levies, as I have before mentioned was 
uniformly the ease with those of Meywar and Manvar—they would not act on 
the offensive /out the support and personal example of the Maharaja and the 
presence of his troops strengthened our cause. 

81. The great wealth and influence of some families in Bickaneer, and 
the consequent factions and intrigues they caused, much weakened the hands 
of His Highness the Maharaja; and on this being pointed out to me by Lieute¬ 
nant Mildmay, I took the opportunity to dismiss a member of one of these 
families—the Vakeel at this Agency—who for many years had made his posi¬ 
tion subservient to his own interests. 

32. Lieutenant Mildmay kept the field with the Bickaneer auxiliaries 
till the mouth of October, when his health again failing, he, having received 
my thanks and those of the-Chief Commissioner of the Punjab for his services, 
proceeded to England on sick certificate. 

33. Death of Colonel Dixon , Commissioner of Ajmere . Agent, Governor- 
General, takes charge ,—On my arrival, 5th June, at Beawr, 1 found the Oom- 
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missioner, Colonel Dixon, in a dymg state; and on bis decease on the 25th 
idem, there being no officer of sufficient standing or experience available, I 
, assumed the duties of his office, in addition to my own of Governor-General’s 
Agent and Commander of the Forces in Rajpootana. 

34. Fidelity of the Mhairs .—In paragraph 14 I have alluded to the 
fidelity of the Mhairwarra Local Battalion, and I have much pleasure in 
adding that the conduct of the Mhair and Mhairat population of the Ajmere 
and Mhairwarra districts was equally good and loyal, though in the midst 
of mutinies and tampered with on every side. They said that, as they owed 
all their civilization and prosperity to the British, they were determined to 
stand by us, and to allow no disturbances in their country which would 
endanger the public peace. Their conduct verified their professions, and 
during the crisis cattle-lifting and affrays were even less common than in 
ordinary times. This devotion to our cause is mainly attributable to the 
judicious conduct of that able Government servant, the late Colonel Dixon, 
so long their Commissioner, who exerted, most strenuously, his almost absolute 
power to raise and civilize these predatory and degraded tribes, and the 
benefit and result of which we are now reaping. In reward for the good 
conduct of the regiment, I promised them that they should be put on the 
footing of corps of the line; and with the concurrence of the late Lieutenant- 
Governor, I raised a second Corps, which has since been sanctioned by Govern¬ 
ment, and the command given to Lieutenant Carnell. 

35. Ajmere: its importance .—The importance of Ajmere cannot be over¬ 
estimated; it is to Rajpootana what Delhi was to India, and an insurrec¬ 
tion would have been the focus of all the disaffected in the country. Not 
only is it a place of pilgrimage for the faithful (including the Delhi Princes, 
one of whom we now know paid it a long visit last»year), but it is also a holy 
spot for the Hindoos, and only six miles distant from their sacred city and 
tank of Pokur, so that throughout this crisis much excitement has naturally 
prevailed, and several times reports have been prevalent of threatened attacks. 

36. Arrival of European troops at Nusseerabad .—On the arrival at 
Nusscerabad (12th June) of the first detachment of Europeans from Deesa, 
I added to the Ajmere Magazine garrison 100 men of the 83rd—all. that could 
he spared ; hut, as without reducing this guard and isolating our men, none 
could be spared for the defence of the Taragurh Hill, which commands the 
city and arsenal, I entrusted that post to the Mahomedans, whose shrine is on 
its summit, on their chief priests proffering their services in its defence. This 
duty they performed regularly until all danger was past, and thus the hill 
fort was preserved from falling into the hands of the rebels—a disaster which 
would have caused a panic and probably the revolt and sack of the city. Soon 
after my arrival at Ajmere I received a demi-official letter from the Lieutenant- 
Governor, requiring me to march with all the European troops on Agra; but I 
declined unless positively ordered, pointing out that such a move would cause, 
not only the loss of Ajmere and its arsenal, but, in all probability, lead to a 
rise throughout Rajpootana. 

37. From June to January 1858 I resided alternately hetw r een Ajmere, 
Beawr, and Nusseerabad, as I deemed my presence necessary, with reference to 
my military as well as civil and political duties, but chiefly at Ajmere, where 
I lived in the Dowlut Bagh, on the bund of the Ana Sagur Lake, a quarter of a 
mile from the city, with a guard of a Native Officer’s party of the Mhairwarra 
Local Battalion. During all this period I held open cutcherry, never allowing 
the routine of civil duties to be interrupted, continually visited the city to 
decide suits regarding houses, and took every opportunity of going amongst the 
people. Sullen faces were sometimes seen, but I was always treated with the 
greatest respect, and no attempt at a disturbance was made. Occasional 
panics occurred in the city, and at times the bankers sent away their families, 
but the stringent measures I enforced allayed their fears and restored confi¬ 
dence. 


38. Jail outbreak, —On the 9th August an outbreak took place m the 
Ajrnere Jail, a'ud about fifty prisoners broke loose,- the eity remained- perfectly 
quiet, and the tiivil Mounted Police (a portion of the same body which at 
Neemuch had joined the mutineers) promptly pursued and mercilessly cut down 
the runaways. On my riding out on the track of the prisoners, some of the 
leading Mahomeda^s of. the city' joined me; 

39. Mahomedan and Hindoo Festival. —The*great day of the “Mohurrum’’ 

and the Hindoo festival of the “ Jool-Joolla ” fell this year (18o7) on the same 
day—-an untoward circumstance, owing to the bitter animosity between the two 
faiths regarding the routes of their respective processions. For some years this 
had been a disputed point, and Colonel Dixon’s decision of 1856, when the 
festivals had also fallen on the same day, had given so much umbrage to the 
Mahomedans that Captain Shakespear, the Assistant Commissioner, had been 
pelted wjth stones, the 'Tazeem had remained unburied, and a deputation had 
appealed to the Lieutenant-Governor against the late Commis.sioner’s decision, 
which he had ordered me'to adjudicate iu my capacity as Agent, Governor- 
General. ' - 

40. After much consideration and enquiry into all the previous decisions 
(which varied considerably)', I decided in consonance with that of Mr. Wilder, 
past in 1818, in favor of the M.ahomedans, softening it to the Hindoos as much 
as possible. 

41. I visited the city several times during the day and night of the last 
or great day, and was received with marked respect.* It passed without any 
collision—the Hindoos assigning their wish to avoid one, as the reason of their 
not parading their idols; but in all probability, pique and the fear of losing by 
theft valuable jewels with which their idols are decked, were the true causes. 

42. On the 12t.k June'the troops at Nusseerabad were reinforced from 
Deesa by the Light Pield Force mentioned in paragraph 4; and on the 10th

the station by the Raj irregular troops 
was having an injurious effect on the latter, as well as in the district. 

42A. Second Mutiny at Nusseerabad. —At Nusseerabad on the 10th August 
symptoms of disaffection appearing among the Hindoostanis of the 12th Bombay 
Native Infantry, they were promptly disarmed. A trooper of the 1st Bombay 
Light Cavalry attempted to create a disturbance, but not being joined by 
any of his own regiment, two of whom pursued and tried to cut him down, he 
took refuge in the lines of the 12th. This regiment refused either to give him 
up, or to proceed to the appointed rendezvous—the guns. The trooper was cut 
down, and made prisoner by the Artillery, and on the 25th idem, five of the 
ringleaders of the 12th were hanged; twenty-five of the disarmed men deserted; 
and all the Hindoostanis were discharged by my orders. Subsequently their 
arms were restored to the remainder of the regiment, since which their conduct 
has been unexceptional in quarters and in the field. This, with few exceptions, 
has been the case with all the Bombay Native troops in Rajpootana. 

43. Second Mutiny at Neemuch. —At Neemuch, on the 12th August, 
Colonel Jackson, of the 2nd Cavalry, Commanding the Station, called out the 
Europeans, having received what he considered reliable information of an in¬ 
tended mutiny of the Native troops. That there was disaffection amongst 
some of his men is very probable, for several desertions occurred, but not to 
the extent Colonel Jaeksou understood. Unfortunately, also, the affair was 
mismanaged, and one European soldier was shot by his comrades, and an 
officer of the cavalry, Lieutenant Blair, wounded in the melb. 

44. Conduct of the Officiating Political Agent, Meywar. —The ensuing nar¬ 
rative of the Tonk Pergurmak of Nimbaheera obliges me to refer to the 
differences which arose at this time between myself and the Officiating Political 
Agent of Meywar, Captain Showers, which have already been fully reported to 
Government. Erom these untoward circumstances, I regret to say, I have 
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received no assistance from that officer, and indeed up to this date. I have 
received no report of general occurrences from him. I am. consequently some¬ 
what in the dark as to Meywar affairs. With regard to Nimbaheera Captain 
Showers not only ignored my authority but acted in direct opposition to my 
orders. His reasons for this step are detailed in his letter of the 27th August 
(enclosure to my letter No. 156A. of 1st October 1857 to Secretary, Government 
of India), the principal being that he considered the existence of the Tonk 
Pergunnab of Nimbaheera imperilled the safety of the European detachment at 
Neerauch. Captain Lloyd, the Superintendent of Neemueh, dissented from 
this opinion, and agreed with me in tracing it to influence of Mehta Sbere 
Sing, the Meywar ex-Minister, who has long wished for the district of 
Nimbaheera for his own sovereign, and has unfortunately obtained undue 
influence with the Officiating Political Agent. 

45 . His seizure of Nimbaheera of Tonk .—On the 18th September, Captain 
Showers marched the greater part of tine Neemueh force against Nimbaheera, 
distant twenty miles, and on the Tonk sepoys refusing to surrender the place 
and lay down their arms within the hour (the terms offered them), the gates were 
shut by them and the attack began. The Amil and authorities had not only 
oome out to speak with the Agent, but had thrown down their arms and ten¬ 
dered their submission in the name of the Nawab. Colonel Jackson, however, 
drove them back at the point of the bayonet. At nightfall, having made no 
impression on the place, he retired the troops, and on the next morning the 
town was found to be evacuated. 

46. Our loss had been one corporal, Her Majesty’s 83rd, killed, two officers 
wounded, and sixteen, natives killed and wounded. . The Amil, a man of well- 
known respectability, proceeded to Tonk, and the military leader to Mundisore, 
where he joined the rebels, for which step his property was confiscated and 
himself exiled by the Nawab. It is worthy of notice that this very mau was 
the most active in assisting Captain Lloyd to escape at the time of the Neemueh 
mutiny, and that he, subsequent to his expulsion from Nimbaheera, was 
one of the leaders of the Mundisore force that besieged the fortified square at 
Neemueh, and is believed to have instigated that undertaking. He has in con¬ 
sequence been declared a rebel, but I am of opinion that he was forced into it 
by the unjust proceedings of the Political Agent. 

47 . The conduct of Colonel Jackson, involving his retirement, from the 
service, is known to Government, and requires no comment here. I have 
already recorded my opiuion that, regarded either in a political or military 
light, the whole affair of Nimbaheera was a most disgraceful proceeding. 

48. Jeerun occupied by Mundisore rebels .—Prom this period the small 
force at Neemueh was threatened by attacks from the Mundisore rebels, who 
had been gathering under the standard of a pretended Shabzada. In October 
they had the audacity to seize Jeerun, a town of the Neemueh District, ten 
miles from cantonments, and to subvert our authority. To have allowed such 
an insult to pass unnoticed would have been productive of the worst conse¬ 
quences, to our prestige, and to the peace and loyalty of the district, so, des¬ 
pite the weakness of their force, the civil and military authorities determined 
on attacking the insurgents. 

49 . On the 23rd October a small force marginally noted, attacked 

Jeerun, a strong position, and well defend¬ 
ed. Our troops went headlong at the 
enemy, but being disheartened by the 

fall of the two leading officers early in the affair, were repulsed and made a 

precipitate retreat. Captain Tucker, who 
had been sent on in advance the night 
previous, rashly sacrificed his life by charg¬ 
ing a superior body of the enemy. To 
the dash and gallantry of the officers 
was it owing that the results of this ill- 
planned onset were not even more serious than those of a simple repulse.

50, Enemy evacuate Jeerun. —Baring tlie night the rebels evacuated the 
fort, not waiting for a second attack, and our authority was re-established. 

51, Neemuch attacked by the rebels. — This affair was but the precursor of 
a still more serious inroad by theMundisore insurgents. On the 8th September 
a large body of them, mustering some 4,000 men, with two or three guns, took 
possession of the station of Neemuch, and pillaged and destroyed all the 
houses that had escaped the Bengal mutineers. The Europeans had retired 
into the fortified square with the two companies, Bombay Native Infantry, the 
contracted space of which would not shelter the cavalry, who were therefore 
necessarily sent into the district. They made a feeble attempt to charge the 
enemy, but as the Meywar Horse under Captain Showers rendered them 
nothing more than passive aid, they effected nothing. 

52. The rebels, mostly Walayties and Mey Watties, confined their opera¬ 
tions to keeping up a vigorous matchlock fire on the besieged (with occasional 
cannon shots) from a ditch or entrenchment recently constructed round the 
fort, in opposition to the opinions of the other officers, by Captain Showers, as a 
line of defence, but which served as a most serious means of attack by giving 
cover to the enemy. The fire of their guns had no serious effect on the walls 
of the fort, and they were promptly silenced in every fresh position by our 
shells. Had the enemy possessed any of the latter, the square would not 
have been tenable. 

53. Our garrison wisely kept strictly on the defensive, and on the alert 
against night attack. On the morning of the 21st, an hour before daylight, 
the rebels attempted an escalade in large numbers, hut they were completely 
repulsed. 

64. Siege raised— Captain Lloyd's conduct. —The siege lasted fifteen days* 
and was raised by a summons from Mundisore reaching the besiegers, conse¬ 
quent on the advance of the Central India Eield Eorce from Mbow. Our 
casualties were only two officers and a few men wounded. The garrison, both 
European and Native, displayed great energy and coolness throughout the 
siege, which has been duly acknowledged by the Government of Bombay; but 
unaccountably the officer on whom the whole burden lay, Captain Lloyd, the 
Superintendent of Neernucb, has, in no way, reaped the benefits which he 
so fully deserved. On him, during Major Simpson’s incapacity (from wounds 
received at Jeerun) to take the active duty, fell the entire management of the 
garrison, and to him certainly ought to have accrued a share in the honors 
which others have received. It is to be hoped this strange omission will be 
rectified, 

55 . The peace of Neemuch and its districts has, since November, re¬ 
mained undisturbed. Barracks for European troops have been erected, and 
more are in course of construction. It is now garrisoned by a brigade of the 
force lately returned from Kotah under General Roberts. 

56. Jodhpoor Legion Company mutiny at Aboo. —On the morning of the 
21st August the detach meut of the Jodhpoor Legion on Mount Aboo (** the 
sanitarium for Europeans from Deesa”) mutinied, and being joined from Anadra, 
at the foot of the hill, by a portion of a company lately returned from Nusseera- 
bad, simultaneously attacked the European barracks and the house of their 
own Commandant, Captain Hall. The men were in bed, but none of the shots 
took effect, and they speedily turned out. The ladies were collected in the 
school house, and the insurgents driven down the hill, without their having 
done further mischief than severely wounding my son, Mr. A. Lawrence, Bengal 
Civil Service, and carrying off some treasure and silver. Government property. 
The dense mist that hung over the hill doubtless saved many lives. 

57. Two hundred Sepoys, eighty to one hundred Soicars, two d-pounder guns 
drawn by Camels—Contingent mutiny at Erinpoora .-— A ft er plundering the 
stores at Anadra, and calling in the cavalry and infantry detached on out-post 
duty, the mutineers marched to Erinpoora, where they were at once joined by the 
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infantry and artillery. The cavalry held aloof until threatened by the latter, 
.when they all united in plundering and burning the station,:and marching 
towards Ajmere. The 2nd in Command, Lieutenant Connolly''(the qnly'officer 
present), they forced to accompany them for three marches, but the Sergeants 
and their wives were released as soon as they left the station. Lieutenant 
Connolly was, after three days, allowed to return*escorted by three sowars, who 
have remained with him since, and have been rewarded by promotion for their 
fidelity. The Bheels of the Corps had fled to their homes on the first outbreak, 
and Lieutenant Connolly at once began to collect them, and to restore order 
in the station. 

58. As soon as intelligence of the mutiny at Aboo reached me at Ajmere, 
I ordered the portion of the Legion at Nusseerabad to be disarmed. The men 
continued doing duty in the station for six months, and behaved in the best 
possible manner : in march their arms were restored to them, and the infantry 
portion has* been drafted into the Corps which I have recently raised. 

'59. Arrafo.Thahoor joined by the Contingent .—A force having been sent by 
the Jodhpoor JEtaja to meet the rebellious Legion at Palbee, the latter diverged 
from the road and entered into the service of Koossial Sing, the Tlrakoor of- 
Awah, He, the second noble in Marwar, in conjunction with other Thakoors, 
had been for some time disaffected 'towards bis own government,. and took’ 
'tins opportunity of openly rebelling. . 

60. Defeat of Marwar Troops .—The Durbar troops attempted to attack the 
Legion, but without success. They themselves in turn were’ attacked by t he lat ter 
and the Awah Rajpoots on the 8th September and put to flight, without having 
made any resistance, and with the loss of their guns, camp, and ammunition. 
The Commander, Anar Singh, Killadar of the Eort«of Jodlipoor, a confidential 
Minister of the Maharaja, with another Chief and a few personal followers, 
alone defended the gups, and were all slain. Lieutenant Heath cote, Deputy 
Assistant Quarter-Master-General, whom I had sent to the Durbar Camp to 
reconnoitre Awah, escaped with difficulty, and the loss of all his property. 

61. Agent, Governor-General, proceeds with a force against Aiodh .-— 

2 12 -pounder howitzers. Considering it would have an injurious ' 

effect on the country to remain quiescent 
and allow this nucleus of rebellion to 
continue on the high road between 'Deesa 
and Nusseerabad, I assembled a force at 
Beawr for the purpose of co-operating 
with the Marwar troops, but heavy rain detained it for some days, and pre¬ 
vented its reaching Awah till the 18th September. Although insufficient tor 
siege operations, I .felt it was most necessary to show a bold front, knowing 
if I could bring the enemy into the field I was sure of a victory, and that the 
mere fact oi moving a force from Ajmere would restore confidence both to our 
troops and to the people of the country.

62. The approach to Awah was through a thick jungle, and when within 
600 yards of it only a portion of the Thakoor’s keep was visible. Their guns 
on the bastions and on the batteries outside the town at once commenced a 
heavy fire, to which we replied; but, as after three hours we found the enemy 
would not meet us in the field, and that we could not effect more than oblig¬ 
ing them to withdraw their guns into the towu, in consonance with the 
opinion of the chief officers, it was deemed expedient to withdraw the troops,. 
(It. will afterwards be seen that the place was so strong that a largo force with 
heavy siege guns was required to reduce it). Our loss was one officer, Captain 
Monck-Mason, Political Agent, Jodhpoor, one European, and one Native killed, 
and two or three natives wounded. Captain Mason had arrived (according to 
rav instructions) from Jodhpoor to join me, but he appears to have mistaken 
the bugles ot the Jodhpoor Legion for ours, and following the same, was shot 
down by some of tke Legion sowars. 


63. ^ Force returns to .tWnsseerubod.— —W ith the force I accordingly retired 
to a village distant three and a half miles, and encamped there three days, 
hoping to induce the enemy to attack us; but hearing from spies that they had 
no intention of so doing, and were engaged in strengthening their defences, 
we returned towards Ajmere and Nusseerabad—the presence of the force, 
moreover, being required at the former place to check any attempt at a rise 
during the festivals of the Dusserab and Dewallee. 

. . 6 f* during the three following months all remained quiet in Raipootana, 
with the exception of the unhappy rise of the troops of ICotah, which was 
purely local, and some occasional raids on Marwar villages made by the rebels 
from A wain 

65. Jodhpoor Legion destroyed at Narnoul by a force from Delhi— The 
Jodhpoor Legion remained at Awah till the 10 th October,’ when it marched 
through Marwar towards Jhujjur. A brigade from Delhi attacked, and after a 
fight of several hours totally defeated them at Narnoul; their guns, camels, 
and ammunition fell into our bauds. 

66 . liotm of Serohie attacked and destroyed by British troops.— In 
January 1858 reinforcements from Bombay reached Rojpootana, and en route 
to IN usseerabad this force attacked and destroyed, under my orders, the forts 
of Rowa and Awah ; the former belonged to a petty Thakoor of Serohie, who 
was considered by the Political Superintendent of Pahlunpoor to be in open 
rebellion, as he had made raids on adjacent villages belonging to the Dewan 
of that State, and of which he considered himself unjustly deprived. The 
Government of Bombay and Captain Black, the Political Superintendent, so 
strongly urged that the Rowa Thakoor should be seized aud his village des¬ 
troyed that I yielded to their wishes. 

67. On the 5th January a detachment, as per margin, under Major 

Raines, Her Majesty's 95th, accompanied 
by Captain Hall, Officiating Political 
Superintendent of Serohie, attacked Rowa; 
after some hours 5 firing it was taken by 
assault. The enemy fought well till the 

.Europeans entered the village, when they fled to the hills, 

68 . The British loss, considering the small number of troops employed, 
was heavy; one sepoy killed, four officers and twelve Europeans wounded/ 

69. The troops after this affair continued their march towards Nusseerabad,

Agent, Jodhpoor, Major Morrison, and 
near Awah they were joined, on the 19th, 
by a portion of the Nusseerabad Force, 
which I had detached to co-operate with 
them under Colonel Holmes, 12th Bombay 
Native Infantry, who assumed command 
of the whole Forces. The services of the 
2nd Sindh Horse had been placed at my 
disposal by the Bombay Government, and 
. . they were posted so as to overawe lioop- 

nuggur, a lull fort and village of Meywar, which had sheltered the Thakoor 
ot Awah and to prevent the escape of the latter into the Meywar Hills. 

70. Awah attacked and destroyed by British troops. —After five days 5 
siege operations, during which there was incessant firing on both sides, a 
breach was pronounced practicable, and the assault ordered for the next morn¬ 
ing. During the night a fearful storm raged, and the noise and darkness 
was so great that sentries only a few paces apart could neither hear nor see 
vol. n. 73 
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each other. Under the cover of this storm the enemy evacuated the place ; 
and, though it was completely surrounded by the cavalry to stop all means of 
.escape, only one of the pickets (that of the Lancers) heard the fugitives, and 
were able to cut tip-eighteen and take seven prisoners. The cavalry sent 
in pursuit the next morning, brought back 124 prisoners; twenty-four of the 
number being our sepoys, were shot—the remainder, Rajpoots of Mar war, 
were made over to the Political Agent. 

71. Six brass guns and seven iron, with about three tons of powder and 
three thousand rounds of gun ammunition, were found in the town, and all 
but the brass guns, wliich were brought into Ajmere, were destroyed. The 
defences were found to be of great strength, and to. consist of a double line, 
the inner one being of strong'masonry, and the outer an earthwork, both well 
loop-holed. 

72. After blowing up the keep, the bastions, and all works of masonry, 

both in Awah and in adjoining villages of rebel Thakoors, the force proceeded 
to Nusseerabad. . 

73. In paragraph 23-24, of this letter the return from Neemuch of the 
troops of,. Kotah, Bpoiidee and Jhallawar to their respective capitals is men- 
tioned, and also thafrthe’Neemuch authorities and the Political Agent were 
satisfied with.their conduct. Major Burton did not accompany the troops to 
XCotah ; but on expressing my opinion that at the present crisis it was advisable 
Political' Agents should be at the Courts to which they wore accredited,, he 
prepared to go thither at once. On hearing of his intention the Maharaja 
requested he would not return for at least twenty days, as, “after seeing the 
unsettled times, he could not have entire confidence in hia troops.” He 
therefore remained at Neemuch till the Maharao “ felt confidence enough” to 
allow him to return. 

74. About this period Major Burton, at the suggestion of the Durbar, 
who was suspicious of the escort of the Kotah Contingent left on duty at the 
Agency house, directed their return to Deolee, and a guard of the Raj troops 
supplied their place. 

75. On the 15th September the Kotah Vakeel arrived at Neemuch with 
carriage and guards for the Agent, and a letter from the Maharaja 
requesting his return. On the 6th October Major Burton and two of his 
sons accordingly started, leaving his wife, daughter and three sons behind. 
They halted a day at Nandta, on this side of the Chumbul, about three miles 
from the capital,* whilst the Vakeel went on to make the necessary arrange¬ 
ments for their reception. On bis return he informed Major Burton that 
His Highness the Maharao would not come out to meet him, but would per¬ 
form the equivalent ceremony of visiting him at the Agency. 

76. On the evening of the 12th Major Burton and his sons reached the 
Residency, and that same evening the Maharao fired a salute in honor of the 
fall of Delhi. The next day he paid the usual visit of State to the Agent, 
which the Agent and his sons returned the following afternoon. On this 
occasion after the public meeting a private conversation took place, at which 
no one was present, except the Vakeel, Nund ICishore, who has since been 
blown from a gun by the Kotah rebels. The Maharao says the Agent then 
urged him to dismiss and punish some of his principal officers who were 
known to be disaffected, and that probably the Vakeel communicated this to 
the Minister, Ruttun Lall, and thus it became known to the troops. Beyond 
surmise and conjecture as to this nothing is known as no reliable record is 
extant. 

77. Murder of Major Burton .—At noon on the following day (15th) 
bodies of troops and rabble suddenly approached and surrounded the 
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this object; it did not start in pursuit until the evening of the 1st April. 
The Brigade followed to the Parbuttee River (the boundary of Gwalior) sixty 
miles distant, but it is needless to add that, though their track was plainly 
marked by dead bodies and plundered carts, not a mutineer was overtaken. 
Seven field guns, abandoned by the enemy in the heavy sand of the Parbuttee, 
were brought in, one of which was claimed by the Gwalior troops, and 
villagers claimed the other six, asserting that the rebels being harrassed by 
them in crossing had been forced to leave them in the stream. 

93. Kotah, after its capture, presented a most desolate appearance; the 
mutineers had plundered it for months previous to our arrival, and our shot 
and shell had done considerable damage. The plunder carried off by the rebels 
must have been great, for since the days of Zalim Sing, who resisted the 
Maharatta inroads, Kotah had been famed as a secure emporium for treasure, 
opium, and valuable merchandise. The town was abandoned to plunder by our 
troops for five days, but the articles collected by the Prize Committee were of 
inferior value and hardly worth the miseries they cost the poorer classes, to 
whom they mostly belonged. Some eight or ten of the iron guns (one of too 
large calibre to move) were blown, up by us, and those of brass were left 
behind on the departure of our troops. The proposal made by the Prize Agents 
to the Maharao to ransom them for Ils. 69,000 has been submitted to 
Government. 

94. The Commission of Inquiry into the circumstances of the murder 

of the Political Agent and his sons, as 
to the implication or otherwise of the 
Maharao, and his ability to save them was 
constituted by my order as per margin. 
General Roberts volunteered to under¬ 
take the office of President. The Com¬ 
mission commenced sitting on the 6th 
and closed on the 12th April 1868; 
the Proceedings have been submitted to 
the Right Hon’ble the Governor-General 
in April last. * On the termination of 
the siege Major-General Roberts wrote to 

me: “I should consider myself ungrateful did I not express to you the deep 
obligation I feel I am under for tine cordial assistance I have in every way 
derived from yourself and your Political Staff, and without which the difficulties 
I had to contend with would have been much increased. I pray you therefore 
to accept my best thanks for your valuable aid, and request you will be good 
enough to express the same to Lieutenant Beynon and the other members of 
your staff.” 

95. I left no British troops in Kotah, the Major-General being disinclin¬ 
ed to the measure from taking into consideration the unhealthiness of the 
place, the calls which might be made on bis Force for further service, and the 
small number of troops he could spare; and as Government had directed that 
tlie appointment of an Agent was to depend upon the Force which would be 
left, no Agent remained. The Maharao also informed me that he was well 
able to protect his city and preserve peace in his territory. By the 20th April, 
therefore, the entire army had left Kotah for their several destinations.

97. Maharaja Jemrnnt Singh, Bhurtpoor .—B hurt poor lying so near Agra, 
and our own provinces being so much interested in its maintenance of peace, the 
Lieuteuant-Governor, North-Western Provinces, under the supreme authority 
vested in him, assumed from the first outbreak tlie direct control of the 
political relations of that State. Captain Nixon, mv Assistant on deputation 
there, had, as already stated, at the desire of Mr. Colvin, taken the field early 
in May with the Bhurtpoor Force. Major Morrieson, the Political Agent, remain¬ 
ing at the capital, but His Honor afterwards, considering that in the present 
crisis it was of importance that the whole political and military power should 
be in the hands of one officer, directed Major Morrieson to make over charge 
to Captain Nixon, and himself to repair to Agra. In obedience to these instruc¬ 
tions Major Morrieson made over charge on the 20th May, but great excite- 
ment prevailing in the city on the occasion of the mutiny at Muttra, and the 
defection of the Bhurtpoor troops, he was urgently requested by the Chiefs to 
remain till the return of Captain Nixon. By order, therefore, of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, Major Morriesou resumed charge of the Ageney, and carried on the 
duties under circumstances of great difficulty and danger, till July 9th, when.

India, dated 25th August 1857, paragraph 22. Bhurtpoor “ whenever the public interests 

seemed to render it advisable,” at the wish of the Chiefs, who feared the 
presence of a British officer might cause the Neemuch mutineers, who were 
hovering about to attack Bhurtpoor, he quitted it with the Ageney Establish¬ 
ment and proceeded to Agra; the administration of affairs being left to 
Golab Sing, the chief Dhao of the boy Raja Juswunt Sing, who was elected 
Manager by the Majee and Chiefs. 

98. After the mutiny of the Bhurtpoor Force, Captain Nixon was 
summoned to Agra, as extra A. D. C. to Mr. Colvin, and entrusted with the 
management of the Intelligence Department, anil correspondence with the 
adjoining Rajpoot States. 

99. Major Morrieson remained at. Agra till the end of August, when 
the Lieutenant-Governor conveyed to him his wishes that he should join me 
at Ajmere. He arrived at Ajmere during my absence, in the second and third 
week of September in command of the first expedition against Arrah, and the 
melancholy death of Captain Monck-Mason leaving Jodhpoor at a most critical 
time, without an Agent, I placed Major Morrieson in temporary charge of 

Vide my letter tto. 182 b. of 2 Sth September 1857, that Agency, pending the orders of 
to Secretary to Government of India. Government—las character and expe¬ 

rience in Rajpootana pointing him out as the fittest man available for the 
charge, and I have had every reason to bo well pleased wilh his proceedings. 
On the 15th April 1858 he was relieved by Lieutenant-Colonel Anderson. 

100. Bhurtpoor continued under the administration of Dhao Golab 

r«fc my letter No.226A. of 24th October 1857, Sing, Until tile 18th October, when 
with enclosures, to tiocrebnry, Government of India. Captain Nixon returned aud a$SUIX)ed 

charge of the Agency, under instructions from the Government, North-Western 
Provinces. 

101. Throughout the late crisis, this State was in a position of 
great difficulty." Her territory was overrun witli our mutinous soldiery, 
the infection spread to her own troops, and her Goojur and Mewattee 
population were not slow to follow the example of their brethren in our 
rebellious provinces. The ignorant and lower classes had every reason to 
believe the British Empire to be extinct in India, when its power throughout 
the neighbouring British district was confined to the walls of the Agra Port. 

102. The Bhurtpoor State had to answer the numerous requisitions for 
troops, escorts, carts, elephants, &c., from Agra, when the Durbar had scarcely 
a soldier on whom reliance could be placed, and could with difficulty enforce 
obedience at home. The fear entertained by the Chiefs, that the presence of a 
British officer might cause Bhurtpoor to be attacked by the Neemuch muti¬ 
neers, was well-founded. Had the latter in conjunction with the Raj forces 


Residency; the servants and officials escaping into the ravines (close to the 
house) Major Burton and his sons were left alone. The Raj guard (Sikhs and 
Byragees) appear to have been overawed by the rebel force aud to have 
offered no resistance. 

78. The cowardly ruffians, after murdering Mr. Sub-Assistant Surgeon 
Salder, and a Native Christian doctor, who lived in the compound, and the 
former of whom was ill in bed, fired round shot at the Residency. For up¬ 
wards of four hours Major Burton and his sons defended themselves; the 
house was then fired, and it is supposed that scaling ladders being brought, 
some of the rebels gained the roof and despatched their victims in an upper 
chamber; traces of blood, where the bodies were dragged along, being 
still visible. Major Burton's head was carried off, but the bodies were, by 
the Maharao's orders, interred in the evening in the graveyard. At the 
request of the family, after the taking of Kotah, I had the bodies identified 
and reburied by the Chaplain to the Force. 

79. In the above account I have forborne all comment on the conduct 
of the Maharaja in connection with this sad event, as the result of the 
proceedings of the Commission of Inquiry on the matter, held by order of 
the Governor-General, with my opinion on it, is now under the consideration 
of His Lordship. 

80. On acquainting me with the fate of the Political Agent, his sons 
and the two others, the Mabarao expressed his grief at the occurrence, his 
entire ignorance of the plot and his inability to save them. Ho continually 
kept me informed of the progress of events at Kotah, of the insults lie 
suffered from the rebels and their two principal leaders, Jyediall and Mukrab 
Khan. The former had been the Vakeel in attendance on the Political Agent, 
but Major Burton had caused his removal. He was a man of low and intem¬ 
perate habits, and on the first symptom of disaffection, attached himself to 
the troops, and was after these murders made their Commander-in-Chief. 

81. Mukrab Khan was a Ressaldar in the Rao’s service—a man of 
character and decision. Jyediall appears to have been a tool in his hands. 

82. The Raj troops that mutinied at Kotah consisted of four regi¬ 
ments of infantry, each of 500 or 600 men, ten troops of cavalry of 
about fifty troopers each, some 300 artillery, and 3,500 police—the latter 
forming with their brethren in the districts a body of 5,000 men. The rebels 
took possession of the city, and the Raja, while awaiting aid from us and 
from Kerrowley (with which State he is related by marriage), was forced to 
temporise with them. In January, however, the mutineers becoming still 
more insolent and daring, attacked the palace and fort (where the Maharao 
held out), which they damaged considerably. They then forced him -to sign 
nine articles, the principal of which was, that the murder of the Agent was 
committed by his orders; and to make Jyediall his chief officer. From this 
period they held the city and appropriated the revenues of the district. 

83. As soon as aid arrived from Kerrowley hostilities re-commenced, 
and the Kerrowley troops proved themselves good and trustworthy soldiers. 
They gained and kept possession of the old quarter of the town and showed 
themselves decidedly superior to the Raja’s own Rajpoots, 

84. Considering that the continued impunity of the Kotah rebels 
endangered the peace of Rajpootana, and that the murder of Major Burton and 
liis sons mu.st be avenged, I urgently called for troops from Bombay. That 
Government made every exertion to comply with the requisition, but it was 
not till March 1858 that a sufficient force with guns could be assembled at 
Nusseerabad; and Major-General Roberts, who was commanding the Northern 
Division of the Bombay Army, was appointed to the command of the 
Rajpootana Field Force.

. 86. With ray political staff I accom¬ 
panied the Force, and at Boondee we 
were received with the customary honors 
by the Maharaja. • • ■ 

87. Kotah attached .•—On the 22nd 
and. 23rd March the army encamped at 
Nandt a (the village, before mentioned, on 
the left bank of the Chumbul); the 
rebels and the Kerrowley levies were daily 
engaged, and, had the former succeeded 
in their object of driving.the latter from 
that portion of the city, they held, the 
siege of Kotah would for us have been a 
very different undertaking. 

88. The fire of the enemy was conti¬ 
nuous and effective, and twice had our 
camp to be moved out of range of their 
guns. 

89. The Major-Generals plan of 
attack was for some days confined to two 
half sunken batteries, which threw a cross 

.. , , fire on the citjf. On the 25th, 200 of the 

83rd were sent into that portion of the town held by the Raja, to aid in 
repelling the vigorous assaults of the enemy; and on the 27th and 28th some 
ot , oar heavy guns and mortars were placed on the parapets and in the 
streets of the same part of the city. On the 29th a heavy fire of shot and shell 
was opened on the town, and was continued without "intermission till the 
assaulting columns entered the city. 

90. iaken by assault .—-Early on the morning of the 30th, three assaulting 
columns issued simultaneously frdm a gate in the ramparts, which separated our 
position Irom that of the enemy, and thence diverging cleared the different 
quarters of the town, and^ by 2 p.m. the whole place was in our. hands. Little 
resistance was met with, for the greater part of the garrison had evacuated the- 
city h the only gate left open to them, that of the furthest quarter; some even 
let/tliemselves over the walls. Their loss in the assault amounted to eighty 
killed and 2o0 made prisoners, of whom forty or fifty were executed after trial. 
Hurdiall, brother to Jyediall, was among the killed. The British loss was small. 

, f he^Brigade of Cavalry and Field Artillery numbering upwards of 
1,200 sabres (400 of which were of the 8th Hussars) under Colonel DeSalis, 
Commanding 8th Hussars, moved, on the morning of the assault, to the 
Gamucli lord ol the Chumbul, seven miles down the river, where they halted 
tor further orders. A party of the Lancers and Sindh Horse were sent 
rewards Kotah to reconnoitre, but returned without seeing the enemy. 
Towards evening instructions irom the Major-General arrived (with news of 
tne capture of Kotah) to remain where they were, and the following morning 
to move on the Lollpoorah gate of tho city. These orders were carried ouc 
and from the Lollpoorah gate the Brigade of Cavalry proceeded to the Raj 
Cantonments, about a mile and a half distant, but these also were found to be 
deserted; the rebels, panic struck, having evacuated them, when our troops 
earned the city the previous day. 

92. Pursuit oj the rebels .—From various causes the Cavalry Brigade, 
which ought to have-intercepted the flight of the rebels, signally failed in 



(who in expectation of plunder would have joined them) got possession of the 
fort, or even had the Chiefs yielded to the requests and menaces of our 
mutinous soldiers, and given them heavy guns for the siege of Agra, the 
difficulties of our position would have been much increased. Under these 
circumstances we should not criticize too closely all the motives that may have 
influenced the Durbar, for throughout our troubles its loyalty and service have 
been unswex*ving ; no outrages have been committed in its districts, nor has 
the name of any Jat Sirdar been implicated, in any way, in the insurrection 
against the British rule. Both Major Morrieson and Captain Nixon deserve 
well of Government for their management of this State. 

103. (2.) Ulwar— Maharao ‘Baja Sheodeen Sing.— The co-operation in 
Vide my i&* No. 53 a., of 3 rd August 1857 , our cause of the Ulwar troops and the 

to Secretary, Government of India, with enclosures. reverse they Sustained by a surprise from 

our rebel soldiery on the 11th July have already been related. His High¬ 
ness the Maharaja of Ulwar (Banie Sing), who had for some fears been ia 
bad health, died in July. His son and heir, Sheodeen Singh, a youth of much 
promise, aged about thirteen years, succeeded to the throne on the 30th of the 
same month, since which time the Government of that State, though unsup¬ 
ported by any British officer, has been satisfactory. Several noted Delhi rebels 
have, through the instrumentality and energy of the Political Agent of Jeypoor, 
been detected in Ulwar, apprehended by the local authorities, and made over 
by Ulwar guards to the nearest British officer, but I fear not to the extent 
which might have been done, owing perhaps to the Managers of that State 
being members of a Mahomedan family of Delhi. 

104. Ulwar has been a sufferer by the recent disturbances; her Goojur 
villages have, as in Bhurtpoor and the neighbouring British provinces, given 
much trouble by their rebellious and predatory habits ; but with the re-estab¬ 
lishment of ruie and power, these troubles have subsided, and Ulwar is again 
tranquil. 

105. When the insurrection broke out the Dewan of Ulwar, Puzil-oolah 
Khan, was at Aboo with me, accompanied me to Ajmere, and was very useful. 
On the demise of the late K,aja, his son and successor summoned him to 
assume the office of minister; he took leave and joined the appointment. 
Though a Mahomedan of Delhi, I consider the Dewan and his family are our 
well-wishers and deserving of our cordial support, though the Political Agent, 
Jeypoor, differs with me in this point. I propose clearing it up by the depu¬ 
tation of one of my assistants to enquire and report upon this and other 
matters in Ulwar, 

106. (3.) Dholepoor—Maharaj Sana Bhugwunt Sing. —The proximity of 
Dholepoor to Agra, and the influence, the conduct, and state of that province 
would have on the bordering British district, have caused the relations of the 
Eana of Dholepoor, Bhugw unt Sing, since the outbreaks, to be entirely under 
the Government, Noth-Western Provinces; and I am not so well able to place 
on record the services rendered by the Liana of that State, as the Government, 
North-Western Provinces, would be, seeing that most of the communica¬ 
tions have been held direct with Agra. 

107. The liana, at the requisition of the Lieutenant-Governor, North- 
Western Provinces, early in June, despatched troops to the Agra frontier to 
co-operate in the maintenance of peace. He also sent a large force to Sree 
Muttra, a Dholepoor Pergunnah on the Kerrowley border, where, from ancient 
feuds regarding its dependency and its entire attachment by Dholepoor some 
years back, it was feared by the Eana that the present crisis might cause a 
revolt- 


108. The British refugees from Gwalior were, on their passage tlirough 

FS* letter No. 4105, dated 6th October 1857, DtlolepOOr, hospitably received, guarded 


and escorted to Agra by the Eana. His 
Highness ha3 received through me the 
thanks of Government for this kindness and attention. 


also my letter Wo. 302A., of November 1857, 
to Secretary, Government of India* 
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109. Dhplepoor has suffered considerably from ravages of mutineers. 
Early in October the combined insurgent force (from 4,000 to 5,000 men) of 
Gwalior and Indore entered that State. The liana’s army, through cowardice 
or sympathy, deserted him, as did also some of his chief officers, and joined 
the rebels. His Highness’ authority was set at nought, much Durbar property 
plundered, and tide district put under exactions. The Chief surrounded and 
hard-pressed by the rebels, who threatened to take his life, was constrained to 
agree to their demands. From Dholepoor these insurgents took with them 
most of the liana’s guns and suddenly advanced on Agra. They, however, met 
with a complete defeat at the hands of the Agra garrison, and the column 
just arrived from Delhi under Colonel Greathed, with the loss of all their 
guns and the capture of their standing camp. 

110. The Dana remained for a considerable period unable to avenge 
himself on his faithless officers and troops, and had great difficulty in pre¬ 
serving the peace of his districtindeed bis authority was in abeyance until 
December 1857, when, at his own requisition, his connection by marriage, the 
Pattiala Chief, with the concurrence of the Chief Commissioners in the 
Punjab and North-Western Provinces, sent a force of 2,000 Seikhs and four 
guns to Dholepoor to restore order. 

111. As negotiations, principally connected with the raids committed, 
during the recent disorganization, on the Dholepoor and Agra borders, had to be 
entered into with the Dholepoor Prince by the Government, North-Western 
Provinces, the political relations of that State were, at the request of the 
Chief Commissioner, by orders of the Supreme Government, temporarily 
placed: under him, and remained so from this period (December 1857) till 
March 1858, when, the crisis being passed, its charge returned to this Agency. 

112. Mr. H. S. Reid of the Civil Service was nominated to accompany 
the Seikh auxiliaries to Dholepoor, who, during their stay, succeeded in quiet¬ 
ly disarming and getting rid of all the Raj Troops who had sympathized with 
the mutineers, and in restoring order and rule throughout Dholepoor. Though 
the Rana’s own difficulties have prevented him affording us assistance, still 
I have no doubt, had he had the power, he would have come forward as the 
other Rajpoot Princes have done. 

113. (4.) Kerrowley — 'Maharaja Muddtm Pal. —It is known to Govern¬ 
ment that the present Raja of Kerrowley entirely owes his position to the late Sir 
Henry Lawrence. From his accession he has been unswerving in his gratitude 
and loyalty to the British Government; and during the past year he has had 
ample opportunity of exercising both. Immediately on application being 
made to him for aid in May 1857, by Mr. Colvin, he despatched all available 
troops towards Agra, and with the greatest energy raised as many new levies 
as possible. 

114. At the same time the Maharaja issued a proclamation to his subjects, 
pointing out in strong language the delusion under which our faithless sepoys 
were laboring, and the fallacy of the reports regarding the interference of the 
British Government with their religion; he called upon his people, not only 
not to join the rebels, but to help him in fighting for the Government, thus 
openly advocating our cause, and setting a fine example to the rest of the

115. By the end of May or beginning of June 2,000 levies had been 
sent to the Agra District, who were, by the Lieutenaut-Governor, North-Western 
Provinces, placed under the command of Nawab Syfoollah Khan, an intelli¬ 
gent and respectable officer, who was for some years Deputy Agent at 
Kerrowley, and well acquainted with the people. These energetic measures can 
scarcely be too highly appreciated, when we consider the deeply embarrassed 
state of the Kerrowley finances, and the extra expense these levies must have 
entailed. I am not able to report what service the teoops performed, as they 
were entirely under the Agra authorities, but I believe they were very useful 


ia the Agra and Muttra District, and quelled several disturbances among the 
zemindars. They continued in the vicinity of Agra until the arrival of the 
Neemuch mutineers, when the Lieutenant-Governor directed them to return 
to their Chief. 

116. The Kerrowley Prince again showed his fidelity to us, and his wish 
to take an active part in our cause by driving out of his territory the fugi¬ 
tives from the Gwalior Force defeated at Agra by Colonel Greathead’s column, 
when fifty-seven of their number were killed in Kerrowley. 

117. After the murder of Major Burton, and when the Maharao of 
Kotah was beleagured in his palace, Maharaja Muddun Pal (who is connected 
by marriage with the Kotah family) obtained my permission to send troops 
to his aid? A detachment of 800 first started, and was followed by a rein¬ 
forcement of 1,500. With a few faithful adherents of the Kotah Maharao, 
they gained possession of a portion of the city, and held it for two months, 
till the arrival of the British troops, despite the daily attacks of the mutineers. 
They shared with the British Forces in the operations against Kotah, and 
were most anxious to be engaged in the assault, but this was not permitted 
for fear of collision with the Europeans. 

118. A portion of the Kerrowley troops were for some time after 
retained by the Kotah Chief, in protecting his capital and keeping the peace 
of his district. 

119. Kerrowley is a hilly and difficult country, studded with forts, several 
of them of great strength; the inhabitants are proud, lawless, and independ¬ 
ent, Rajpoots and Goojurs, with a troublesome frontier, especially the 
eastern and northern, the former of which touches on the Gwalior District 
following the course of the Chumbul; the latter on the Dholpoor State, where 
the Goojurs are difficult to control. In spite of these circumstances not a single 
complaint has reached me of any disturbance in Kerrowley; this I attribute 
to Maharaja Muddun Pal’s good arrangements and his loyalty to us, which 
of themselves entitle this Prince to the most favorable notice of Government. 
I have already recommended in ray Kotah report that he should receive a 
considerable pecuniary reward. 

120. (5.) Jet/poor— Maharaja Ram Sing.— During the Political Agent,

121. The ex-Minister, Rawul Sheo Sing, after his interview with the 
Political A<*ent at Kote Pootlee, on his return from Delhi, proceeded to 
Jeypoor, and lost no time in instilling the most pernicious and treacherous coun¬ 
sels into the ears of the young Maharaja, by urging him to act a double part, 
and be at the same time friends with us and with Delhi. The Maharaja 
sought counsel from his confidant and Private Secretary, Pundit Sheo Deen. 
That loval and intelligent gentleman pointed out to His Highness the villany 
of the Rawul’s counsels, and the ruin they would entail. His Highness re- 
iected the Rawal’s advice, but, from his weakness at the capital, from the 
absence of nearly ail his troops with the Political Agent, from the power of 
the Rawul, from clanship and the position he had held during the Maharaja s 
minority, (when he was chief member of the Council of Regency) he was 
unable at this time to take further notice of his conduct. 

122. The young Prince, on Captain Eden’s return, hitnself communi¬ 

cated to him what had taken place, and sought his advice; acting on which 
he hinted to the Rawul that his presence at Jeypoor was no longer desirable. 
The Rawul acted promptly on the hint, and removed with his retainers to 
Saraode, where ho has since resided; but I have directed Captain Eden to 
move the Prince to take the earliest opportunity, when in strength, to 
this double-faced traitor to account. » 
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123. The other three chief conspirators were Nawab Walayut Ali Khan, 
Meeyan Oosman Khan, and Sadollah Khan. Nawab Walayut Ali Khan, 
Foujdar of the City, had just come from Delhi; when Ins complicity was dis¬ 
covered, he was instantly degraded by the Maharaja, placed in arrest, and 
Ms papers, &e., seized. A treasonable correspondence between Oosman Khan 
and Sadollah Khan with Delhi was discovered to the Maharaja by the Poli¬ 
tical Agent: they were at once placed in confinement. In the house of 
Oosman Khan, a pensioner of the Raj, was found 200 stand of arms. 

124. His Highness formed a Court, for the trial of these State prisoners; 
their guilt was proved ; Walayut Ali Khan and Oosman Khan were confined 
in separate forts in the district, but Sadollah Khan was merely banished, 
under the security of the Minister, Thakoor Luchmun Sing, to whose strong 
feeling in his favor the Durbar thought it politic to yield thus much. 

125. The Maharaja of Jeypoor, Ram Singh, attained his majority and 
assumed charge of his Government, in 1851. From year to year he has im¬ 
proved in energy and ability to carry on his own affairs. His friendship and 
loyal conduct amidst the strongest temptations and the evil counsels of the 
Rawul cannot be praised too highly; the way in which, from first to last, 
he has espoused our cause; the aid he placed at our disposal for service on the 
Agra frontier ; the attention he paid to the suggestions and advice of the 
Political Agent; the civilities he has shown to British officers, during these 
trying times, by giving them safe conduct, and stretching his civility to more 
than the usual limit; the care he took of Captain Eden’s wife and family by 
lodging them in his palace when the mutiny of the escort at the Agency 
occurred; the troops ho more lately furnished for the protection of the fords 
of the Chumbul river against the passage of rebels during the recent siege of 
Kotah; the energetic measures prosecuted with .much success for the appre¬ 
hension of fugitive rebels; and last, but not least, his suggestion of the change 
of his coinage bearing on it the stamp of Delhi supremacy-—are all proofs of 
bis unswerving loyalty to our Government, and will, I doubt not, be duly 
acknowledged by’the British Government, when the time for rewarding our 
allies arrives. 

126. This narrative of Jeypoor events, during a most trying crises in 
that State, bears the best proof of the manner in which the Political Agent 
lias under great difficulties maintained his position as a British representative 
and councillor. His firmness and tact in the field with the Raj troops, alone 
and unassisted, his force of character, his energy and prudence, which caused 
the Maharaja to place implicit confidence in him, and to seek and follow his 
advice in every emergency—are qualities {peculiarly suited to his position) 
which Captain Eden has displayed during the recent disturbances, and which 
have stamped him as the most able Political Officer within this Agency: as 
such, would I beg to bring him prominently to the notice of Government, 

127. The Jeypoor officials who have displayed the most zeal and loyalty 
duriug the past eventful period are, the Pundit Sheo Been, already alluded to; 
the Bukshee or Commander of the Jeypoor Forces; Nawab Fyze Mahomed 
Khan; and Moulvie Mahomed Moh-zood-deen, the Deputy Magistrate of 
Jeypoor. Pundit Slieo Been, the confidential servant of the Maharaja, a shrewd 
and active officer, rendered his Prince and us the most valuable services by the 
loyal advice he gave his Chief, and the support and assistance he always 
rendered tire Political Agent, 

128. The Bukshee distinguished himself by the zealous and discreet per¬ 
formance of his duties in command of the Jeypoor Contingent, which accom¬ 
panied Captain Eden to the British frontier and districts, and by his hearty 
co-operation in the measures of the Political Agent, under every temptation to 
swerve from his allegiance, and under circumstances of great difficulty and 
danger. 

129. The Moulvie is an old servant of our Government, and as such has 
been employed at Hyderabad in Sind, when the Agency was attacked, and in 


the Punjab. He was known and respected by my predecessor. Sir H. M. 
Lawrence, K.C.B. In the detection of conspiracy, in the prompt, fearless, 
and independent discharge of his duties, has ho displayed high magisterial 
qualities. Captain Eden has recorded of him that, “ next to the Pundit, he has 
been a rock of strength to me in the troubles and perplexities of the past 
six months. He has acted with honest energy for the good of the country, 
and I confidently thus record my opinion of him as an able, excellent servant, 
and a man of proved fidelity.” * The satisfaction of our Government with the 
conduct of the Pundit and the Moulvie has been expressed to them by me, 
agreeably to the instructions contained in letter No. 206 of the 15th January 
1858 from the Officiating Under-Secretary, Government of India. 

ISO. The most remarkable point in the history of Jeypoor, which speaks 
best for its Government and people, remains to be told. Not only has its 
army been preserved with but trivial exception from any open defection, but 
the entire province has remained undisturbed; and this is the most surprising, 
when it is remembered that within its borders lie Shekhawattee and Khetree— 
one a province of lawless bands of robbers, the other a Chiefship at variance 
with its superior the Jeypoor Prince; but from the first day of the revolt till 
the present time, Jeypoor and its dependencies have, by their undisturbed 
peace, evinced a valuable example of loyalty to their Sovereign and our 
Government. 

131. (6.) Tonk—Nawab Wurzecr-ood~Dowlah—Mahomed Wurseer Khan. 
—Tonk is the only State in Rajpootana, the domain of a Mahomedan Prince, 
Its Nawab is-known as a most bigoted follower of Mahomet, and to be 
desirous to have the reputation of being one of the most zealous defenders of 
his faith. His religious liberality has deeply involved him in debt, and causes 
Tonk to bo the resott of every faqueer and mendicant. When this rebellion 
broke out, and' Delhi being its rallying point clearly proved it, a Mahomedan 

, movement to overthrow us, I anxiously watched the ruler of Tonk and feared 
much for his loyalty. The lauds of the Nawab, being dismembered portions 
of the .different Rajpoot States, conquered by his father and guaranteed by us 
to him, on our entering Rajpootana, causes him to be considered an usurper, 
and to be jealously regarded by his Hindoo neighbours. Predictions, were not 
wanting as to the loyalty of the Nawab, and the part he would surely take 
against us, and, without evincing any distrust, I had narrowly to-'Observe the 
•game he would play. 

132. My circular letter of the 23rd May 1857, to all the Chiefs under 
this Agency, acquainting them with the outbreak, &c., already alluded to, was 
met by a reply from the Nawab professing his loyalty and readiness to aid the 
British Government, but adding that his troops had already mutinied and had 
prevented a part of his force mai'ching towards Jeypoor, and that they, had 
summoned the Neemuch mutineers, on their route to Agra, to visit Took;.that 
he was beset in the fort by his own soldiery, and having no means of coercing, 
was trying to temporize with them—in fact that he was powerless to give us 
any aid, and was himself in a very bad predicament. He again, on the 25th 
August, informed me that many of bis disaffected troops had gone to Delhi, 
after extorting from him their arrears of pay, and hq begged that no European 
officers might be allowed to pass through his district, it being unsafe There 
being no British officer in Tonk has, amongst conflicting reports, made it 
difficult for me to judge of the real state of affairs there; but that a large force, 
nearly 1,000 men,'proceeded to Delhi, the Nawab does not deny; indeed he 
was the first to give me intimation of it. 

133. Erom the Commissioner of Delhi, nor indeed from any other 
source, though the will and the means have not been wanting in several quar¬ 
ters, nothinjfimplicating the Nawab in the conduct of his “ Juhadee” troops, 
nor in the revolt, can be adduced. On the contrary, the Commissioner of 
Delhi has recorded that he had heard it stated, but with truth he did not 
know " that the servants of the Nawab, on their arrival ia Delhi, gave out 




that the Nawab had refused to allow them to leave, but that they at once 
demanded their arrears of pay and resigned his service. They are also said 
to have been in the habit of abusing him as a Christian.” This tallies exactly 

„„ with the Nawab’s own statement, and I

opinion that the Nawab of Tonic has in no way committed himself; on the 
contrary that he has remained loyal to the British Government at consider¬ 
able personal risk and pecuniary loss, as well as under much obloquy. 

134. Since May 1857, the monthly allowance made by the British Gov¬ 
ernment to His Highness of Tonic, of Rs. 12,500, has been stopped by 
the Delhi Commissioner pending the Government’s pleasure as to whether he 
is to be held personally responsible for the large force of Took fanatics who 
fought against us at Delhi, and for the part taken in this rebellion by some of 
his family and chief officers. 

135. The seizure of Neerabaheera, a Touk Pergunnali, by the Officiating 
Political Agent, Meywar, with the loss of its revenue since last September, the 
stoppage of the Delhi stipend, the demands extorted from him by his muti¬ 
nous soldiery and servants, the loans he has been obliged to raise at heavy 
interest, have much increased former financial embarrassments and inherited 
debts, under which the Nawab has long labored. 

136. Since the fall of Delhi, his bauds have been much strengthened, and 
His Highness has, without distinction, confiscated the jaghirs and property 
of his relations, chief officers and servants who attached themselves to the 

rebel cause.* He has also seized and

British Government at naught. 

137. (7.) Kishengurh—Maharaja Fir thee Sing.— The Kishengurh State 
borders oii Ajmere, and is one of those of whose conduct during the recent 
crises, I can speak with confidence, from my personal experience while resid¬ 
ing at Ajmere, 

138. Its first act on our behalf was furnishing a quota of troops for the 
protection of Ajmere, which it did within a few hours of the requisition, and 
a party of Kishengurh Horse accompanied Lieutenant Walter, the Assistant 
Commissioner, Ajmere, in the pursuit of the Nusseerabad mutineers, who has 
reported most favorably of their services. The Raja’s small force is fortu¬ 
nately composed entirely of Rajpoots; he therefore has had nothing to fear 
from* mutiny at home.” His Highness’ behaviour and management of his 
territory has, during the past year, been such as to meet with my approval. He 
has promptly met all my suggestions or requisitions and the undisturbed 
state of his territory and subjects, much strengthened our position at Ajmere, 
and tended to preserve peace, 

139. I had the gratification of a personal interview with this Chief at 
Nusseerabad, where he paid me a visit on my return from Kotah at the end of 
April 1858. He is a young man of intelligence and promise, active and 
energetic. 1 expressed myself ready to forward any wish he might have to 
communicate to me. He requested no favor, but merely begged that I would 
remain assured of his friendship and loyalty to the British Government, to 
which I have the greatest satisfaction of bearing testimony. 

140. (8.) Bickaneer—Maharaja Sirdar Sing.— Occurrences in Biekaneer 
have been narrated in the 28th, 29th, 30th, 31st, and 32nd paragraphs, of this 
report. The personal interest taken by the Maharaja in our cause by his 
having taken the field at the bead of his troops, and having remained so for a 
considerable period, co-operating on his frontier with General Van Cortlandt 


and his levies in the subjection of revolt and restoration of order, affords a 
striking! example of energy and decided loyalty on the part of this Chief. 

141. Lieutenant Mildmay reported to me most favorably of the attach¬ 
ment of His Highness Maharaja Sirdar Sing’s continued support to himselt 
while serving with the Bickaneerees to the utmost of his resources in men 
and munitions of war; but as General Van Cortlandt was the officer with 
whom His Highness’ troops co-operated in the field, I would refer His Lord- 
ship to reports from him, or the Government of the Punjab, bearing on aid 
given by Bickaneer, which would be more explicit and reliable than any I 
can supply, Should these reports corroborate the estimate I am inclined to 
form of the aid and loyalty of this Prince, I consider him to have shown as 
great an amount of valuable support as any Rajpoot State to our Government 
during the past year of disturbances, as well by the Contingent of’ his State 
furnished for active co-operation, as by the maintenance of uninterrupted 
peace within his own border, and the absence of any addition to our troubles 
in revolt or disaffection amongst troops, and as such worthy of the highest 
mark of approbation on the part of the Right Hon’ble the Governor-General 
and the Government of India. 

142. (9.) Jessulmere. Malta Bawul Rnnjeet Sing.— Jessulmere is a State 
of minor importance, with a revenue of less than a lakh of rupees yearly, 
and one from which little but the maintenance of peace within its own border 
could be looked for. The royal family, however, is of great antiquity and 
high rank in Rajpootana. The present Prince (Runjeet Sing) is a minor of 
about twelve years of age, and the State is managed by his father, the brother 
of the late Prince Guj Sing. The Durbar of Jessulmere has been unremit¬ 
ting in its professions of' loyalty and offers of service to myself and other 
authorities. Such, made in a friendly spirit to the Commissioner in Scinde, 
Mr. Erere elicited a suitable letter of thanks from the Right Hon’ble the Gover¬ 
nor of Bombay, and he has intimated, through me, 

January S Na 8th to the Rawul his intention of bringing his friendly

143. I have heard of no disturbances in the Jessulmere State, nor of any 
misconduct on the part of its people. On the contrary, from officers who passed 
through that principality in command of troops, to join from Scinde the Raj¬ 
pootana Field Force, proceeding to Kotah, I have received the most favorable 
testimonials of the manner in which supplies were afforded and every atten¬ 
tion shown to them in their transit through Jessulmere. I have had the pleasure 
of acknowledging, the same by letter to the Durbar. This is the more credit¬ 
able as it is the first time British troops have passed through Jessulmere, 
and the supplying of provisions, especially water, iu such a desert must have 
been a great expense to the State. 

144. (10.) Marioar. Maharaja Tukht Sing. —Of the good-will of the

can be' little doubt ; but that His Highness

this report) there can be still less doubt. His Thakoors have, with few excep¬ 
tions, been, ever since Marwav was known to us, more or less disaffected 
towards their rulers. Their feuds have year by year increased. On the 2nd May 
1857 their armed resistance against the troops of the Maharaja and their 
contumacy were brought by me t,o the notice of Government, and to such an 
extent had this disaffection reached before Delhi fell, that the former Political 
Fide bit lettef No. 20 ‘tAof 20 th October 1857 Agent, Sir Richmond ohakispem, am i- 
Secretary, Government of India. cipated a revolution in Jodhpoor, and 

considered that the Maharaja would be fortunate if lie escaped with his life. 
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145. Matters, I am happy to sav, have not come to this pass owing in a 
great measure to the fall of Delhi, but, as was to be expected, these refractory 
Thakoors eagerly grasped at the opportunity afforded by the events of the 
past year to league in open rebellion against their Prince. 

146. The Awah, Gooler, Asopli and some of the other Thakoors of 
inferior note conspired with our mutinous Jodhpoor Legion and directly commit-

conduct of nearly all the Chiefs, their plots to dethrone their Sovereign, and to 
league themselves with other revolutionary parties, I consider, justify their 
being held as having acted in hostility to our Government, as well as to their 
own Sovereign Tukht Singh. 

147. The capture of Awah by our troops and the progressive suppres¬ 
sion of revolt in India has enabled the Maharaja to visit on these Thakoors 
the punishment they deserve. The lands of several have been confiscated, and 
one of the principal Chiefs, viz. Asoph, is a prisoner at Jodhpoor, 

148. The combination, however, that they formed against their Prince, 
and which successive Political Agents have attempted to break, now defies 
the power of the Maharaja to overcome without the support and arms of 
the British. Whether such is to be granted, or whether we are sure to stand 
aloof and allow this dangerous and smothered rebellion to exist, is a matter 
for the grave consideration of our Government. 

149. (11.) Meywar. Maha Bam Suroop Singkjee. —A similar feeling of 
disaffection amongst many of the Chiefs of Meywar towards their Sovereign, 
the liana of Godeypoor, is, as is well known to Government, of long standing. 
Though they have not openly revolted like some of the Marwar Chiefs, still

ofifldifc Saloombur, the recognized leader of the 

malcontents, and other Meywar nobles were implicated in the cause of the 
outlaw Marwar Thakoors, that they harboured the families of the latter, and 
that some offered asylum to the rebels themselves. 

150. During the past year the aspect of the Rawdl of Saloombur, the 
second noble of Meywar, was so threatening and the combination he could 
command so strong as to excite the gravest apprehensions in the mind of 
Captain Brooke, the Superintendent of the Hilly Tracts, for the safety of 
Kherwarra; and I fear the liana did not attempt to,check his refractory vassals, 
as ho would only have been too glad to see him commit himself against our 
Government and thus secure our countenance and co-operation in his down¬ 
fall. As before mentioned, however, this Chief and his associates have abstained 
from any open breach of the peace, and verified my opinion regarding his con-

with the rebel Marwar Chiefs, and this at a time when such conduct was dis¬ 
loyalty to the British Government, merit record for further notice and punish¬ 
ment when convenient. 

151. Of the personal loyalty of Suroop Sing, the Rana of Oodeypoor, during 
the past troubles, there can be nodoubt. It lias been marked by numerous friendly 
offices,—by his sending his contingent of troops for the defence of Neemuch, 
and subsequent pursuit of the mutineers; by his hospitality to the refugees 
from that station, and by his granting them trustworthy escorts to places of 
safety. All this has already been brought to the notice of Government and 
been acknowledged by the special thanks of the Governor- General. Though 
I have had reason to report my disapproval of Captain Showers’ political acts, 
and of his endeavours, lo strain every piece of diplomacy (either of his own or 
the liana's) tending to preserve peace or show friendship to the British 



Government-, so as to exalt his own or His Highness* sagacity, still I believe 
that the Political Agent* has received the warmest support from the Rana, who 
is well aware that in the maintenance of peace and good order his interest and 
ours are identical. . 

152. Meywar, for so large a tract of country, has remained wonderfully 
quiet, revolt or disorganization there has been none,.and except in the case of 
some Meena villages in the wild belt of country, called the Re war, in the 
Jehazpoor Fergunnah, there has been no breach of the public peace. 

153. Taking into consideration the position of the Manvar and Meywar 
rulers in relation to their disaffected Thakoors, their inability to coerce or 
control them, and that the tenure of their thrones, in consequence of these 
internal feuds, mainly depends on our support, and ready as I am to acknowledge 
on sufficient proof the personal loyalty of each Rajpoot Chief, still I cannot 
attribute to these sovereigns such impartial and disinterested devotion to our 
cause as I do to those of Bickaneer, Jeypoor, and Kerowlie. In these States 
trial and temptation to abandon us was present, hard work and knocks had 
to be borne, but nevertheless was active and open co-operation and friendship 
to our cause displayed. 

154. I have before mentioned that the Meywar troops only rendered U3 
passive aid, but considering the number of Hindoostanis their ranks contained, 
we must be thankful they even kept the semblance of friendship. His Highness 
took an early opporuuity of gradually and quietly dismissing the greater part 
of these Hindoostanis. 

155. The Billy Tracts of Meywar and Kherwarra. —These tracts are 
composed of the estates of several Rajpoot and Bhoomia Chiefs, in a hilly jungle 
country, the abode principally of Bheels. Kherwarra* is the isolated station of 

* so miles north of Oodeypoor. ' the.Meywar Bheel Corps, with an outpost at Kotra, 
so mites north-east of AUmedubad. and was commanded throughout the period ot this 
90 mitea south-east of Ncomtfek narrative by Captain J. C. Brooke, who was also 

ex-officio First Assistant to the Political Agent, Meywar, and Superintendent of 
the Hilly Tracts. It wa3 not till the end of May 1857 that the news of the 
Meerut and Delhi outbreak reached Kherwarra. The second in command of the 
■ w . ,, , , Meywar Bheel Corps, Captain Annesley,t whose post 

was at Kotra, was summoned to Kherwarra, and 
by leaving only a native officer’s party at Kotra, the head-quarters of the corps 
was strengthened as much as possible. The conduct of the Chief of Saloombur, 
the acknowledged head of the malcontent faction of Meywar Chiefs, whose 
residence is only thirty-five miles from Kherwarra, and whose influence in those 
tracts was dangerous, has already been mentioned, and though the Bheel sepoys 
could be relied on as faithful. Captain Brooke at first feared that, in the event of 
Saloombur committing himself against us, his power through several Chiefs to 
oppress the families of the men in the corps would prevent them from .taking 
an openly active part in our cause. 

156. Happily, however, Saloombur was wise enough not openlyto commit 
himself, though the ill-disposed used his name for every fresh disturbance till 
they defeated their own intentions, and the dreaded name of the Chief was so 
often bandied in vain defiance, that the Bheels ultimately cared as little for 
him as for any other Chief. 

157. By the time the news of the Jfeemuch mutiny reached Kherwarra, 
the Bhoomia Chiefs had commenced to assemble at the station with their follow¬ 
ers of Mukranees and Walayties nominally to assist us, but their presence 
much embarrassed our position. It was considered impolitic to run the risk 
of offending these Chiefs by rejecting their apparently friendly aid, while, on 
the other hand, the behaviour of their followers was insolent and obviously 
hostile, and the Hill Chiefs were mere time-servers at the beck of Saloombur, 
and would no doubt have viewed with pleasure our ejection from Kherwarra. 

158. The country was, moreover, in an excited state and Kherwarra was 
surrounded by thousands of hostile Bheels ready to join in any tumult which 





might have occurred. Prom the 8th to the 18th June affairs were described 
as very critical. The gathering of Walaytees and Mukranees increased tiil 
they reached withiu the station alone 600 to 800 men, while the corps con¬ 
sisted only of 550 Bheels (at head-quarters) with 250 Hindoostanis, in whom, 
oi course, equal reliance could not be placed, though their conduct subsequently 
proved their fidelity. All the attempts of the Walaytees to bring on a collision 
or to create alarms were met by our armed Blieels quietly dispersing any 
gathering of people and taking up the posts assigned them without; delay or 
confusion. False reports were industriously circulated to damage our power, 
such as the adulteration of sugar with bone-dust, and other pernicious means 
resorted to similar to those used by the disaffected all over India. 

159. The Bboomia Chiefs sounded Saloombur as to his wishes, sayins* 
that their sympathies were with him. He replied that he had no complaint 
against the British Government, but only against his sovereigns the liana. 
This enabled Captain Brooke to treat with the Rawut of Jotvas, the most power¬ 
ful of these Chiefs, and to bind him down by the most, solemn oaths to keep 
the peace, and measures were then taken to disperse the Bheela that surrounded 
Kherwarra. Captain Brooke at the same time kept negotiating with the 
Saloombur Chief, who urgently preferred his grievances to this officer at this 
critical period, but met with such conciliatory replies as to protract the chance 
of an outbreak till the crisis was past. 

§®0. In this uncertain and critical state did affairs remain at Kherwarra 
till Delhi had fallen and October come, and it was only a combination of fortunate 
circumstances which at last freed Kherwarra and the Hilly Tracts from the 
presence of the turbulent and ill-disposed, and averted an outbreak which might 
have raised the entire Bheel population and have affected Ahmedabad and 
Guzerat. 

161. Captain Brooke's safety had by no means been improved by the 
arrival of a large body of Hindoostanis sent by the Rapa from Oodeypoor 
with the professed intention of protecting Kherwarra, but whose known disaffec¬ 
tion rendered their removal to a distance from the capital a very desirable 
object. 

162. These troops were, however, withdrawn from Kherwarra after the 
seizure, by the Political Agent, of Neembahera, to garrison that percurmah 
held by Meywar. The Walaytees and Mukranees also abandoned Kherwarra 
and the Hilly Tracts to flock to the rebel standard at Mundisore, where more 
lucrative service was held out to them. These causes, with the gradual 
re-establishment of British power in other parts, and the continued warding 
off of any serious disturbance at Kherwarra, restored the Hilly Tracts to com* 
parative peace and safety. 

163. Throughout this eventful period a troop of the 1st Bengal Cavalry 
had been stationed at Kherwarra,—a portion of the same corps which mutinied 
first at Neeuiuoh and then at Mhow. Its presence was naturally a source of great 
anxiety. The two native officers, however, with it were loyal, as well as mainy of 
the men, and others were only wavering. Thus the balance was preserved as 
much by the feelings of the men themselves, free from pressure from without, as 
by their isolated position in the midst of passes and Bheel jungles, where they 
could be hunted down or hemmed in at the mercy of a race with whom they 
had no common interest. At the urgent request of the two native officers 
the trpop was never disarmed nor dismounted, though there was open disaffection 
in it/ No evil has ensued from this measure, and Captain Brooke and the 
officer commanding the troop, Lieutenant Ellice (who is described as having 
exercised considerable judgment and discretion), bad perhaps local reasons to 
guide them in this course which cannot now be fairly judged, hut it seems 
strange why, at all events, those on whom suspicion rested, were not rendered 
powerless. The troop has recently (June 1858) left Kherwarra for the 
provinces. 




164. Mention of Captain Brooke has been so much mixed up in the fore¬ 
going sketch of events in the Hilly Tracts, and the effect his temporizing and 
concfhatory policy had in preserving peace is so apparent, that it is almost 
superfluous for me to point out what tact and firm, judgment he displayed in 
the midst of danger in an unsupported post. His intimate acquaintance, 
resulting from a thirteen years’ residence at Kherwarra with all the Chiefs, 
and the° state of parties in those parts, combined with his natural talent and 
discrimination in treating with natives, rendered him peculiarly fitted for the 
emergency, which he got over with so much credit to himself and to British 
prestige, as to render him well worthy of the approbation of His Lordship 
and the Government of India. To Captain Brooke I am indebted for much 
of tin's information respecting his late charge. 

165. (12.) Doongurpoor. Bawul Oodey Singh.—In the foregoing narra¬ 
tive of events in the Hilly Tracts I have forborne to mention the small 
State of Doongurpoor, situated only twelve miles from Kherwarra, in order 
that I might devote a separate paragraph to the progress of events there and 
the-conduct of that State, which naturally had much influence ou affairs at 
Kherwarra. 

166. The Bawul of Doongurpoor (Oodey Singh) was a minor when the 

troubles of 1857 commenced. The estate

character, whom T, when Political Agent, Meywar, had placed there. Court 
intrigues, to rid themselves of Sufdur Hoossain, were soon commenced by the 
Thakoors and relatives of the Prince, who coveted power and viewed with 
-jealousy the presence of an .upright administrator, who by the reduction of 
frivolous expenditure, had just cleared the State from debt. Captain Brooke, 
thinking that resistance to the wishes of the Doongurpoor Court would only 
involve his position in greater difficulties, give pretence for a rupture, and 
endanger the Superintendent’s life, sanctioned their wishes and recalled the 
Native Superintendent. 

167. I cannot, however, throw all the odium of these acts on the young 
Chief who assumed charge of the State from that period, and subsequently 
supplied a levy of 50 to 100 well equipped Bajpoot Horse for the protection 
of Kherwarra, and otherwise gave much friendly aid to Captain Brooke, who 
mainly ascribes the preservation of Kherwarra to the cordial support of the 
Bawul and his Chiefs. The young Chief remained some twenty days at the 
station during the most disturbed period, hastened thither on any report of a 
threatened disturbance, and carefully refuted any false rumours circulated to 
injure the British cause. 

168. This conduct exculpates the Bawul of any ill-disposition to our Gov¬ 
ernment, and were it not for the time and manner in which our Superintend¬ 
ent was set aside, and the request at that time urged by Doongurpoor 
for the remission of its tribute, I should be disposed to reghrd with satisfac¬ 
tion the assumption of power by the Bawul, followed by so decidedly a friendly 
demonstration in our cause. Under the orders of the Bight Hon’ble the 
Governor-General the assumption of permanent power by the Chief of Doongur¬ 
poor has been sanctioned from the period of the removal of feufdar Hoossain, 
who has received compensation for property plundered and other losses sus¬ 
tained in that State after he abandoned it, and the State being now free from 
debt, every hope is held out of its prosperity under the young Bawul’s rule. 

Bawul Dulput Singh .—The small State of

It 
furnished a small body of horse and foot 
on the re-occupation of Neemuch by 
Captain Lloyd, and the friendly aid extended by the Baja Dulput Singh and his 
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officials to Colonel Durand, Officiating Agent, Governor-General, Central India, 
and the column accompanying him, are proofs of the attachment of tins Chief, 
added to which the vigour displayed by him in attacking at the head of his 
troops a party of Mundisore rebels, who entered his territory, of whom fifty or 
sixty were killed and the rest driven from his border, earned for this Chief the 
special thanks of the Right Hon’ble the Governor-Genera], conveyed through 
myself. With the exception of this inroad, the peace of Pertabgurh has 
remained undisturbed, and there are other circumstances to relate of it in 
connection with the revolt. 

170. (14.) Banswarra. Rawul Luchman Singh. —Similarly has Bans¬ 
warra, the third petty independent State with Doongurpoor and Pertabgurh, 
under political control of the Meywar Agency, escaped all rebellion or inroads 
of rebels, beyond the fact of some of them being refuged in the jungles of 
Jodulpoor by the noted Bheel, Dulla Rawut, who, when opportunity offers, must 
be called to account, the Banswarra Chief not being sufficiently strong to take 
him in hand. Although of so small a State there is little to expect or to 
record in the way of active co-operation, still there remains that tribute in 
favour of its ruler and people that its continued peaceable and friendly condi¬ 
tion has freed us from anxiety in that quarter. 

171. (15>) Boondee. Maharao Raja Mam Singh. —The only instance of 
active co-operation in our cause given by the State of Boondee has been record¬ 
ed in the 23rd paragraph of this letter, viz. the contingent of 100 sowars 
and five camel swivel guns supplied by His Highness Maharao Baja Bam 
Singh for the protection of Neemuch after the mutiny of the Bengal Brigade 
there, from 6th June to 18th July 1857, in conjunction with the other Ear- 
rowtee troops. This contingent seems to have been a meagre one for the State 
of Boondee to furnish, and I am sorry to remark°that the apathy and luke¬ 
warmness of this Durbar has been such as to except it from the list, including, 
more or less, all in Bajpootanaof our allies who have evinced energetic loyalty 
to the British Government. 

172. For though I haye no instance to allege of hostility or marked 
disloyalty on the part of Boondee, I have to complain of a general lukewarm¬ 
ness in the capture of rebels and the seizure of their property or families, 
whom reports from several quarters have brought to my notice as being har¬ 
boured in Boondee. This has happened more especially in reference to Kotah 
and the revolt which took place there. There is, however, an enmity of heredi¬ 
tary standing existing between these two Durbars, which perhaps was the 
cause of Boondee not helping Kotah in her hour of need, and for the indiffer¬ 
ence shown by His Highness of Boondee in the capture of Kotah rebels. Not¬ 
withstanding rny continually reminding His Highness that his treatment 
of Kotah was not to be based on his private feud, and that he should 
bear in mind the rebels were enemies also of our Government and good 
order, nevertheless efficient means were not entered into for guarding the gMts 
or the capture of rebels, nor were they, as far as I could learn, even warned to 
quit Boondee territory. Boondee, in my opinion, has not behaved as became an 
open and unconditional ally of our Government during the period of revolt. 

173. I have already reported to Government that His Highness the 

, „ , Maharaja paid me and Major-General 

fWmjr letter No, rated '* rc ■ Roberts, commanding the forces, on our 

march to Kotah the usual compliments of * istak-bal* (or ceremony of meeting) 
and interchange of visits. Supplies were readily and abundantly furnished 
to our troops, both going to and returning from Kotah. Still, taking these acts 
at their true Value, I cannot place any importance on the support of Boondee 
to our cause, but would rather exclude him from participation in that 
favour which Government may think it proper to extend to other Rajpoot 
Princes. 

174. (16.) Jhallawar. Maharaj Bana Puthee Singh .—Jhallawar was 
called upon for deiaonstration in our cause by the supply of the quota of 


125 infantry, seventy-five sowars, and ten camel swivel guns, mentioned in 
the 23rd paragraph of this letter for the duties just recapitulated as performed 
by those of Boondee. He was likewise required to defend the ghats into 
his territory so as to prevent the escape of the Kotah rebels, some fifty of 
whom he sent in prisoners, This Chief has had no other occasion to show bis 
loyalty except in the plentiful and efficient supplies furnished to General Roberts 
and bis troops passing through his territory on his march from Kotah after 
tin: siege to Neernuch, and to the force under Brigadier Smith, which was 
detached from General Roberts’ column by the direct route through Jhalla¬ 
war to Gwalior. 

175. Alike feud exists between the States of Kotah and Jhallawar as 
between those of Kotah and Boondee, Kotah lutvimr eyed with jealousy 
the dismembered district, of Jhalra Patun, or Jhallawar, assigned independ¬ 
ently to the- family of Zalim Singh, the former Regent of Kotah, by our 
Government, and regarding it still as a portion of the Kotah domain. The 
same reason therefore existed for no assistance having been afforded to the 
Kotah Durbar by that of Jhallawar. 

176. Still I have had no complaints of any sheltering of rebels by Jhalla¬ 
war, and this Chief deserves some praise for the manner in which he has kept 
in cheek his own troops, mostly Hindoostanis, whose conduct at Neernuch. 
excited suspicion and caused fears lost they might join those of Kotah in 
revolt and-consequent excesses ; and as a Chief whose conduct I have no reason 
to judge as having been otherwise than loyal during the past year, 1 would 
bring him favourably to the notice of Government. 

177. (17.) Kotah. Maharao' Ram Singh .—The 73rd to the 96th para¬ 
graphs of this report have been devoted to the narrative of events connected 
with the Kotah State, more especially with the military operations against its 
capital, in which the rebel troops of the Raj, who murdered the Political 
Agent, his sons, the Sub-Assistant Surgeon, and the Christian Native Doctor 
Of the dispensary, took up their stand. It has been recorded, how the Maha¬ 
rao of Kotah, Ram Singh, sent hi*s quota of troops, in’ conjunction with those 
of the two Harowtee Agency States, . Boondee, and Jhallawar, under the 
personal superintendence of the late Political-Agent, Major. Burton, to protect 

. the deserted station of Neernuch after the mutiny of the' Bengal troops; how. 
the commandant'of that, station, Colonel Abbott, presented the Maharao with 
an iron gun when dispensing with the services of his contingent for its good 
conduct; and how the Agent-.on his return to Kotah, after every semblance of 
friendship between the Chief and himself,-was suddenly* and foully thurdeted by 
the troops of the Raj. The siege of Kotah, resulting in its capture and the 
expulsion of the. rebels also bap Been, described and mention been ni ade of the 
subsequent measures,—the formatiorvof a Commission of Inquky,-under instruc¬ 
tions from Government, to investigate into the conduct of the Maharao in the 
murders of the Agent and others, and that these proceedings are still under the 
consideration of the Right Hou’ble the Governor-.General y that. Major-General 
Roberts, commanding the army,before Kotah, being disinclined to allow any 
troops to remain at Kotah, It was also' left without a British Agent in 
obedience to the spirit*.of instructions received from Government on this 
point. - . . ... . 

178. Prom personal intercourse frith llam Singh' of Kotah, I am convinced 

he is a weak-minded-man of dull and apathetic temperament. Major Burton 
and His Highness were said tfo have been on peculiarly' intimate„and satisfac¬ 
tory terms of friendship. But seeing the atrocities which have occurred and 
the grave charge which rests as yet undecided on against this Chief, it 
would be premature for me here to make further, remark on the behaviour 
of this Prince during the. past year, as this weighty matter lies out of my 
province and is one to be specially determined on by the Supreme Govern¬ 
ment. . "

179. (18.) Serohie. Mao Sheo Singh. —The mutiny of the Jodhpoor 
Legion at Aboo and Erinpoora on the 21st and 22nd August. 1857, both situa¬ 
ted in Serohie, first disturbed the peace 
of that State, the Rao of which small 
principality had been forward in his pro¬ 
fessions of loyalty and offers of aid. His Highness* good faith was put to the 
test and proved by this defection in the heart of his dominions. The mutineers 
met with no sympathy on the part of the Rao or his countrymen and speedily 
abandoned Erinpoora for Avvah. Every assistance was rendered for the pro¬ 
tection of the ladies and families at Aboo, and an attempt was even set on foot 
by the Rao to rescue Lieutenant Oonolly, the Adjutant, from the mutineers of 
the Legion, though his escape was effected without such aid. Effective measures 
were instituted to make all villagers of Sirohie round Erinpoora disgorge 
any plunder they had taken and to preserve the district, mostly inhabited 
by Bheels and Meenas, from the disorganization such an outbreak was likely 
to engender. 

180. Serohie has also been harassed by one of its Thakoors, that of 
Rowah, whose quarrel with Bahlunpoor and ultimate chastisement by our 
troops has been detailed in the 66th, 67th, ami 68th paragraphs of this report; 
also by certain Marwar outlaw Thakoors who took occasion of the troubles in 
Marwar and Serohie to commit raids within the Rao’s territory. 

181. Captain Hall was Officiating Superintendent of Serohie during all 
the recent crisis. The understanding between the Rao and this officer lias been 
most friendly and satisfactory, and Captain Hall has repeatedly informed me 
of the loyal acts and conduct of His Highness. 

182. I would say more on this point were it not that the Government of 
India has already handsomely acknowledged, with Preference to a former recoin-

yearly tribute paid by the Rao of Serohie and of all arrears due. The services 
rendered by that Cliipf during the past crisis thus opportunely lightened that 
embarrassed State of pecuniary difficulties, which its naturally increased 
expenses this year would have added to. 

183. Having concluded a review of the conduct of the Native Chiefs 
during the late eventful period in which, as well as the narrative of events,, 
some mention of the services of Political Agents and Assistants lias necessari¬ 
ly been introduced, I proceed to particularize and give my opinion of the 
manner in which each of the Political Agents and Assistants under me has 
performed his duties during the past year. 

184. The Political Agent of Bhurtpoor. —Major Morrieson was Political 
Agent, Bhurtpoor, at the time of the outbreak in May 1857, and remained 
there until the 9th July 1857, when he repaired to Agra under conditional 
instructions from the Lieutenant-Governor, North-Western Provinces, and 

eventually joinect me at Ajmere. Daring 
this very critical period at Bhurtpoor he 
remained manfully at his post under such personal risk as would have induced 
many officers to have left it. His presence, I consider, was very beneficial in 
keeping affairs straight, and for his courage and tact he deserves the thanks of 
Government. On the death of the late Captain Monek Mason I appointed 
him to officiate as Political Agent in Jodhpoor, and on Colonel Anderson’s 
removing him I nominated him to officiate as Political Agent in Harowtee, vice 
the late Major Burton. In this capacity he was with me at Kotah, and his 
local knowledge and experience afforded valuable assistance. 

185. Captain Nixon, Assistant Agent, Governor-General and Officiating 
Political Agent, Bhurtpoor. —Captain Nixon, Assistant Agent, Governor- 
General,-was on deputation as Settlement Officer at Bhurtpoor during the 
outbreak. He commanded the Bhurtpoor troops up to the time of their defec¬ 
tion at considerable personal risk, after which he became Aide-de-Camp to 


the Lieutenant-Governor, North-Western Provinces, and at the head of the 
•Intelligence Department rendered himself particularly useful. On the 9th July 
he succeeded Major Morrieson, since which he has officiated as Political Agent, 
Bhurtpoor. His energy, tact, and courage have been very conspicuous in the 
maintenance of tranquillity in the Bhurtpoor State, and I consider him highly 
deserving of the commendation of Government, and hope he may be recom- 
ineuded for a Brevet-Majority. 

186. Captain Eden, 'Political Agent, Jeypoor.— The valuable services of 

Captaiu Eden have been so prominently noticed in the 120t,h fco 126th paragraphs 
of this despatch that to repeat them would be superfluous. I would, 
therefore, merely state that I consider him' most truly entitled to brevet, 
promotion and such other mark' of the' Government’s approbation as His 
Lordship may be pleased to co’nfer. To this officer’s ability, judgment, and 
energy I attribute almost, entirely , the peace which has reigned throughout 
Jeypoor. ‘ ; . ‘ , ' * 

187. The late Captain Monck Mason, Politicdl Agent, Jodhpoor. —The 
late Captain Monck Mason, Political Agent, of Jodhpoor, was, during the 
disturbances, up to the period. of his death at Awah on the 18th September 
1857, courageously indefatigable in the discharge ' of bis duties. In his 
untimely fate Government has suffered severe loss. 

188. Captain Hall, late Superintendent of Serohie .—This officer had no 
opportunity of distinguishing himself. He Is not a-good civil or political officer; 
he wants temper and tact. He behaved wqll'at Aboo_on the mutiny of the 
company of tho Jodhpoor Legion at that post. 

189. Captain Showers, Assistant Agent, Governor- General, and Officiat¬ 
ing 'Political Agent, Meywar. —Government is 'well aware I' can say j nothing 

' in favour of Captain Showers, Officiating Political - A**ent, Meywar, as 1, 
months "ago, strongly urged his removal from his office*' pn account of 
his direct disobedience of my orders and his unwarrantable and unjusti¬ 
fiable seizure of Neembahera, a district of Tonk, whose Nawab has throughout 
been loyal. His extraordinary conduct in many instances has-.fef&e'n so promi- * 
nently brought to the notice of Government that long before this I had hoped 
his removal from his appointment would *jia fe relieved me from an officer 
in whom I have no confidence and whose continuance in offipe complicates 
considerably the difficulty of my position in B-djpootana,. as well as compro- 
■ raising its dignity. / . 

190. Captain Brooke, Commandant, Meywar, -Bheel Corpse late Super¬ 
intendent, Hilly Tracts, find-First Assistant Political Agent, Mtywa r.—rCaptam 
Brooke’s conduct,and services at Kherwjirra are mentioned in paragraph 166 _ 
of this fetter. His fact and . judgment -have been very great,-find to lym i 
attribute mainly the trantjuiflity which has existed in that'.wild territory. 

I -think hois deserving'bf such mark of favour' as Government may be inclined 
.to bestow.' I have shown toy estimate, of his desert a* by first placing him as 
Officiating Superintendent 'of Neemucb, and afterwards as Officiating.Deputy 
Commissioner, Ajogere.*'' 

191. Captain* AjnnesXey , v Second in Command , Meywar. Bheel Qorps, 
Assistant Hilly Tracts, Officiating Commandant.—Peisonaliy 'lam unacquainted 
\ylth Captain Annesley/s' services, but have been informed fly Qaptain Brooke 

' that ha-rendered Id in effective aid and w;as ; very useful to the Neemuch refugees 
at Qodeypoor, He is an intelligent, good offieer. 

192. yMajor Barton, late Political Agent, Harosptee, —From the fiygtr - 
outbreak Until his barbarous. t$.urder om^the 1,5th 'October T857 j>y the Kotab" 
rebels the conduct of Major Burton;-an'lold Political Officer, was all; that I 
could desire, ' His prompt advance with the troops of the Harowtee States on 
Neemuch .was moat creditable and so well timed as to enable Captain Lloyd, 
the Superintendent, to re-establish pur.--authority at once after the mutiny of 
our troops. I haye.recommended the family to be admitted to the benefit of 

t he compassionate/midl and his sons have ‘been provided for by Government. 
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198. Captain FLardeasile, Assistant Agent, Governor-General. —Captain 
Hardcastle is mentioned in the report as having left Aboo with me on the 1st 
June 1857} and as having been detached to command the Jodhpoor Contingent 
in pursuit of the Nusseerabad and Neemuch mutineers, which, itowever unsac- 
cessful, he conducted with zeal and courage. I afterwards entrusted to him 
the raising of a body of Shekhawattee Horse, but from his state ol health and 
other causes I was forced to abandon the project after incurring ah expendi¬ 
ture of Bupees 5,000. He afterwards proceeded to England, and, 1 regret to 
say, is since dead. 

194. Lieutenant Mildmay, Assistant Agent, Governor-General. —Lieute¬ 
nant Mildmay’s proceedings with the Bickaneer troops are narrated in para¬ 
graphs 28 to 32 of the present letter. As far as I am acquainted with them, 
they are deserving of the commendation of Government. This officer’s bad 
health caused him to proceed to Eugland on medical certificate, and thereby 
vacate his appointment in this Agency. 

195. Captain Forbes, Assistant Agent, Governor-General. —Captain Forbes 
Was employed in the Light Field Force, which proceeded from Deesa to Nus¬ 
seerabad, and afterwards in raising at Deolee a Meena Corps. He has been 
mentioned in paragraphs 25 to 27 as having performed this duty with great 
judgment and discretion, until obliged to leave this country for England on 
sick certificate, at which time he resigned his appointment in this Agency. 

196. Lieutenant Impey, Assistant Agent , Governor-General. —Lieutenant 
Impey accompanied me from Aboo to Ajmere, and has remained with me since, 
working indefatigably and rendering me most essential aid at a time when 
the work was unusually heavy in the absence of all my office. From Kotah 
I deputed him to accompany'General Roberts to Keemuch. He was thanked 
by that officer for his services at Kotah. I am in every way well pleased with 
him and consider him worthy of the consideration of Government, and 
although young in the department, lie is quite competent for the charge of 
a Political Agency. 

197. Lieutenant Leynon, Assistant Agent, Governor-General. —Lieutenant 
Beynon, Second in Command of the late Kotah Contingent, joined me in Sep¬ 
tember last on my way to Awah, since which he has remained with me as an 
assistant, and I am well pleased with his services, both in the field and in 
quarters. He is active, intelligent, and zealous, and will make an efficient 
Political Officer. He received the thanks of General Roberts for his services 
at Kotah. 

198. Lieutenant Walter and Lieutenant Hamilton, Assistants Agents, 
Governor-General. —Lieutenants Walter and Hamilton, Assistants Agents, 
Governor-General, not. having yet joined me, are unmentioned. 

199. I have narrated with as much brevity as is compatible with a 
faithful report the progress of events throughout Rajpootana, from the first 
mutinies of May 1857 to the fall of Kotah on the 30th March 1858, and 
have brought to notice the part each State and Prince has taken during this 
period, with the proceedings of each Political Officer under this Agency. 

200 . I, with satisfaction, conceive that the peace of Rajpootana, a tract 
of some 100,000 square miles, with a population of some 10,000,000 inhabit¬ 
ants, is, in consideration of the totally inadequate European force in it for 
months during the most critical period, an unequalled fact in the history of 
the late Indian revolt. Throughout the length and breadth of these twenty- 
two Rajpootana States there has not been found one ally who bas wavered 
in his loyalty, ot\ even withheld a cheerful and hearty support to our 
Government in a crisis which has been dangerous enough to severely try 
the attachment of every native. I would except in the foregoing category 
Kotah, whose conduct is under consideration, and Boondee, which perhaps 
has not emulated the loyal services of other States. 




201. I would point out that with three distinct mutinies in its heart, 
with every element for both Moslem and Hindoo fanaticism, with a dan¬ 
gerous combination among Marwar and other malcontent nobles, with a rebel 
nucleus at Mundisore close to its southern frontier, with thousands of dis> 
carded Hindoos of the lowest class in the ranks of the armies of its Princes 
in Rajpootana, the revolt in India has met with no sympathy from Rajpoot 
rulers, nobles or population generally ; that whilst our provinces have been 
disoarganized scenes of riot and slaughter, this vast territory has hardly called 
for any armed interference, but has remained a rock of strength, and blessed 
the wise and just policy which has made the British power, relieving that of 
the Tartar and Mahratta dynasty, so respected and welcome, as to make the 
Rajpoot feel his interests identical with ours, and his independent freedom in 
the scale with the maintenance of British supremacy. 

202. In this report I have left facts to speak for themselves, and con¬ 
sidered it superfluous to dwell on the unvarying civilities and professions of 
regard for our cause and troubles, which in correspondence or personal inter¬ 
course the Governor-General’s Agent and all officers have met with, as British 
representatives, from the Chiefs or nobles of Rajpootana. 

203. My policy throughout this arduous crisis, and when suddenly 
placed in the responsible and honorable post of His Lordship’s Agent in 
Rajpootana, has been as much as possible one of non-interference, to let well 
alone, to assure every Chief and afford them every support. In this I have 
been guided by the previous policy of my predecessor and lamented brother, 
Sir H. M. Lawrence, K.C.B., to whose conciliatory and kind spirit of dealing 
with the Princes of this circle, Government owes much, I consider, of their 
lately displayed good feeling towards us, and who, with all other respectable 
classes universally, respect and revere his memory, which endeared to them the 
British name. If I have seemed to do little, I cau only say that I have con¬ 
sidered that I should serve the interests of Government best, by allowing the 
Chiefs to work out their own plans for the preservation of peace, within their 
border, in their owm way, and to avoid collision or give cause for quarrel or 
discontent, when I knew that there were many in Rajpootana and elsewhere 
that would have hailed with delight the pretence offered for dissatisfaction, or 
for open quarrel, and felt how important it was, with our small resources, that 
peace should be kept amongst these States at any price compatible with the 
dignity of the supreme power, of which I never lost sight. I therefore trust 
this report, combined with the satisfactory state of Rajpootana, may earn me 
the approval of His Lordship and the Government I serve. 

204. How gallantly British officers in Rajpootana have shared in and 
endured the dangers common to all liable to suffer from hidden intrigues 

and treachery, how * * * they 

have presented, * * * * without 

a single European to support them, and how their resolute character and 
bearing has maintained the confidence of Chiefs in British prestige, and as¬ 
sured or awed the million ; how in short every officer lias done his duty right well 
has been recorded in the foregoing pages, and will earn for them, I trust, in 
conjunction with our faithful Rajpoot allies, in proportion to the merits of 
each, the consideration and approbation of the Right Hon’ble the Governor 
General and the Government of India.

ITERATIVE OF EVENTS IN CENTRAL INDIA FROM MAY 1857 TO THE 20TH OF 

June 1858. 


When the news of the mutiny at Meerut and Delhi reached Indore, it was 
Agent, No. 47 , dated 9 th feared by Colonel Durand, the Officiating Agent to 

the Governor-General, that no dependence could be 
placed on the Native troops of the Regular Army in Central India; but he had 
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hopes that the several local Corps and Political Contingents at his disposal were 
not tainted with any feeling of disloyalty. To form a counterpoise at Indore to 
the men of the 23rd Regiment Native Infantry and of the 1st Light Cavalry, 
who wore stationed at Mhow, he sent for a detachment of the Bhopal Con¬ 
tingent from Sehore, and for the Malwa Bheel Corps from Sirdarpoor. To 
these were added some troops and guns furnished by the Maharaja Holkar. 
Colonel Durand also- had some thoughts of sending for Captain Hungerford’s 
European Battery from Mhow, hut after a conversation with Colonel Platt, the 
Officer Commanding at that station, he felt satisfied that the Native troops there 
could riot escape punishment if they attempted to mutiny, and he therefore 
did not. apply for the battery. 

At Gwalior, the emissaries of rebellion were actively poisoning the minds of. 
From Political Agent, Gwalior, No. the people with reports that the bones of pigs and 
7 , dated ioti> February 1858. cows had been pulverized by the British, and mixed 

with the flour and sugar which were sold all over the country. The story of 
the greased cartridges had been cooked specially for the Native Army. Sindia 
was much oppressed- with, anxiety. He had information that the men of the 
Gwalior Contingent and some of his own troops, who were natives of our pro¬ 
vinces, held nightly meetings, and had pledged themselves on the Ganges water 
to exterminate the Christians; and he warned Major Macpherson, the Political 
Ageut, that no impendence could be placed on the sepoys. Brigadier Ramsay, 
however, as. well as the rest of the officers of the Contingent, held a different 
opinion. The Lieutenant-Governor at Agra shared in some measure in this 
feeling of confidence; and at his requisition, the 1st Cavalry Regiment of the 
(Contingent and a battery were sent to him, and the 1st Infantry Regiment to 
Etowah. At the same time, to mark in an unmistakeable manner that he had 
identified, our cause with his own, Sindia sent his body-guard to the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor, and a troop of Mahratta Horse to iftawak. 

On the 23rd May, the first overt act of mutiny ip the Gwalior Contingent 
From Political Agent, Gwalior, No. was committed at Hatrass by 100: men of the 1st 
7, dated lotu February 1858. Regiment of Cavalry, who, raising the war-cry of

On the 27±h May, the symptoms of -disaffection having become stronger

gent remained in their own houses, as Brigadier Ramsay considered it inex ¬ 
pedient thata'ny want of confidence in -his men^sLjould be tpani tested. Ori the 
following day, however, all the ladies living in''cantonments fled teethe Resi¬ 
dency; and Major Macpherson received a message from, the Brigadier 
that the troops were expected to rise, that night. But the sun- fiad not gone 
down when Brigadier Ramsay’s confidence in his men revived; and he and hia 
officers slept inJLe lines aj; E&orar. The sepoys loudly declared that their 
honor was touched when^Jtli^Lgdanl of the Contingent was removed from, the 
Residency, "that the imputation on their fidelity was intolerable, and thrft they 
would ^Lot permit the smallest-amount of treasure to pass from their hands into 

those of. Siridia’s troops; - The 4th Regiment of' In¬ 
fantry, moreover; volunteered to serve. againSt the 
rebels. Similar offers were made about flie same 
time by the troops at Mhow, at Bhopal, at Lullut- 
poor, and in other parts of Central India. ' 

On the 29th May, by the advice of SinSia, who began to fear that a feeling 
From political Agent, Gwalior, No. of hostility towards the British prevailed more 
7 . dntjd ioth February 1868 . extensively among his own troops than he had at 

first suspected, Major Macpherson took the ladies and children from the 
Residency to the palace, in' the Maharaja’s carriages. But on the next day

(Brigadier Ramsay having become more confident in his men) several of the 
adies returned to cantonments. 

Early in the month of June the wave of revolt reached Central India. The 
p.om Officiating Agent, No. 236 , Cavalry of the United Malwa Contingent, who were 

marching from Mehidpoor to Nee much, mu¬ 
tinied on the road, and murdered Captain Brodie, 
their Commanding Officer, and Lieutenant Hunt, 
their Adjutant. At Neemuch itself, the 7th In¬ 
fantry Regiment of the Gwalior Contingent and 
other troops mutinied on the 4th June. Captain 
Carter, Commanding the 5th Infantry Regiment of 
the Contingent, who had been ordered to move 
from Augur to Mundisore, hearing of the above 
occurrences, and fearing that a dash would he made 
by the mutineers upon Augur, made a countermarch to that station. Neemuch 
was soon after occupied and held for us by troops from Jliallawar and. Kotah. 
■When Ilolkar heard of the revolt of the Cavalry of the Malwa Contingent, he 
From Agent, No. 47 , dated 9 th was much troubled. He informed Colonel Durand 
February is5s. that there was a strong sympathy between those 

mutineers and his own cavalry, that they were “as one,” and that he had no 
longer any confidence in the latter, A troop of the Malwa Contingent Cavalry 
being at the time on escort duty at Indore, Colonel Durand ordered it to proceed 
at once to Mehidpoor, and promised rewards to the men if they would render 
loyal assistance to Major Timms, the Commandant of the Contingent. 

Cn the 7th June, the 12th, Regiment, Native Infantry, mutinied at Jhansi, 
Prom Political Agent, Gwaibr, No. 7, and the Christian inhabitants of that place were 
dated 10 th February 1858. '^massacred. On hearing of this tragedy, Captain 

Murray, who had been sent from Gwalior to Jhansi with a wing of the 4th 
Infantry Regiment of the Gwalior Contingent and a battery, retraced his steps, 
and reached Gwalior on the 13th June. On the same day, a wing of the 6th 
Infantry Regiment of the Contingent mutinied at JLullutpoor. 

The news of the Jhansi massacre stirred the capital of Sindia to its inmost 
Prom Policed Agent, Gwalior, No. 7, depths. All believed that the foundations of our 
dated ioth February 1858. Indian Empire were crumbling into dust. On the 

morning of the 14th June, the Mess House at Morar and a bungalow were 
burnt down; hut nothing further occurred till the night, when, between the 
hours of 9 and 11, the sky was reddened by the blaze of ail the bungalows in 
cautommnts. and, amid cries that the Europeans were down upon the sepoys, 
the troops of the Contingent shot down as many Christians as they could find. 
Six officers, a- clergyman, six non-Commissioned Officers, three women, and 
three children, perished by their hands. Some managed to escape to the palace 
or the Residency; and two officers rode off at once to DUolepoor and'Agra. 
The good conduct of a few of the sepoys deserves to be noticed. Three men 
of the 2nd Infantry Regiment escorted Lieutenant Pierson and his wife to the 
Residency, carrying Mrs. Pierson in a litter a distance of seven miles. A guard 
of the 1st Regiment protected the family of their absent Commandant; and the 
rear-guard of the 4th Regiment defended Captains Murray and Meade and 
their families against an attacking party of the 2nd Regiment. 

On hearing of the outbreak, Major Macpherson got into a carriage, with a 
From Political Agent, Gwalior, No. 7, lady of liis family and an officer who had escaped, 
dated ioth February 1858. aud proceeded to join Sindia, escorted by some 

Mahomedans and forty Mahratta Horsemen. On the way they were met by a 
number of Ghazees, who vehemently demanded that the Christians should be 
given up to them; but on learning from the Mahratta who commanded the 
escort, that, by Sindia’s order he was carrying Major Macpherson as a prisoner 
to the palace, the fanatics allowed the party to proceed. On arriving at the 
palace, Major Macpherson found Brigadier Ramsay and several officers and 
their families assembled there. Sindia was much agitated. He declared that it 
voi,. a, 79 


was out of his po wer to protect the Christians for even one hour. It was therefore 
necessary that they should fly towards Agra, and he had conveyances and an 
escort of bis body-guard ready for them. Their flight was at first attended with 
great danger, for 200 gliazees were thirsting for their blood on the road to the 
Chumbul, and, at a most critical moment, the body-guard deserted their charge. 
“Fortunately a Thakoor named Buldeo Singh, the head of a tribe of Brahmins 
who were indebted to Major Macpherson’s mediation for some favors which they 
had received from Sindia, unexpectedly made his appearance on the scene with a 
body "of armed men, and offered to show his gratitude by defending the fugitives 
with his life. Conducting them by bye-paths, so as to avoid the Gbazees, the 
Thakoor escorted them "safely to the hanks of the Chumhul, oil the opposite 
side of which some of the troops of the Dholepoor State were waiting with 
elephants to escort them to their master. The Rana after loading them with 
kindness gave them an-escort to Agra, which place they at length reached on 
the 17th of June. 

A few days after their arrival a second party of fugitives, .mostly women 
Prom OffirmUntr Agent. No. iso, and children, whom the mutineers, after subjecting 
dated ut October 1857-^ them to very-insulting treatment, had sent to Sindia, 

reached Agra in safety., under an escort from Dholepoor. . 

The Thakoor alluded to above has been recently rewarded by the British 
Government as well as tyy Sindia. 

The outbreak at jSwalior was immediately followed by the mutiny of the 
. From Colonel Dnmu<i,^«»gw., dated 1st Infantry Regiment of-the Gwalior Contingent 
ietu Mnrcb i85g< , at Etawah, and of the 3rd Infantry Regiment and 

the 3rd battery at Seepreo. At the latter station reports bad been circulated, as 
From captain EyaiT^ flated loth usual, that ground bones were mixed with the flour 
Nof&mber is67.^ ‘ " sold in the bazar. To aflay the apprehensions .thus 

raised, onebunniah” was placed on his trial before a Court composed of Native 
Officers, who acquitted the man, and publicly expressed'their conviction that 
the purchasers of the flour inspected by them had themselves polluted it. To 
satisfy the 'sepoys,. however, the members of the Court applied for and obtained 
percussion to.inflict a fine .upon the “bunniah.” JJut the disaffected did not 
desist from "their efforts to bring matters to- a-crisis. The men of the 3rd 
battery charged their .Commanding Officer, Captain Lemarchand, with attempt- 
ing 1° (lestroy tbcdr'casteA sentry snapped bis musket at Serjeant Callan. 
Some of j,Ue.inen of the ‘Artillery and four sepoys, of the Infantry Regiment 
entered into a plot to.blow Major Maepkerson out of his verandah, in which he 
used'to' sleep, but their treachery was exposed by the Native .Officers. Vol- 
- unteers being required* to march to the relief of Jlian-si,-only 147 men 
stepped^irt; of the ranks, the rest refusing to .march against'their brethren of 
tlift-rSith Native Infantry, and taunting those who.ffiid volunteered. On the 
18th June the pay of the 3rd Regiment arrived-from Gwalior, and with it 
came thff news .that the sepoys at that place had mutinied. The troops at 
Seepree became wild with excitement; and Major Maepherson was informed- 
that ten men had been told* off from each eompauy-to murder the officers that 
night. Arrangements were instantly made for flight; and, with the exception 
of two nori-Cojomissioued Officers, every Christian soul, including the employes 
o^'the Eketrfc'Telegrapli Department, escaped to Augur. 

. At Indorp matters were rapidly coming:-to a crisis. -’-For some days before 
T/om Agent, datej^oth Februw-y''‘"the outbreak' took place/ the Scikli sowars of the 
1838 , No. 47 ..- . " Bhopal'*Contingent' observed that’tlie three guns 

which jllolkar had'jdaced'at .tile disposal-of. Colonel.Durand, and which 
been posted against the entrance to the City Bazar,- were shifted about at night, 
and pointed at the stable-square of the Residency, where the Seildis were sta¬ 
tioned, so as to rake if diagonally. Cap'tain Ludlow, the Superintending-' 
Engineer of the Saugqu-and Nerbudda territories, and Captain,Cobbe, the 
Executive Engineer at Mhow, advised Colo'nel Durand to remove the guns to, 
the^Residency, where they would be more under the control of our officers* 


They also asked him to permit thorn to entrench the Residency. But he did 
not consider it advisable to accede to either of these proposals. On the 27th 
June religious mendicants made their appearance among the troops. On the 
morning of the 1st July, the Maharaja’s guns were suddenly unlimbered, and 
after being fired in the direction of the stable-square (but at too great an 
elevation) were quickly moved up to a position close to the Residency, upon 
which they opened with grape. They were answered by two guns of the 
Bhopal Contingent, worked by Captain Cobbe and a European Serjeant, with 
the aid of the Native gunners, who remained faithful and did their duty well. 
One of Ilolkar’s guns was dismounted by our shot, but Captain Cobbe, who had 
been seriously ill, fainted from his exertions, and the European Serjeant 
received a severe contusion. In the meantime, Colonel Travers, Commandant 
of the Bhopal Contingent, having with much difficulty collected about twenty- 
five of |h| Seikh sowars, charged the Maharaja’s guns; but he was followed 
by only five men, and his horse received a wound. He was consequently 
obliged to retreat, but not before he had cut down a few of the gunners, At 
the same time, Captain E. L. Magniac, who had ridden up to the Infantry of 
the Bhopal and Malvva Contingents, for the purpose of taking them to the 
Residency, returned and reported that they were also mutinous. The men of 
the Bhoel Corps were then placed in the upper storey of the Residency; but 
they seemed panic-stricken, and did not remain steadily at their posts. The 
European Battery at Mhovv had been previously sent for, and was momently 
expected; but the arrival of some more of Holkar’s guns, and a report that the 
Maharaja himself had set out, at the head of his forces, to attack the Residency, 
induced Colonel Durand to decide upon retreating to Simrole. The Bhopal Con¬ 
tingent guns were moved to the back of the Residency, the ladies and children 
were placed on the Ammunition Waggons and in two or three bullock carts, and 
the retreat commenced at 10 o’clock a.M,, the Seikh sowars forming an advance 
guard, and the Bheels bringing up the rear. On reaching the ghat leading to the 
valley of the Nerbudda, the Seikhs insisted upon going to Sehore instead of to 
Simrole, as they said that a party of Holkar’s Horse was lying in wait for 
them on the road to the latter place. Colonel Durand was, therefore obliged, 
to alter his route. 

As soon as the Indore Residency bad been abandoned, the rebel sowars had 
From Captain Hungerford, dated galloped through the bazar, and entering the house 
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of the European and Eurasian clerks, had put to 
the sword twenty-eight men, women, and children. 
The bodies of the slain were buried four days afterwards by Holkar’s orders. 

On the evening of the same day (the 1st July), the Native troops at 
l?*om Captain Hungerford, dated Mhow broke out into open mutiny; but tliev re- 
Juiy 1857. IS' 0 .4J8. veiled in their work of blood and destruction only 

until the guns of Captain Hungerford’s Company of European Artillery opened 
upon them with grape and round shot. That officer had, from the besnnnm* 
of the mutinies, advised Colonel Platt, who commanded at the station, to 
provide for the storm which, he foresaw, would sweep over Central India/ In 
the month of May, he suggested that a party of his Europeans should replace 
the company of sepoys who guarded the gateway of the fort or fortified square 
at Mhow, which contained many heavy guns anil a large quantity of ammuni¬ 
tion and valuable stores of various kinds. But Colonel Platt feared the effects 
of showing a want of confidence in the sepoys. He permitted Captain Hunger- 
ford, however, to dismount and disable the lie ivy guns. On the 6th of June, 
when the news of the Neemuch mutiny reached Mhow, Captain Hungerford’ 
in a letter to Colouel Platt, expressed his anxiety to take his guns out of their 
sheds, which were at a distance of 200 yards' from the barracks, and to keep 
them ready for use at a short notice. Colonel Platt, in reply, permitted him to 
do what he had recommended, but desired him to wait two days. An oppor¬ 
tunity, however, offering itself, Captain Hungerford turned out his guns that 
very day and parked them in front of the barracks; and every night after that 
the horses stood harnessed, and the men were on the alert. This prompt demon- 


stration had a good effect on the sepoys at the time. Colonel Durand was of 
opinion that it prevented them from rising when they heard of the mutiny at 
Neemuch. But as they appeared to many to be ripe for revolt, Colonel Platt 
was urged to provide for the safety of the European women and children at 
the station. He contented himself with placing a guard of sepoys of the 23rd 
Native Infantry every night over the houses of the officers of that regiment. 
On. the morning of the 1st July, the firing of guns was heard in the direction 
of Indore; and shortly after a note was received from Colonel Durand, con¬ 
taining these words:—“ Send the European Battery as fast as you can. We are 
attached by Holkar.” The battery was immediately turned out; and, for an 
escort, two men were told off for each gun and waggon, and,were.. mounted on 
the limber boxes, armed with muskets. Half-way to Indore, at Khow, Captain 
Hungerford was met by a horseman bearing a pencil-note from Colonel Travers, 
which briefly slated that-the officers and ladies of the Residency were retreat¬ 
ing on Sirnrole. The sowar added that Colonel Durand had not retired to 
Mhow, because he expected that it would be attacked by Holkar. The road 
from Bliow to Sirnrole being narrow and cut up with ruts, Captain Hungerford 
returned to Mhow. Immediately on his arrival there he asked Colonel Platt to 
let him take the battery into the fort, as the Artillery Barracks, in which the 
families of all the officers and men had taken refuge, could not be easily defend¬ 
ed; but be did not obtain permission to do so till late in the evening after he 
had made a more urgent application. The sepoy guard at the gateway was at 
the same time increased. At nightfall, the troops broke out into mutiny. 
Colonel Platt had been so completely deceived by the behaviour of his men, 
that he had just commenced a letter to Colonel Durand with the words, “all 
rights—both cavalry and infantry very ‘khoosh’ and willing,” when he was 
interrupted by a sudden uproar without, the firing of shots, and the crackling 
of burning timber. He hastened to the fort, ordered*out the battery, and then 
rode with his Adjutant, Captain Fagan, straight to the quarter-guard of his 
Begiment, where they were both instantly shot. Major Harris, of the 1st 
Light Cavalry, was at the same time cut down by his own men. 

Captain Hungerford, after disarming the sepoys at the fort gate, took his 

battery to the parade ground, which was lit up by 
d " ted the blaze of the burning bungalows, and was ap- 
prently deserted. Being fired upon, however, by 
unseen bands, he uulimbered, and sent grape and round shot into the lines. 
Groans and a rushing noise were heard; but in afewminut.es everything was 
perfectly quiet. Captain Hungerford was afterwards informed that, on his 
opening fire, the whole of the Cavalry, in regular files, had left their lines at a 
hard trot, and had taken the road to Indore, and that the Infantry had fled 
from their huts in great disorder. Muskets and coats were found lying scattered 
about the lines. 

Most of the officers escaped to the fort. Captain Brooks and Lieutenants 

Martin and Chapman, who were on foot, were 
pursued by troopers, to within a few hundred yards 
of the fort, and were drawn iu over the walls of 

one of the bastions. 

Early on the following morning active preparations were commenced for 

strengthening the fort and restoring order in and 
From Captain Hungered, dated ground Mhow. In a week’s time Captain Hunger- 
.iniy i8o/, No. 4 - '. ford, who had assumed command, was ready to 

repel the attack of a Native army. The artillerymen, under the direction 
of Lieutenant Mattock, worked laboriously, throwing up entrenchments, mount¬ 
ing the heavy guns and howitzers on their carriages, placing light pieces on 
the four corner bastions, and erecting batteries and breastworks outside of the 
fort to protect the north and south gates. Ammunition was made up for the 
heavy guns by Mr. Postance, the Deputy Commissary of Ordnance, and supplies 
for men and horses for six months were laid in by Mr. Madras, the Commis¬ 
sariat Officer. The Officers, Iioad Serjeants, and clerks, who had esoaped, were

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formed into a bod# of horsemen, and placed, in two divisions, under the com¬ 
mand of Captain Brooks, of the 1st Light Cavalry, and of Captain Trower, 
of the 23rd Native Infantry, for the purpose of being employed as flanking 
parties whenever there should be a necessity for moving the guns out of the 
fort. Th -y had also to servo as sentries at night, when the artillerymen had 
rest. For three or four days regularly a portion of Captain Hungerford’s 
battery, accompanied by a proper escort, turned out and did much service. 
Several villages in which mutineers were hiding were destroyed, and some 
sepoys and sowars were hunted down and killed; the bodies of missing 
officers, much mutilated, were buried; a number of. muskets and othci aitides 
were recovered; and the -magazines of the cavalry and infantry, which were 
full of ammunition, were blown up. The civil duties were chiefly conducted 
by Captain Elliot of the Thuggee Department, whose local knowledge enabled 
him to be yery useful. 

On the 5th July, Holkar deputed two of his principal officers and Captain 

Fenniek, an East Indian in his service, to Mhow 
From captain _ HunKorford, dated w j fc ] l a letter, in which he expressed deep regret at 
July 18W, No. 438. what had occurred, and offered, to co-operate with 

Captain Ilungerford in maintaining order. The mutineers, it appeared, had 
carried off nine lakhs of treasure from the Residency, some of Holkar’s guns, 
and as many horses, camels, and bullock carts as they could lay their hands on. 
The money remaining in the Treasury amounting to Rupees 4,10,690, and Gov¬ 
ernment securities to the amount of twenty-three lakhs and a half, were sent by 
the Maharaja to the fort of Mhow. He also provided thirteen elephants for the 
column w hich w 7 as advancing under General Woodburn. On the 9th July, he sent 
in two Mahomedan sepoys of the 23rd Native Infantry, who were forthwith tried 
by Court-Martial and hanged. Their surrender caused much excitement among 
his troops, and an anonymous letter was found in the Durbar hall accusing 
him of being under the influence of ministers who were in reality Christians. 
Holkar’s tributaries finding that he was not hostile to the British, as they had at 
first supposed, exerted themselves to suppress disturbances; and the country 
speedily wore a tranquil appearance. The report that he had arrayed lu'mseif 
against the paramount power, caused the Maharaja much perturbation; and 
wdien intelligence was received that two columns were advancing from Bombay, 
he was with difficulty prevented by Captain Ilungerford from leaving Indore for 
the purpose of personally offering an explanation to Lord Elp bins tone. 

The dak communication with Bombay was reopened chiefly by the exer- 
From officiating Agent, dated i 5 th tions of Lieutenant VV. G. Gumming, Deputy Bheel 
August 1857, No. 33. Agent. That officer had been in an isolated posi¬ 

tion at Maunpoor, with a Naick and four sepoys of the Gwalior Contingent, a 
Havildar and four sepoys of the Bhopal Contingent, and twenty Nujeebs of the 
Thuggee Department. On hearing of the outbreak at Indore, he retired into 
the lulls with a few men on whom he could rely; but after communicating 
with the officers in the fort of Mhow, lie returned to Maunpoor, and employed 
himself in making postal arrangements, and threatening with punishment 
those who attempted to stop the dak runners. During his absence, the guard 
of the Gwalior Contingent had remained at their posts, and had saved his 
bungalow from being plundered; hut the guard of the Bhopal Contingent had 
left the place, the Havildar being compelled by the sepoys to walk off at the 
point of the bayonet. The Nujeebs had also absconded after plundering the 
public money under their charge. 

On the 4th July, the 5th Infantry Regiment of the Gwalior Contingent, 
From Officiating Agent. No. 15A., who had received emissaries from the Indore rebels, 
dated 11th July 1857. mutinied at Augur. Hearing a great tumult in 

From officiating Agent, No. so, the morning. Lieutenant O’Dowda, the Adjutant, 
dated sth September 1857. whose horse was saddled, rode to the lines, and was 

immediately shot. Captain Carter, the Commanding Officer, was riding in 
the same direction, when he was stopped by four sepoys, who, with uplifted 
hands, entreated him not to advance farther, or lie would be killed. He re-

turned therefore to his bungalow, and made arrangements for flight. Convey¬ 
ances were procured, and with the exception of Dr. and Mrs. James, who were 
shot just as they had mounted their horses for a morning ride, the whole of the 
officers and ladies, including those who bad fled from Seepree on the 18th June, 
left the station safely. Dor twelve days, until they reached Hoshungabad, they 
wandered, in the jungles, exposed to the insults of the villagers along their 
path. 

. In the meantime, Colonel Durand, who had retired from Indore to Sehore, 
From Officiating A^nt, dated 6th hearing that the Column under General Woodbum 
October iso?. No. H9. had turned off from its original route to quell a 

mutiny at Aurangabad, and that it was about to march to Nagpoor, proceeded 
to Hoshungabad and urged the necessity of its immediately advancing on 
Central India. He wrote to General Woodbum and to the Commissioner of 
Nagpoor on the subject, but receiving no replies to his letters, he left lloshung- 
abad with the determination of joining the column wherever it might be, and 
if he failed to secure his object there, of proceeding to Bombay and having a 
.personal interview with Lord Eiphinstone. On the 17th July at Peeplanee, 
he received a letter from Brigadier Stuart, informing him that the column was 
about to advance from Aurangabad under his command, General Woodbum 
having retired to Poona in a state of ill-health. On the 20th July, Colonel 
Durand reached Asseergurli, and awaited the arrival of Brigadier Stuart. He 
found a detachment of the 6th Regiment, Gwalior Contingent, encamped there.

On the 
2nd August, Brigadier Stuart, accompanied by Colonel Durand, arrived at 
From Officiating Agont, dated let Mliow.

escorting stores and ammunition, reached Mhow by a different route. The 
ferries at Burwaee and Akburpoor on the Nerbudda were guarded by two 
squadrons of the cavalry of the Hyderabad Contingent. 

While Colonel Durand was at Sahore, he was informed by the 
From officiating Agent, dated i6t,h Regent of Bhopal, the Secunder Begum, that the 
July 1857 . No. 23a. Moulvies in her city were preaching a religious 

war, that her Mahorifodan soldiery, chiefly Afghans from the Khyber Pass, 



were daily becoming more turbulent and offering threats to her, and that 
the proximity of the small party of Europeans at Sehore caused her much 
embarrassment, now that Holkar, Scindia, and the Boondelas were up in arms 
against us, and Saugor had been lost. Major Rickards, the Political Agent at 
Bhopal, on hearing of the mutiny at Indore, had commenced making a 
stockade round the Sehore Agency,’ hoping to be aided by the Bhopal Contin¬ 
gent. But it soon became apparent that no reliance could be placed on those 
From Captain Mngniac dated loth- troops. The three companies of Infantry who had 
September 1857. taken a part in the mutiny at Indore returned to 

Sehore on the 7th July, rich with the plunder of the Treasury. The Command • 
From officiating' Agent, dated sth ant was forced to temporize with them, and to 
duly 1857, No. 6 a. receive them as if they had not misbehaved at all; 

and immediately the rest of the contingent became disaffected, and were ready 
From Officiating Agent, dated i6tb to join in any local insurrection. When therefore 
July 1857, No. 20 a. the communication alluded to above was received 

from the Regent, both Colonel Durand and Major Rickards were of opinion 
that, when the pressure of circumstances should become too great, the British 
OfBcers should retire from Sehore, and that the troops of the Contingent should 
be informed, at the last moment, that the British could not maintain then- 
position in a friendly foreign State “against the will and wish of the ruler, if, 
by persisting in so doing, danger or difficulty ensued to the country or those 
who governed it.” Colonel Travers, however, immediately made known the 
result of this deliberation to the Native officers, and the little discipline and 
order that had remained among the troops vanished. Under these circum¬ 
stances, Major Rickards felt it to do his duty to provide for the safety of the 
European Officers and their families (twenty-three souls) who were with him. 
Acceding therefore on the 9th July to the proposals made by the Regent, he 
made over the charge of th8 station of Sehore and of the Treasury to an officer 
of rank, who had been deputed from Bhopal for the purpose, and retired to 
Hoshangabad. Colonel Travers had at the same time placed the Contingent 
From officiating Agont, dated i5tu temporarily under the orders of the Begum. But 
October 1857, No. 181 . they were only nominally under her control for the 

first two or three months, until the worst characters were expelled from the 
From officiating Agent, dated 5th station. The troops refused to obey her orders when 
August 1857, No. 9. she required them to march on Bairseeah, where

raised the Mahomedan standard, and, aided by the Cavalry and Infantry, seized 

From Officiating Agent, No. 113, had got rid «f -those 

dated 21 th September 1857. who were mutinous, she sent a detachment of the 

i w c * t !nt« A i« e w' N °‘ sn ’ Contingent against the rebel Fazil Mahomed Khan 

of Ambapanee.

From Officiating Agent, No. 214 , The mutineers from Sohore joined the plundering 

Grassias and Pindarras, and some of them made 
their way to Cawnpoor, and fought under the Nana, 
The loyal sowars of the Cavalry, together with a 
portion of the 2nd Cavalry of the Gwalior Contin¬ 
gent, were ultimately placed under the charge of 
Captain H. O. May no, and served as the nucleus of 
a body of irregular horse, which that officer had been ordered to organize for 
employment in Central India. 

At Gwalior, Scindia maintained a difficult struggle with the mutineers of the 
Fwm Political Agent, Gwalior, No. 7, Gwalior Contingent. They bad demanded that he 
Anted ioth February 1858. should give them money and carriage, and lead them

to Agra; and they had threatened to plunder his city and his Treasury it be 
refused to compiy with their wishes. His own troops being of the same 
leaven, he was obliged to rely mainly on the resources of, his own skill 
and ingenuity to control the mutineers, and to prevent them from matching 
either to Agra or to Delhi, By turns he defied and cajoled them. He give 
them a donation of three months’ pay, and promised to take them into his service. 
He sent his emissaries among them, and sowed dissensions between the Hindoos 
and the Mahomedans. He bribed many of their officers and priests. The Artil¬ 
lery Officers being mostly natives of Gwalior, he acted upon them, through 
their village interests. He summond his feudal aristocracy to his capital, and 
they placed a lew of 11,000 men at his disposal. He ordered the removal 
of the wheels of all carts sent on. elephants and camels to distant jungles, and 
swept the Chumbul of its boats. In these efforts he had the valuable advice and 
co-operation of his Dewan, Dunkur ilao, who rendered himself so-eblioxious-to . 
From officiating Agont, No. 66. the sepoys, that they sneeringly styled him “ the 

laU'd 1st September 1857, enclosure 1. SO n. of the Company.” 

On the 20th July, the hopes of the mutineers were brought to a very low 
From Political Agent. Gwalior, anted ebb. The wing of the 6th Regiment of the Gwa - 
loth February 1868; No. 7. lior Contingent, which had mutinied at Lullutpoor, 

and had joined the Nana at Bithoor, came back to Gwalior on that date, greatly 
thinned by General Havelock’s fire, and averred that it was madness to face 
Europeans. The rebel officers now sought to secure Sindia’s intercession with 
-the British in case of need. On the 31st July, however, the 23rd Regiment 
Native Infantry, a wing of t he 1st light Cavalry, 600 of Holkar’s troops, and 
1,000 Ghazees, or fanatics, with seven guns, from Indore and Mhow, entered 
Gwalior; and the embers of rebellion were rekindled in tlie Moral-Canton¬ 
ments. All along their line of march these miscreants had plundered villages, 
dishonored women, destroyed the telegraph wire and posts, and burnt the 
staging bungalows and d&k ohowkees ; and their mutinous brethren at Gwalior 
saw them gorged with plunder. A trooper, who was killed in a dispute, had 
From Agent, dated site February gold-mohurs to the value of Rupees 8,000 about 
1858. No. 47> enclosure 6. his person. AtBiorah they bad seized Moonshee 

Jan Aly Khan, Superintendent of Rajgurb, a valuable officer, and bad kept 
him a prisoner until he was ransomed. 

During the entire month of Au^ijt, Sindia had to content with the new 
From officiating Agent, dated 6th' elements of\?onfusion which had risen around him. 
October 1857, No. 142 . The nmtineei% set up a pretender, whom they called 

a Shahzadah of the Imperial House of Delhi, and honored him with a salute of 
twenty-two guns. Sindia was required to do homage to this phantom; but he 
replied, evasively, that his predecessors had so often been deceived,, that he. 
would wait till’ the King of Delhi should himself honor Gwalior with his pre¬ 
sence. This excuse did not deceive the I ndore and Mhow mutineers"; and as 
the Maharaja was not pliant to their wishes in any other matter, they procured 
boats, and on the 7th September, accompanied by 800 of his Mahomedan 
From officiating Agent, dated am, ’ Horse, a portion of the Gwalior Contingent, and a 
September, No. ho. large body of fanatics, crossed the Chumbal and 

entered Dholopoor. 

Immediately on their departure, the mutineers at Morar raised a cry that 
From Political Agent. Gwalior, dated Sindia had deceived them, and made .preparations to 
ioth February 1858, No. 7. attack him, while the greater portion of his own 

troops seemed ready to join them. But the Maharaja’s energies rose with his 
danger. He had every bugle taken to his palace, and every gun watched by 
men on whom he could rely; and, having passed the night in sleepless anxiety, 
at daybreak be paraded his troops, and made a feeling appeal to them, corps by 
corps. Would they permit the mutineers to insult him, their own Maharaja, 
and to threaten him with coercion ? Their sense of honor was touched, and 
they gave up twenty of their comrades who had instigated them to rebellion. 
To secure more completely the fidelity of his troops, he promised them daily

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batta. At the same time ho increased his Thakoor levies; and hearing that the 
From Officiating- Agent, dated 28 th rebels had planted batteries against the city and 
September 1857, No. 122 . palace, he moved out his whole force, and himself 

placed his own batteries and pickets. He then cut oft' the supplies of the 
mutineers, and increased his guards on the Chumbul, to prevent the Indore 
and Mhow rebels from returning to Gwalior. Moreover, his emissaries went 
From Political Agor.t, Gwalior, dated among the sepoys, and sowed fresh dissensions 
iotb February 1858, No. 7 . among them. The 5th Regiment of Infantry, 

with which the rest were at variance, because the men had put to death the 
Native officers who had incited them to mutiny at Augur, and the 6th Regi¬ 
ment which had fled from the Enfield rifles-of General Havelock’s force, offered 

to range themselves under the Maharaja’s banners. 
The enemy became disheartened and withdrew 

their guns. 

The excitement had nearly subsided, when it blazed up again, on the ap- 
From Political Agent, Gwalior, dated pearance at Gwalior of the agents of the Jhansie 
lock February 1858, No. 7 . Eanee and of the Nana, who bid high for the ser¬ 

vices of the mutineers. They made their election to fight for the Nana; and Sin- 
dia, being unable to restrain them, affected to approve of their determination. 
He, moreover, promised to pay them well, if, on their way, they would suppress 
the disturbances at Jhausi and Jaloun; and further to please them, he distributed 
military titles among them with a lavish hand. About the same time, the news 
of the fall of Delhi, which was followed soon after by the news of the defeat 
of the Indore and Mhow rebels by Colonel G:Wthed’s column at Agra, on 
the 10th October, greatly strengthened Sindia’s position. On the 15th October, 
the mutineers of the Contingent, led by Tantia Topye, marched for Cawnpoor, 
burning with hatred against Sindia, which they manifested by cutting down 
all the trees in the cantonments at Moral*, laying waste his country on their 
route, and denouncing him as their greatest enemy. They took possession of 
Jaloun and Kuckwakagur in the Nana’s name, extorted money from the Chief 
of Goolserai, by destroying his son’s eyes with boiling oil, and leaving detach¬ 
ments at Jaloun and Calpee, they crossed the Jumna on the loth November, 
and reached Cawnpoor on the 1st December. Being reinforced from Oudh and 
Banda, they pressed General Windham, until, on the 10th December, they were 
signally defeated by Sir Colin Campbell. 

While these events were occurring at Gwalior, a formidable insurrection 
had broken out at Mundisore, in Simla’s territory, and had spread itself very 
rapidly over a great portion of Central India. The elements of such a cortfia- 

iitu gration had beeu rife in the country; but they were 
scattered until a person styling himself the Shah- 
From Officiating Agent, dated 7th zadah Humayun or Feroze Shah, and wearing the 
September 1857, No. si, garb of a pilgrim from Mecca, made his appearance 

and called upon the faithful to join him in a war of extermination against the 
From officiating Agent, dated ist inftdels. On his approaching Mundisore with a 
September i8»7, No. ee. few followers on the 26th of August, a detachment 

From Officiating Agent, dated 1 st of Sindia’s troops, who were stationed there, joined 
September 1867, No. 63. by a large body of Afghans, Muckranees, and 

other foreign mercenaries, who had no employment, hailed his advent eagerly, 
and raising the standard of Islam, went out with drums heating to meet him. 
Having brought him into the town, they took him in great pomp to the palace 
From officiating Agent, dated 28 th there, and installed him on the Musnud. Nuzzurs 
September 1857, No. i i7. were presented, purwannahs were issued, and guns, 

shot, lead and small arms were dug up in the Port of Mundisore. 

Turbulent characters in all parts of Central India girded on their swords 
and hastened to join the Shah zadah. The Dhar State also, without applying 
for the permission of the British Government, as it, was bouud to do, and* the 
Raja of Amjheera, who had openly placed himself on the side of rebellion, 
enlisted a number of Walaitees and Mnckranoos Tn a short time, the in-

From Officiating Agent, dated 4 th On the 22nd October, a force of 2,000 men, sent by 
November 1857, No. 228 , enclosure ist. them, had been repulsed from JuruQ by a detach¬ 
ment from Neetnuch, but not without a foas on our side of two officers killed 
and five wounded. In retiring, the re 1 s had taken away Captain Tucker's 
head, and had fixed it on the gate of Mundisore. Returning in greater strength, 
they destroyed the cantonments at Neemuch, and laid siege to the fort of that 
place.

On the 6th November, the Mhow Field Force moved from Dhar, and 
its advance was hailed with joy by the people of the country through which it 
From Captain Mayne, No. 67 M., passed. Captain H. O. Mayne of the Intelligence 
dated i 3 th November 1857. Department, who marched with a detachment 

ahead of the Column, reported that at the large town of Burnuggur, which had 
just been evacuated by the insurgents, the demonstration made by the inhabit- 
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ants was very remarkable. “ On our coming into tbe main street every shop 
was shut, and only a few loiterers with gloomy faces were visible. But on our 
reaching the Kotewalee and announcing our errand, the populace swarmed up 
as bees from a hive, and in one minute the whole place was densely crowded, as 
if by magic, and it was difficult to pass through the concourse.” In Sindia’s 
Prom officiating Agent. No. 257, districts, the Column. was dependent for its sup- 
dated27tii November 1857. plies wholly upon the exertions of the Nawab of 

Jowrah, whose loyal conduct was the more remarkable, in that many of bis 
kinsmen had joined the rebels. 

On the 8th November the station of Mihidpoor, the head-quarters of the 
From officiating Agent, No. 242 , Malwa Contingent, was attacked by a body of the 
dated i4t,h November 1857. Mundisore rebels. Major Timins, the Commandant 

of the Contingent, had six guns, but the Infantry did not defend, them well. 
They expressed a great dread of the Walaities and did not wait to receive their 
charge. Major Timins having in vain-endeavoured to rally his men, left the 
station accompanied by Lieutenant Dysari ,nd by thirty-five faithful men of 
the 2nd Cavalry, Gwalior Contingent. Mrs. Timins, whose horse was shot under 
her as she was attempting to escape with her husband, was left in jJ|e town 
with a trusty servaut, who concealed her carefully. The Infantry dispersed in 
various directions, and some of them went over to the enemy. The rebels set 
From Officiating Agent, No. 279, fire to the hospital, which was full of sick s and 
dated 9th December 1857. wo'’tided men. Forty crushed and burnt bodies 

From Major Timins, No. 177 , dated weje afterwards taken v from its ruins. Captain 
ioth Mn X 1858. G. L. Mills, who commanded the Infantry, was 

deliberately shot by one of I ilkar’s sepoys as lie was lying wounded in a 
litter; Dr. H. T. Cary, in medj ll charge of the Contingent, was also murdered. 
The rebels left the station \wh the guns of the Contingent and with a large 
quantity of Ordnance stores, which they had taken from the Magazine. They 
had also in their possession two heavy guns of native manufacture whioh they 
had taken from Eurnuggur to Mehidpoor, and which they were anxious to 
convey to Mundisore for the sic b of Neomuch, where they had only one piece 
of heavy calibre and but little an&nunition for it. 

Ou tho 12th November, Major Orr rode into Mehidpoor with 337 sabres of 
From officiating Agent, No. 242, the Ily< k rabnd Contingent and found that the 
dated i4thNovember 1807. place ha ‘ust been evacuated by the insurgents. 

He followed in pursuit and coming up vith them at the village of Rowell, he 
killed one hundred of them, took seventy-'our prisoners, and recovered all the 
guns and ammunition, which they had taken at Mehidpoor and Bumuggur. 
Major Orr’s men were iu their saddles from 4 a. m. till sunset. Mrs. Timins 
was released from her place of concealment and was entrusted to the charge 
of Gunesh Shastreo, Holkar’s Vakeel, who had volunteered to.proceed to Mehid¬ 
poor for the purpose of extricating her, as soon as he had heard that she was 
in danger. 

Lieutenant Hutchinson, who had been left by Major Orr in the territory 
From ofliciating Agent, No. 239 , of the Ruja of A.mjheera, with a detachment of 
dated nth November 1857. the Hyderabad Contingent, took the hill fastness of 

Lalgurli on the 8th November, and after dismantling it, and hurling its guns 
From Officiating Agent, No. 241 a, down the hill on which it was situated, he followed 
dated lath November iso;. ia the track of the rebel Chief and captured him 

on the Hth November. The Raja, after being tried aud convicted of rebellion, 
was hanged on the 10th February 1S5S. 

On the 21st. November, Brigadier Stuart, having been joined by Major Orr, 
From Ca)>t«m Mayne, dated 29th drove in the pickets of the Mundisore rebels; and 
November 1857. on the 24th he completely routed them, and reliev¬ 

ed the boleagured garrison of Neemuch. The rebels fled precipitately, crossed 
tho Chumbul, and then struck for the wild country of Jlialra Patan in Rajpoot- 
ana. Tho peasantry, who had suffered from the licentious conduct of the 


Walaities, rose upon straggling bodies of them and stoned them. Parties of 
from Officiating Agent, No. 9, dated them were also met and slain by the Pertabgurh 
6 th jnmiary 1858.

which neutralized the Raja’s force. On the 4th March, General Rose, after 
forcing the pass of Mudenpoor, occupied the forts of Serai and Marowra, and 
attached Shahgurh to the British territories. The passes of Narat and Dharaao- 
vroro Agent, No. 98, dated 9th ney were abandoned by the rebels, and a Police 
March 1858. station was established at, Malthene. 

On the 17th March, the 1 st Brigade of the Central India Field Force, 
under Brigadier Stuart, took the fort of Chundeyree by assault, arid marched 
with its siege ordnance towards Jhansi, to form a junction wi th the 2 nd Brigade. 
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On the 20th March, General Rose invested Jhansi, and on the 25th he was 
joined by Brigadier Stuart. On the 1st April, General Rose routed a large 
From Agent, No. 135, dated 1st force, which under the command of the Nana’s 
April 1858. Agent, Tantia Topye, had crossed the Betwa for the 

purpose of relieving the besieged. On the 3rd April, Jhansi was taken by esca¬ 
lade, and the Ranee’s father, Mamoo Sahib, was seized and hanged. Owing to 
the necessity of protecting Jhansi from the attacks of the Kotah and Bundlecund 
rebels, General Rose was unable to move again until the 25th April, after the 
Column under Brigadier Smith had advanced from Rajpootana to Goonah. On 
the 2nd May, a detachment under command of Major Gall, of Her Majesty’s 
14th Dragoons, captured the fort of Loharee. On the 7th May, the rebels 
under Tantia Topye and the Jhansi Ranee were defeated with great loss by 
General Rose at Koonch, on the road to Calpee, where they had thrown up en¬ 
trenchments. Before the battle Major Orr had been detached with the Hydera¬ 
bad Contingent Force agr nst.jt he Ban poor and Shahgurh Rajas, who had se¬ 
parated themselves from the'’j^brnf^^Cr^nch, and had driven off the troops of 
the Raja of Goorserai from a ford across tut ' ' va at Katra. Major Orr crossed 
the river and captured one gun, but he was ufUl- to.cut off the retreat of the 
rebel Rajas.

2. In regard to the Raja of Punnah, his conduct 
throughout has been such as to entitle him to the 
favorable consideration of the Governor-General. A grant of land would be 
most gratifying to the Raja of Punnah, but as I am not aware what land con¬ 
tiguous to Iris territory is at the disposal of Government, I cannot submit any 
distinct proposal, but I concur in the recommendation of the Political Assistant. 

3. Qhirfcharee .—The conduct and fidelity of this Chief needs no length¬ 
ened remarks. Early last year I brought to the notice of the Gov f ‘' .bent bis 






anxiety to have his son recognised as his successor, a request with which His 
Lordship in Council was pleased to comply, but the grant of a khillut was 
postponed, I am informed that the Raja attaches great importance to the 
grant of a khillut to his son, and I trust His Lordship will consider that con¬ 
cession to his wishes may under recent circumstances be made.

Nirpat Singh, Maharaja of Pitnnah, in Jr 1857, took charge of Fort 
ivalinjar, and has since held possession of it on alf of the British Govern¬ 

ment. 

2. In the beginning of August, when a feeling of alarm for Nagode 
existed, he visited the cantonments, and liis * presence had a beneficial effect, 
for the time being, on the 50tli Regiment Native Infantry. 

3. Finding that the Superintender of Nagode was borrowing money in 
the bazar, on account of Government. 10 per cent., he subscribed Rupees 
50,000 to the 5 per cent. Loan, and wo , thanked by the Governor-General for 
this mark of confidence in the Br’isb Government and attachment to its 
interests. 

4. When the Nagode cantonments were threatened by the Dinapoor 
mutineers, coming through *’ Mewah territory, he sent troops twice to our 
assistance, aud on the -a occasion was coming over himself, when the 
requisition was count'- aded. 

5. In Octob<- .st, when at Punnah, on receiving intelligence of the fall 
of Delhi, think-’ - probable that the mutineers then at Banda would attack 
Kalin Jar, I ; d the danger out. to the Raja, and at my request he pro¬ 
ceeded with ; j 3,000 armed followers to Kalin jar, with Lieutenant Reming¬ 
ton and my; A, and remained there, living in the fort, as long as the danger 
lasted. 

6. After the mutiny at Nagode, in September, the Raja tendered a 
second sum of Rupees 50,000 to the 5 per cent. Loan, as reported in my letter 
No. 16, dated 30tb. October 1857, to the Secretary, Government of India. 

7. He furnished a party of 414 matchlockmen for service with Major- 
General Whitlock’s force, 314 of whom assisted in protecting the baggage in 
the battle near Banda on the 19th April. 

8. He kept up a regular dak communication with Nagode during the six 
months I was at Punnah, besides keeping up daks to Kalinjar aud Dumok, aud 
made very great exertions to procure correct intelligence. • 



9. He sent two guns with Brigadier McDuff s force, proceeding to Banda, 
and afforded it every assistance in getting over the BisrarngunJ gliat, and has 
received a khureeta from Major-General Whitlock, thanking him for his good 
services. 

10. On the occurrence of the mutiny at Nagode on the 16th September, 
I retired on Punnah, and was received with the utmost kindness by the Raja, 
living in the same house with him. upwards of six months and previous to my 
departure he tendered a third Loan ot Rupees 50,000 to Major-General Whit¬ 
lock, whfey however, did not require it. 

11. Ihhponsideration of the foregoing services, loyalty, and fidelity of the 
Raja of Punnc.h, I beg to suggest that, as bead of the Hirdeh Sabi, or Senior 
Branch of the ChatffU’sal family, he should be declared entitled to a salute of 
eleven guns, an honor ;Hfiy'prized by Native Princes, a khillut and sword of 
honor, together with V m c aj mt of forfeited lands as Government may con¬ 
sider it advisable to bestow .pon

He steadily remained in the district through all the 
dangers with which it was surrounded. His inform¬ 
ation regarding the district and people was very 
valuable and was always most cordially afforded. 


On the 21st June 1857, saved the life of Mr. Grant, the 
Joint-Magistrate, wffien that officer was being treacher¬ 
ously entrapped by a Ressaldar of the 4th Irregular 
Cavalry. Mr. Butterfield was that day shot by one 
of the troopers; his body was then slashed with 
sword cuts, and a hand cut off on account of the 
ring xipm it. 

In May 1857, exerted himself to secure the preservation 
of the Stud property, and went out repeatedly at 
much risk. On the 18th June 1857 repulsed the 
rebels at Gullowtee, under the notorious Wulleedad 
Khan of Malagurh.

charge of his district on the 12th Jane 1857. 
Though then in bad health, he worked hard and 
fought gallantly the whole of the rest of the year. 

Mr. Wilson, Judge; Mr. Saunders, Magistrate and 
Collector; Mr. Campbell, Joint-Magistrate; and Dr. 
Cannon, Civil Surgeon, held out nobly at Moradabad 
for three days after the news of the mutiny at 
Bareilly. They distinguished themselves by the most 
intrepid and energetic conduct from the mutiny at 
Meerut on the 10th May till the 3rd of June 1857, 
when they were obliged to fly with their families to 
Meerut. , 

In July 1857 Mr. Wilson gave the most valuable assist¬ 
ance in the Meerut Division iii collecting revenue and 
suppressing anarchy. Mr. Williams, the Commission¬ 
er, says—“ Over a flooded country, under a burning sun 
or through rain, Mr. Wilson would make his nearly 
daily march of about thirty miles, including going 
and returning, besides occasional chevies after con¬ 
science. Struck scoundrels, who fled on seeing him.” 

In the end of November 1857, Mr. Wilson, with Cap¬ 
tains Mackenzie and Gowan, marched to Soron, with 
a \iew of getting information of Christian refugees, 
who were known to be waiting for an opportunity to 
escape from confinement in Rohilcund, and was con¬ 
tinually on the move, day and night, in Yi^E lls dis¬ 
tricts, laudably engaged, at very great P^M^Lrisfc, 
in rescuing several of the Rohilcundi^t^^^&^ier 
refugees. 

On the Uth December 1857, Mr. Wilson aceompawd 
Colonel Seaton's eolumn, and was actively engaged 
in the battle at Gungeeree cm the 14th idem, and 
again on the 17th near Subawur against the same, 
body of rebels. On .-ime 27fch December he returned 
to Meerut.

the 14<th idem, and joined General Penny’s column. 
On the 24th April he reached Futtehgurh with General 
Penny’s column. Was in the engagement at Kukralah 
on the 30th April, when General Penny was killed, 
and the command of the column devolved upon Colonel 
Jones. On the 5th May was present at the action 
with the rebels close to the Bareilly Cantonments, 
when they attacked the forces under the Commander- 
in-Chief and General Jones. Mr. Wilson had the 
satisfaction of recovering from the Zemindars, and in 
other ways, eighteen Christians in the Bareilly District, 
making in all sixty-four Christians, Rohileund refugees, 
from first to last, rescued through him and those asso¬ 
ciated with him in the work. 

For his intrepid and energetic conduct, vide notes of 
Mr. J. C. Wilson’s services, No. 198. 

Dr. Cannon served at Meerut as a Volunteer, and fought 
the rebels gallantly on the 17th July 1857 at the 
village of Busadh, and on the 18th idem at Burouth. 
On the 22nd of the same month he was with the 
force at Gurhee, when that rebel village was punished. 

Mr. Greathed was. Commissioner of Meerut when the 
mutiny broke out. He was selected by the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor, North-Western Provinces, to be Civil 
Commissioner with the Delhi Field Force, in which 
capacity he rendered eminent service during the whole 
period of the siege. . He died of eholera shortly after 
the assault.

On tlie night of'the 10th May 1857/during/the out* 
break at Meerut, Mr. Furnell heroically devoted- him¬ 
self to the rescue of several parties of Europeans, 
who, but for his timely aid, would have been mas¬ 
sacred* He performed these gallant deeds at very 
great personal risk. Major Williams considers the 
gallantry of this officer to merit “ no less distin¬ 
guished a reward than the Victoria Cross.” On the 9th 
July 1857, Mr. Furnell was the first to mount the roofs 
of the fort at Seekree, which was gallantly carried with 
the aid of Mr. Dunlop, Mr. Ndthall, and others. About 
the end <5f November 1857 was actively engaged 
against the rebels in the Pergunnah of Futuabad with 
100 Sikh sowars. 

Mr. Cohen and his grandsons assisted and kept in their 
house Colonel Kuyvett, Lieutenant Procter, Adjutant 
Gambier, Lieutenant Holland, of the 38th Native In¬ 
fantry, Lieutenant Vibart, of the 54th Native Infantry, 
Lieutenant Wilson, Artillery, Lieutenant Salkeld, 
Engineers, Mr. Marshall, Merchant of Delhi, Captain 
Forrest and family, and Dr. Batson, of the 74th Native 
Infantry. Has been rewarded.

with a view of preserving order and keeping open the 
communications between Agra and Meerut. On the 
30th June, Mr. "Watson's party completely defeated a 
body of Mewatees and other Mahomedans of the city 
of Coel, numbering from 500 to 1,000 strong. Mr. 
Watson afterwards died of cholera at Agra. 

On the 20th August 1857 was sent from Agra with a 
force under Major Montgomery to succour Hattrass, 
supposed to be threatened by Ghous Khan. This 
force occupied Hattrass on the 21st, and on the 24th 
idem attacked and defeated the rebels under Ghous 
Khan near Coel. After the action of the 10th Octo¬ 
ber 1857 at Agra, Coel was reoccupied on the 19th 
by a European force, Mr. Cocks again being deputed 
as Special Commissioner. Mr. Cocks was one of the 
Agra Volunteers who continued with the late Mr. 
Watson from the 26th May to the 2nd July 1857 
(see Notes of Mr. Watson's services. No. 242). Mr. 
F. Williams, the Commissioner of the Meerut Divi¬ 
sion, says — u The district of Allygurh was separated 
from the Meerut Division and placed under a Special 
Commissioner, and not restored till order had been 
re-introduced by Mr. Cocks, who took charge of the 
district, and nobly held it.”

The services of 
these zemindars (seven in number) are fully stated in 
the Statement of loyal Natives, Nos. 160 to 166. The 
near approach of the Neemuch rebel force compelled 
. Mr. Parsiek to fly to Agra. 

Early in J[une 1857, he raised a body of Volunteer 
'Horse, numbering sixty men, for the safety of the 
civil lines, and was afterwards attached to the Com- 
mander-in-Chiefs Camp as Civil Commissioner. 

These gentlemen composed the Agra Volunteer Horse 
raised by Mr. C. Raikes early in June 1857. Thirty- 
three of them were engaged in the action of the 5th 
July 1857 at Shahgunge.

May 1857, the Volunteers arrived at 
Khundowlee and went to Hattrass to effect the re¬ 
lease of Messrs. Booth, Saunders, and party in durance 
at Mnlloee Factory; this was effected on the 29th. 
Allygurh was occupied by them the same day, Mr. 
Watson, the Magistrate, accompanying them, and 
some degree of order was established at that station. 
On the 1st June the Volunteers made a successful 
attack on Khyr, a town fourteen miles west of Ally¬ 
gurh, and returned to the station the same day. 
Daring the first half of June, Mr. Watson and the 
Volunteers continued at Allygurh and its neighbour¬ 
hood, making demonstrations continually in different 
directions, with a view of preserving some semblance 
of order, and keeping open the communications be¬ 
tween Ag^a and Meerut; they had continually to be 
on the alert, as well to avoid surprise by district rebels, 
as also by rebel troops who were passing continually 
up the Trunk Road en route to Delhi. From about 
the middle of June, the Magistrate, with the Volun¬ 
teers, made the ruined Indigo Factory at Mudroc, 
situated about seven miles from Allygurh on the 
Agra road, their head-quarters. About the 21st of 
June, the Lieutenant-Governor recalled most of the 
Volunteers to Agra ; there then remained with Mr, 
W atson eleven gentlemen only. Of these, ten are 
marked thus* in the column of names, the 11th 
was Mr. Qutrara of the Civil Service, not before 
mentioned. On the 30 th June 1857 this small party, 
under Mr. Watson, charged and completely routed a

force of from 500 to 1,000 rebels (Mewatees and 
otter Mahomedans of the City Coel), who had boast¬ 
fully declared they would fix the heads of the 
Europeans on the city states before night. Some 
fourteen of the rebels were killed. On the 1st July 
Mr. Watson retired to Iglas, from thenee he went 
with his party to Agra, being compelled to leave the 
district on the advance of the Neemuch mutineers, 
and the mutiny of the two bodies of Gwalior troops 
stationed at Hattrass and Sasnee. Mr. Cocks, the 
Special Commissioner, specially brought to the notice 
of the Governor-General tae names of Messrs. Doyle, 
Blackburn, Catania, White, Carrol, Polites, and 
O’Connor (afterwards killed). He says — 1 “ N o veteran 
Dragoons could have mown greater contempt for 
danger, or more anxiety to press to the front, when 
an enemy was to be «en " For “ gallant services” 
performed by these Volunteers after their recall to 
Agra, see preceding note. 

Memo, —Mr. P. Saunders obtained the services of 
these volunteers, about the 25th May 1857, for 
the relief of the Euvrpeans (men, women, and children) 
above referred to, yho were beleagured in the Factory 
of Mulloee. On tuo 26th idem Lieutenant Greathed 
assumed eommani of this party by Mr. Colvin’s

inhabitants j went to Kosee, Chuttah, Ryab, Saidabad, 
&c.; had several narrow escapes; was compelled to fly 
to Agra about the 5th of July 1857, disguised in 
Native costume; returned to Muttra on the 1st Nov¬ 
ember with Colonel Cotton's column, and continued 
there till the end c£ December. 

Mr. Churcher was one of the residents of the station, 
who made a most gallant and successful resistance for 
seven days in the fort at Futtehgurh, which was 
eventually evacuated ’by them on the 4th July 1857. 
Mr- Churcher was one of those who escaped the 
massacre, and was protected by R^ja Hurdeo Buksh. 

Mr. Jones was, likewise me of the gallant defenders of 
the fort at*Futtehgurh, and was protected afterwards 
by Raja Hurdeo Buksh. 


These bVave men, together with several Military Officers, 
made a most gallant and successful resistance for 
seven (also stated to be nine) days in the fort at 
Futtehgurh, which was finally evacuated by them on 
the 4th July 1857. They were all ultimately massacred.

The news of the outbreak at Meerut reached Mynpoory 
on the 12th May 1857, and Mr. Power, with the 
assistance of Rao Bhowanny Sing, commenced enlist¬ 
ing Chowhon Thakoors in the hopes of being able to 
resist attack. The outbreak at Mynpoory occurred 
on the 23rd May, and Mr. Power, after placing the 
Government treasure, amounting to nearly three lakhs 
of Rupees, in the Mynpoory Raja J s Port, left the 
station on the 29th June when it could no longer be 
defended. v>

June. From Agra he made arrangements for the 
protection of the city of Etawah, and continued to 
do so unceasingly till the 30th December 1857, on 
which date he obtained the Chief Commissioner's 
authority to return to his district. He served at the 
right half Battery at the battle of the 5th July 1857 
at Agra. The same night he was told off to No. 6 
Battery, where he was on guard for several nights till 
laid up with cholera. He reoccupied Etawah on the 
6th January 1858; from that date till the end of June 
he was actively engaged against the rebels in various 
parts of the district. 

Received charge of the district on the 2nd July 1858. 
Was actively engaged against the rebels on the 8th 
idem at Ajeetmui; on the 11th at Ramnuggur, and 
about the 7th August at Joheeka; on the 13th August 
at Nunree; between the 28th August and 5th Septem¬ 
ber was at the taking of the very strong fort of 
Bhurrey, and.on the 6th September was at the attack 
and taking of Chukkernuggur. 

Contributed to the restoration of order in the district. 
He was present in every engagement and always to 
the front. Mr. Hume considers this officer to be de¬ 
serving of prominent mention. 

On the 19th May 1857, accompanied the Magistrate in 
order to secure a number of the 3rd Cavalry mutineers 
who were stopped at Juswuntnuggur. He behaved 
gallantly on this occasion, but was shot through the 
face. 

On the 22nd May 1857, when it was arranged to send 
the European residents of. the station across the 
Jumna to Burprorah, Mr. Parker remained with Mr. 
Hume, the Magistrate, to ensure the due custody of 
the treasure, and the preservation of order and peace. 
When the mu^idfeers attacked the Treasury, Messrs. 
Hum^ warier fell back on Burprorah. On the 21st 
.April 1858, Mr. Parker and others joined Mr. Hume 
in a reeonnoissance at Ajeetmui and did good services.

During the first week of June 1857, these residents of 
Jhansie, especially the Covenanted Officers, strained 
every effort for the preservation of order and the 
safety of their lives (some of them had their families 
and other relatives with them), but all were most trea¬ 
cherously and barbarously murdered under the Tegime. 
usurped by the Ranee of Jhansie. 

On the 6th June, Captain Dunlop and Lieutenants 
Campbell and Turnbull were shot down in canton¬ 
ments by the mutineers. The Quarter-Master-Ser¬ 
geant and his family were killed in the lines, and 
Lieutenant Taylor shot at the fort gate. 

On the 7th June, Mr. Scott and the two Purcells were 
sent to the Ranee by Captain Skene to request protec¬ 
tion. They were sent by her to the lines of the 
mutineers, where they were put to death. Ou the 
same day, Mr. T. Andrews left the fort, and was seized 
and killed by the Ranee’s own servants at the palace 
door. 


The fort was attacked on the 7th and 8th June, but 
the _ garrison fought heroically and repulsed the 
assailants. 


On the 8fch June, Lieutenant Powys was mortally 
i wounded, and Captain Gordon was shot through the

head; the latter officer was the u life and soul of the 
garrison,” and his loss had a very injurious effect on 
the survivors. The garrison surrendered on being most 
solemnly assured that their lives would be spared ; they 
were immediately taken prisoners, taken through 
the town and brutally massacred just outside the 
city walls. 


Took charge of the Chundeyree District from Lieute¬ 
nant Hamilton on the 7th June 1857, and found the 
district in great disorder. 

On the mutiny of the detachment of Native troops at 
Lullutpoor, Captain Gordon and the other Europeans 
at the station, left the station, and after being de¬ 
tained for some time by the Rajas of Banpoor and 
Shahgurh eventually reached Saugor. 

About the 19th January, Captain Gordon was appointed 
to act as Deputy Commissioner at Nursingpoor, and 
in March 1858, with Lieutenant Walton of the 28th 
Madras Native Infantry, he took the rebels under 
Mirbhan Singh and Delun Shah by surprise in the 
jungles and killed a great many of them.

small party, attacked and beat a large body of rebels 
at Hindorah. On the 25th July Captain Pinkney 
returned to Jubbulpoor (where he was appointed to 
take charge of the Judge's Office), having been re¬ 
lieved at Dumoh by Lieutenant Nembhard. About 
the 19th January 1858, he was appointed to Jhansi 
as Superintendent. On the 1st of March he joined 
General Rose's force and was present at the capture 
of Malthone and the Muddunpoor pass in the Saugor 
District (at which latter place he had a horse killed 
under him), and again at the defeat of Tantia on the 
1st April. W'as present at the taking of Jhansie on 
the 3rd April, at Koonch on the 7th May, and at 
Calpee on the 23rd idem. 

The GeneraPs admirable operations enabled Captain 
Pinkney to recover possession of the districts of 
Chundeyree, Jhansie and Jaloun. Captain Pinkney 
was^ in numerous affairs with the enemy and always 
in tne van. . He has been justly and well rewarded 
for his public conduct as a Civilian in being made 
Commissioner of Jhansi. 

On the 20th October 1857, Captain Ternan, with some 
Police, accompanied by a detachment under command 
of Captain Woolley of the 28th Madras Native 
infantry, marched to Sunkul, opposite Heerapoor, to 
oppose Mirbhan Sing, who occupied a small fort 
commanding the village. The rebels were dispersed 
with loss. About the 17th November, Captain 
Ternan, along with Captain Woolley's detachment, 
was on the north of the Nerbudda on the Saugor

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road, and co-operated with a detachment nnder 
Captains Roberts and Mayne: their operations were 
most successful, clearing that part of the country 
of rebels, and finally destroying Gumjun Sing, a rebel 
Malgoozar of note, and nearly all his followers. In 
this affair Captain Ter nan behaved with distinction. 
On the 28rd November, these troops marched upon 
Singpoor, held by the rebel Dilgunjuu, w ho was 
seized by Captain Ternan and hanged. On the 7th 
December 1857, Captain Woolley’s detachment, 
along with Captain Ternan, forced the passage of the 
Sonar River, which was held by about 1,500 men under 
Devee Sing Goomtea and other leaders. Captain 
Woolley arrived on the 10th at Cheerapoor, where the 
rebels had been in force, but fled. Captain Ternan 
took a small party, searched them out and captured 
the whole of their camp equipage including Govern¬ 
ment tents, as well as one 4-pounder gun and nu¬ 
merous wall pieces, jinjals, &e. This completely set¬ 
tled the Bargee Pergunnah of Jubbulpoor and Seonee. 
Between the 12th and 15th January 1858, Captain 
Ternan, with a detachment (including two companies 
of Captain Woolley’s 28th), advanced by forced 
marches against the rebels, who had attacked Tendoo- 
khera to the north of the Nerbudda and captured 
some rebels. Captain Ternan shot three himself. This 
cleared the Chourpatta Pergunnah of all the rebels 
of any consequence. 

About the 19th January 1858, Captain Ternan was 
appointed as Deputy Commissioner of Jaloun. Captain 
Ternan joined General Rose's force, and on the 3rd 
March 1858 was present at the capture of Malthone 
and the Muddunpoor Pass in the Saugor District.

At the breaking out of the mutiny, Mr. Gubbins, acting 
in subordination to Mr. Tucker, the Commissioner, 
was mainly instrumental by his firmness and judgment 
in maintaining order in the city and district. He 
quelled a rising of the prisoners in jail, and though 
Judge of the district, freely rendered his valuable 
services in an executive capacity wherever they were 
most required. Mr. Gubbins is now Commissioner of 
the Division. 

Contributed by his coolness and presence of mind to the 
preservation of order, stood forward with Mr. Gubbins, 
the Judge, to prevent senseless panics and the aban¬ 
donment of the station ; was occupied in patrolling the 
city, reassuring the timid and cowing the turbulent.

He accompanied the Goorkhas throughout the cam¬ 
paign, and while exhibiting great gallantry in the field 
was most indefatigable in the performance of his duties. 

Showed great energy, zeal and determination ; took 
charge of the Trans-Gangetic pergunnahs and remain- 
i ed there unsupported, when most Europeans did not 
like to live in a house by themselves; and by his 
presence kept the country quiet. Was indefatigable 
in assisting to lay daks for European soldiery hurrying

He also did good service in the Azimgurh District by 
accompanying the military in all expeditions, and dis¬ 
played both goal, energy and gallantry.

From September 1857 to Febru¬ 
ary 1858 he was in the Jounpoor District doing duty 
of a soldier as well as Civilian. He accompanied the 
Goorkhas throughout the campaign, exhibited great 
gallantly in the field, and was most indefatigable in 
the performance of his duties. 

An act of no common heroism on the part of Mr. Jen¬ 
kinson is prominently recorded. Seeing some am¬ 
bushed sepoys at Benares aiming at Messrs. Gubbins 
and others, Mr. Jenkinson, who was on horseback, at 
once reined back his horse, covering with his own 
body his companions in danger. 

From September 1857 to February 1858 he was doing 
the duty of a soldier as well as Civilian. He accord 
panied the Goorkhas throughout the campaign and 
exhibited great gallantry in the field. He was most 
indetatigable in the performance of his duties. 

They accompanied the authorities on their return to 
Jounpoor and then shared in the whole of the subse¬ 
quent Goorkha Campaign without receiving any salary 
or support from Government. 

Was the only person who refused to abandon the station 
in the panics that occurred in the months of June and 
July 1857, when all the other officers and European 
residents fled to Chunar. Mr. Tucker headed many 
expeditions against the enemy in which he exhibited 
great gallantry.

On the 15th Decern^ 
ber, after disarming Holkaris troops, he made over the 
charge of the Residency to Sir Robert Hamilton. 

Was in an isolated position at Maunpoor when the 
troops at Mhow mutinied. Had to retire to the hills 
for a few days; but he afterwards returned to Maun¬ 
poor and exerted himself to open the postal communi¬ 
cation with Bombay.

peans, provided them with conveyances and an escort 
of his Body-guard^ and advised them to fly to Agra. 
The escort proved faithless at a critical moment, but 
fortunately a Thakoor, named Buldeo Singh, who was 
indebted to Major Maepherson's mediation for some 
favors which his tribe had received from Seindia, un¬ 
expectedly made his appearance, and leading the fugi¬ 
tives by bye-paths conducted them to the banks of 
the Chumbul. On the other side of the river, the 
Rana of Dholepoor received them hospitably and sent 
them to Agra. From that time till he was able to 
return to Gwalior Major Macpherson maintained a 
constant correspondence with Seindia encouraging 
and advising him. 

On the 10th October 1857, Major Macpherson was 
present with Colonel Greathed's Column at the fight 
at Agra, in which the Indore and Mhow rebels were 
defeated. On the 17th May 1858, he was with Colonel 
Riddeirs Force in the affair at Shairghur Ghat. On 
the 3rd May he was with Colonel Maxwell's Column, 
when it bombarded the Fort of Calpee. On the 10th 
June he was with Sir H. Rose's force at the capture 
of the Morar Cantonment of Gwalior; and he was also 
at the fight which began at Kotah-kee-Serai, and 
ended in the taking of Gwalior on the 19th June 1853- 

Joined Brigadier Stuart's Force at Edulabad in July 
1857, and by his exertions greatly facilitated its move¬ 
ments. Was present at the capture of Dhar. When 
the column was about to advance from Dhar, Captain 
Keatinge was directed by Colonel Durand to proceed 
to Rutlarn, and to bring into active co-operation 
the troops of Rutlam, Sillana and Jowrah.

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On the 5th .June 1857, Lieutenant Osborne left Mirza- 
poor for Rewah*. Posted the troops of the Rewah 
Raja at different passes. On learning that the Sirdars 
who had marched with Colonel Hiude to oppose the 
Dinapoor mutineers had shown a rebellious spirit, 
Lieutenant Osborne and the Raja joined the camp 
and arranged matters, hut not without some difficulty.

rnen .i! T1 m the ^ Ian( kgurh Fort to oppose their cross¬ 
ing he ionse river. After the mutiny at Nagode, 
the lives of the British Officers at Rewah beirn* in 
danger, Lieutenant Osborne sent them away to our 
own provinces. He himself, having considerable 
m iience over the Raja and some of the Sirdars, re¬ 
mained at his post. On the 8th October Lieutenant 
Usborne s bungalow was attacked by -2,500 men. He 
haa with him only eighty men, and of these he had to 
disarm thirty. The Raja went to the spot, but was un¬ 
able to drive off the rebels. Lieutenant Osborne, 
however, was joined by one of the Rewah Sirdars, 
who actively co-operated with him. Hearing that 
•ini troops were advancing, the rebellious Sirdars 
withdrew their men and asked for pardon, which, for 
reasons of policy, Lieutenant Osborne granted. When 
the Chiei of Bijeeragogurh and others openly rebelled, 
lieutenant Osborne accompanied the force under 
Colonel Hmde, and was present at the taking of 
Lunchunpoor, Jeorah, Myhere, Jokve, and Bijeeragoo- 
gurh. As the force advanced, police and dak chowkies 
were re-established, garrisons were placed in the cap- 
tured forts, and parties were stationed along the road, 
-n May, Lieutenant Osborne accompanied Colonel 
innde to the hvagoae District, and was present at the 
taking of the fort of a refractory Obareedar.

On the 28th June 1857 when the prisoners at Nagode 
broke loose and seized the arms of their guard; Mr. 
Coles galloped into cantonments, and meeting twenty- 
two of them compelled them,wi th the aid of the jail peons, 
to return towards the jail. On an escort of the 50th 
Native Infantry arriving, they were safely secured. 
When the 50th Native Infantry mutinied on the 16th 
September, Mr. Coles retired to Punnah. Ten days 
after he was again at his post carrying on his duties 
as usual and organizing a police force to take the 
place of the 50th Native Infantry. <( Without a 
European near him” (says Lieutenant Osborne) “ sur¬ 
rounded by rebels, he evinced an amount of determina¬ 
tion and courage that elicited my warmest admiration. 
Though ill he continued it his post.” 

Was in charge of the Bundelkhundv Agency throughout 
the rebellion, and was present at Nagode, when the 
50th Regiment, Bengal Native Infantry, mutinied. In 
April 1858, Major Ellis joined the Saugor field Force 
under Major-General W;hitlock at Punnah, and was 
present in the actions at Jheejan,, Kiibrai, and Banda. 

After the mutiny at Nowgong, lyfr. Carne took refuge 
in Chirkaree. ™ He remained at his post throughout 
the siege of Chirkaree, encouraging the remnant of the 
Raja's troops to continue jftj;m, after the greater por¬ 
tion of them had joined the mutineers, and when all 

hopes of assistance ;.had ceased, and ultimately 

quitted it only when the Raja had abandoned all in¬ 
tention of further resistance, and when his remaining 
would have only impeded the Raja's negotiations with 
the mutineers ” 


He was Acting Agent when the mutinies broke out, and 
continued to officiate throughout. He exerted himself 
to assure the minds and preserve the loyalty of the 
Native Chiefs, and to render assistance to the columns 
employed in the Rajpootana Sfcates to restore tranquil-'

He was appointed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor, North-Western Provinces, Bri¬ 
gadier-General in command of the forces in Rajpoot- 
ana, and held that command till March 1858, when 
he was succeeded by Major-General Roberts. Briga¬ 
dier Lawrence was present at the capture of Kotah! 

5,000 of the Jeypoor troops towards 
Muttra and Goorgaon, rescued several Europeans in 
the latter district, and punished the Meywatties. The 
troops becoming disaffected, formed a design of mur¬ 
dering him, but the precautions taken by the loyal 
Sirdars and the fearless bearing of Captain Eden 
overawed them. At. Jeypoor Captain Eden distin¬ 
guished himself by his force of character, energy, and 
prudence. The Maharaja placed implicit confidence 
, hlm - The Agent speaks of him “ as the most able 
Political Officer within this Agency, attributing to 
his ability, judgment and energy, almost entirely, the 
peace which has reigned throughout Jeypoor .” 

Wasat.Bhurtpoor at a critical time, “remained manfully 
at his post" under great personal risk. “ For his 
courage and tact" says the Agent, he deserves the 
thanks of Government. In July 1857 he went to 
Agra, thence to Ajmere. Was appointed to officiate 
as Political Agent at Jodhpoor, and afterwards as 
Political Agent at Harowtee, in which capacity he 
accompanied the Agent to Kotah, and was enabled by 
his “ local knowledge and experience” to render valu¬ 
able assistance.

Was on deputation as Settlement Officer at Bhurtpoor 
when the mutiny broke out. At great personal risk 
commanded the Bhurtpoor troops up to the time of 
their defection, after which he became Extra Aid-de- 
Camp to the Lieutenant-Governor, and was placed at 
the head of the Intelligence Department. On the 
9th July was appointed to officiate as Political Agent 
at Bhurtpoor. His “ energy, tact and courage” in 
maintaining tranquillity in that territory have been 
“ very conspicuous,” and the Agent hopes he may be 
recommended for a Brevet Majority. 

Despatched 2,000 Jodhpoor troops and six guns to 
Beawur and Ajmere on the 22nd May 1857. In 
September, having incautiously approached the rebels 
at Awal\ misled by their bugles, he was shot down. 
Was “indefatigable in the discharge of his duties.” 

Marched with the troops of Kotah, Boondee and Jhal- 
lawur into Neemuch on the 6th June 1857, after the 
mutineers had left that station, and held it with their 
aid till the 18th July, when they were relieved by a 
detachment from Nusseerabad. When the Maharao 
of Kotah began to lose his confidence in his troops. 
Major Burton retired to Neemuch, and remained 
there till the 15th September, when the Maharao 
sent a Vakeel to take him back. On the 18th 
October the Agency house was attacked by the 
Kotab people. Major Burton and his sons, after 
gallantly defending themselves for four hours, were 
slain. Their bodies were buried by the Maharajah 
orders, and were re-interred after the taking of Kotah 
by the Chaplain to the British force. The surviving 
sons have been provided for by Government. 

On the 23rd May 1857 was deputed by the Agent to 
accompany a Light Field force from Deesa to Nus¬ 
seerabad. In July went to Deolee after that station 
had been plundered by the Neemuch mutineers, and 
raised a corps of 800 Meenas to supply the place of 
the Kotah Contingent, dealing with that wild race in 
a discreet and conciliatory manner.

Retumep to Neemueh on the 4th June, immediately 
after the mutineers had left that station and re-estab¬ 
lished the civil government there. Had the entire 
management of the garrison of Neemueh when that 
place was besieged by the Mundisore rebels. 

Assisted Captain Lloyd in re-establishing the civil 
government at Neemueh after the mutineers had left 
that station on the 4th June 1857. 

Pursued the Neemueh mutineers with Meywar troops 
as far as Jehazpoor. 

Was in a critical position at Kherwarra, the " isolated 
station” of the Meywar Bheel Corps. Surrounded by 
“ thousands of hostile Bheels and embarrassed by the 
presence at the station of the disaffected Bhoomia 
Chiefs and their Mukarnee and Wullaytee followers, 
whose “ apparently friendly aid” it would have been 
impolitic to reject, he nevertheless preserved peace by 
his “ temporizing and conciliatory policy.” He 
soothed the Chief of Saloombur, bound down the 
Rawut of Jowass “by the most solemn oaths” to 
keep the peace, and dispersed the hostile Bheels. 

Rendered “ effective aid” to Captain Brooke, and was 
very useful to the Neemueh refugees at Oodeypoor. 


Led the Biekaneer troops who were co-operating with 
General Van Cortlandt in Sirsa, Hissar, and Hansi.

iptain H. It. James, the Deputy Commissioner* was 
officiating as the Chief Commissioner's Secretary when 
the mutiny broke out. Shortly afterwards he voluntarily 
relinquished the advantages of that post and returned 
to Peshawur, to enable Lieutenant-Colonel Nicholson 
to assume command of the Moveable Column. As 
Officiating Secretary a^d subsequently as Deputy 
Commissioner, he performed good service. On several 
occasions he conducted very successful expeditions in 
the field. 

Major J. R. Beeher, as Deputy Commissioner of Hazara, 
held a very difficult charge, to which he prov&f him¬ 
self fully equal. He displayed much resolution, tact, 
and judgment. 

Captain Henderson preserved the peace of the difficult 
district o| Kohat, and his arrangements throughout 
this trying time gave much satisfaction. 

The Chiif Commissioner's acknowledgments are due to 
the Commissioner, Mr. G. C. Barnes, for the good 
management whereby he kept the Seikh Chiefs firm 
to their allegiance, and secured their active co-opera¬ 
tion, for the manner in which he preserved order 
and facilitated the passage of troops and materials. 

Mr. 6. M. Ricketts distinguished himself bv the 
vigor with which he controlled the disaffected city of 
Loodianah, and the spirited manner in which be 
opposed the passage of the rebels at the Sutlej.

Mr. I*. D. Forsyth at Umballa, and Major Marsden at 
Ferozepoor, also signalized themselves by the discharge 
of multifarious and pressing duties in districts of 
peculiar difficulty. 

Mr. A. A, Roberts, the Commissioner, evinced consider¬ 
able prudence, temper and activity, and rendered 
much assistance to Brigadier-General Nicholson in 
the operations against the Sealkofce mutineers. 

Mr. F. Cooper, the Deputy Commissioner of Umritsur, 
distinguished himself in the capture of the mutineers 
of the 2ofch Native Infantry. 

The Chief Commissioner's Military Secretary, Lieutenant- 
Colonel J. D. Macpherson, rendered valuable assistance 
throughout the crisis. The labours of Colonel Mac¬ 
pherson in the organization of the new regiments and 
in the multifarious duties which devolved on him were 
incessant. His counsel as an experienced soldier was 
most useful. Since the outbreak of the mutiny there 
have, from first to last, been raised and organized 
eighteen new regiments of infantry, six of cavalry, be¬ 
sides many thousands of levies, horse and foot. On the 
1st May i858, just one year after the mutiny, the 
new force numbered upwards of 34,000, which with 
the previous numbers (20,000) make up an aggregate 
of 54,000 men. The details of this large force passed 
through Colonel Macpherson's hands. 

A force composed chiefly of new levies, two companies of 
the Mooltan Police Battalion, and a troop of mounted 
Police were hurriedly collected and placed under General 
Van Cortlandt, who had belonged formerly to the Seikh 
army and had served with Lieutenant-Colonel Edwardes 
in the second Punjab campaign, and was at this time 
Deputy Commissioner of Googaira. With this force 
General Van Cortlandt started to re-conquer Hurrianah.

After crossing the Sutlej, he received some assistance 
from the Maharaja of Puttiala and. Biekaneer. After 
beating the rebels on several occasions, he ultimately 
re-occupied these districts. Indeed, it is well known 
how successful General Yan Cortlandt was, and how, 
by his patience, temper and good management, he 
justified the trust that had been reposed in him. 

The Camel Train from Kurrachee to Mooltan was or¬ 
ganized most efficiently by Mr. H. B. E. Frere, the 
Commissioner of Sindh, and Major G. W. Hamilton, 
Commissioner of Mooltan. Major Hamilton also 
deserves much credit in respect to the Wagon Train 
from Mooltan to Lahore, whereby nearly all the re¬ 
inforcements of European troops have been brought 
up the country. 

The ability, courage, and good judgment of Colonel 
Davidson have been conspicuously shown on more than 
one critical occasion during the last two years, and 
it has been mainly owing to him that tranquillity has 
been preserved at Hyderabad and throughout the 
Nizam's territories. 

Has throughout the late crisis proved himself an officer 
of ability. On the Hyderabad Residency being 
attacked on the I7th July 1857, the Resident 
attributed, to the admirable police arrangements of 
this officer, the safety and preservation from plunder 
of the large and wealthy Residency bazaars.

Services of Civil Officers and others during the Muting and rebellion. 


The bloodshed, strife, and general disorganization consequent upon the 
mutiny of the Bengal army which declared itself two years ago, are drawn to 

a close. 

Here and there a few bands of turbulent and disaffected marauders still 
remain in arms, but there is no unity amongst the enemies of the State, and 
although the complete and universal security, which prevailed before the out¬ 
break, has not in all places returned, there is no part of the Queen’s Indian 
possessions to which civil government has not been restored. 

A day of solemn thanksgiving for this happy result has been appointed. 

2. This being so, it becomes my grateful duty to bring to the notice of 
Her Majesty’s Secretary of State the names of tho<e earnest devoted men by 
whose abilities, sound judgment, and unexampled labors the Civil authority of 
the British Government has been upheld or re-established. 

3. Although Civilians by profession, or holding for the time civil offices, 
the duties which they have performed, have been, for the most part, full of 
peril and toil. 

Only some few of them have been called on occasionally to take part in 
the operations of the army, and have thereby had the satisfaction of seeing 
honor done to their names in the Gazettes- of th§ day. But there are others 
who have been distinguished by conduct in front of an enemy which would 
make any army proud of them. 

They have organized levies aud led them; defended stations; kept in 
check large disaffected communities; reassured the wavering, and given con¬ 
fidence to the loyal. 

Many of them have in the service of the State carried their lives in their 
hands for months together. 

Their position has been such as to try not only their physical courage, but 
the judgment, intelligence, and self-reliance of each individual, and to keep 
these qualities unceasingly on the strain. 

4. The most anxious part of their long task is now at an end, and I con¬ 
fidently claim for them from Her Majesty’s Government the same respect, 
admiration, and gratitude as have been so deservedly bestowed upon their fellow 
laborers of the army. 

5. The returns which accompany this Minute show some of the services 
of those who have been most actively engaged, but very briefly and imperfectly. 

6. I will speak first of Bengal. 

The value of the seryices rendered by the late Lieutenant-Governor Mr. 
Halliday is as well known to the Home Government as to myself: with a 
charge of enormous extent and responsibility, and called upon to take a large 
share of the work by which troops and munitions of war were forwarded from 
Calcutta to other Local Governments, Mr. Halliday was the right hand of the 
Government of India for many months. The efficient aid given by Mr. Halli¬ 
day to the Government, the watchfulness and sound judgment which marked 
his advice in regard to affairs within his own jurisdiction, and the promptitude 
and completeness with which he carried out all the precautionary and defensive 
measures sanctioned by the Government of India, effectually checked the 
spread of rebellion in Bengal. And although in this Province' the people are 
for the most part less warlike and turbulent than those .of tipper. India, there 
are in it many dangerous centres of fanaticism, and many wida and not easily 




accessible tracts where an outburst of rebellion would have sorely cripph 
the small means at the disposal of Government, and where peace was to 
maintained more by good management than by show of force. 

As the head of the Government, I feel myself deeply indebted to Mr. 
Halliday for his most useful aid; and I confidently trust that the Secretary of 
State will not be forgetful of his services. 

7. Of the officers of the Bengal Government who have been brought to 
notice by Mr. Halliday, I wish to recommend to the favorable consideration of 
Her Majesty’s Government Mr. G. Yule, the Commissioner of Bhaugulpoor ; 
Mr. A Money, Magistrate of Shahabad and Gya, whose good service has already 
attracted the’notice of the Home Government; Mr. S. Wauchope, Commissioner 
of Police in Calcutta, who has had a most irksome and difficult post, and has 
discharged the duties of it fearlessly and excellently ; Mr. E. A. Samuells, the 
late Commissioner of Patna, and Mr. H. C. Wake, Magistrate of Shahabad. 

8. The following officers have also well deserved the notice of Her 
Majesty’s Government:—Mr. W. J. Allen, Member of the Board of Revenue, 
on deputation at Chera Poonjee; Mr. G. E. Cockburn, Commissioner of Cuttack; 
Mr. R. L. Mangles, Assistant in Shahabad; Mr. E. Jackson, the Superintend¬ 
ent of Supplies on the Trunk Road; Mr. C. Ballings, Sub-Deputy Opium 
Agent at Gya; Mr. E. B. Drummond, Magistrate of Purneali; Mr. E. 
MacDonell, Sub-Deputy Opium Agent iu Sarun ; Mr. E. Baker, Deputy Magis¬ 
trate of Sasseram; Mr. C. Carnac, Magistrate of Dacca; Mr. W. McDonell, 
Magistrate of Sarun, and attached to Sir E. Lugard’s column; Mr. J. D. 
Gordon, Assistant Magistrate of Julpigoree; Mr. W. Brodhurst, Magistrate of 
Shahabad; Mr. Garstin, Deputy Magistrate of Sasseram ; Mr. Boyie, Mr. R. 
DeCourcy, Mr. J. Cockburn, and Mr. J. Wernyss, gentlemen not connected 
with the Government, but who have given to it valuable aid; and Mr. J. 
Todhunter and Mr. W. McIntyre, both of the Telegraph Department. 

9. In respect of military officers in civil employ, I have to call to notice 
the excellent services of Captain Dalton^ Commissioner of Chota Nagpoor; 
of Lieutenant J. Graham, Assistant Commissioner in Palamovv; of Liautenaut 
Birch, Assistant Commissioner of Chota Nagpoor; Lieutenant R. Stewart, 
Superintendent of Cachar; and Lieutenant Stanton, Executive Engineer of 
the Grand Trunk Road at Sherghotty. 

10. Of the value of the assistance received from Mr. A. R. Young, 
Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Mr. Halliday has spoken forcibly. I 
can add nothing to what he has said on this head, but I have pleasure in con¬ 
firming it. 

11. I proceed to mention the services of the officers of the North-West 
Provinces. 

The lamented death of the late Lieutenant-Governor, Mr. Colvin, under 
the weight of his great and anxious labors was not only a heavy loss to the 
Government of India, but the cause of throwing upon many of its officers an 
unusual but unavoidable responsibilty. 

12. In the Central Provinces, the Government for some months availed 
itself most beneficially of the ability and energy of the Hon’ble Mr. J. P. 
Grant, then a Member of the Supreme Council, and now Lieutenant-Governor 
of Bengal, whose exertions contributed greatly to recall things to order. 

13. In the Upper Provinces, at Agra the Government was long cut off 
from regular communication with the Government of India, and during that 
time and subsequently, the experience and public spirit of Mr. E. A. Reade, 
Senior Member of the Board of Revenue, and when military authority became 
necessary, the zealous services of Colonel Eraser, who unhappily has not 
survived, were of great value. 

14. The Central and Upper Provinces were reunited from the beginning 
of 1858, when I assumed the government of the North-West Provinces at 

Allahabad. 





1-5. The pressure of the revolt upon these provinces was severer and 
longer than any other part of India, Oudh alone excepted; but whilst in Ouclh 
our Government was entirely swept away, in the North-West Provinces it 
retained its hold of many chief points of the country. These were held, single 
and isolated, in a sea of rebellion; and that this was possible is due to the 
indomitable courage, devotion to duty, and fertility of resources, which have 
marked the conduct of the officers of the civil service of India throughout this 
terrible time. 

They have been worthily aided and rivalled by military officers on detached 
employ, and by many gentleman not connected with the Government; but it 
is due primarily to the officers of the civil service that the land-marks of British 
authority throughout the districts of the North-West Provinces were not 
overborne in the flood. * w 

16. It is now my duty to recommend to the favorable consideration of Her 
Majesty’s Government the following officers :— 


Mr. J. Cracroft Wilson, Judge of Moradabad. I name this gentleman 
first, because he has the enviable distinction of having, by his own obstinate 
courage and perseverance, saved more Christian lives than any man in India. 
He, did this at the repeatedly J mini nent peril of his own life. He has since 
„left the service*of the Julian Government, and is retired to New Zealand, whi¬ 
ther I respectfully hope that the'favor of the Crown may follow him.

s* Mr. Henry ,CarreJPncker, late Commissioner, and Mr. Frederick B. Gubbins, 
'Judge (and now Commissioner) of Benares. The firmness, calmness, and excel¬ 
lent judgment of Mr. TV Gubbins in dealing with the great dangers which 
beset that city were most remarkable. Mr. C. J. Wingfield, Commissioner of 
Goruckpoor, since raised to the Chief Commissionership in Oudh, where therer' 
is a wider field for the exercise of his high qualities; Mr. A. H. Cocks, Judge 
of Mynpoorie; Mr. B. Sap to, Magistrate of Boolundshuhur; Mr. R. Alexander, 
Commissioner of Rohilcuud; Mr.**R. H. Dunlop, Magistrate of Meerut; Mr. 
F. O. Mayfie, Magistrate of Band'd! Mr. A. O. Hume, Magistrate of Etawah; 
Mr. J. fl. Box, Joint-Magistrate of Ghazeepoor; Major Erskine, Commissioner 
of Saugor; Major G. Williams, Commanding the Yolunteex*s, and afterwards 
head of the whole Police of the North-West Provinces; Major W. H. 
Greatbed, employed during the firstjrfonths of the mutiny upon most danger¬ 
ous - service, which he performed with excellent judgment and courage; Major 
H. RamSay, Commissioner of Kumaon, and Captain Pinkney, Commissioner of 
Jhansie. 


17. I would also, ifivite the notice of Her Majesty’s Government to the 
excellent services of -Mr. C. Chester, Commissioner of Allahabad, Mr. M. H. 
Court, Magistrate of Allahabad, Mr. G. F. Harvey, Commissioner of Agra, 
Mr. C. Raikes, Civil Commissioner in the Camp of the Commander-in-Chief, 
Mr. F. Williams, Commissioner of Meerut, Mr. 0. Daniell, Assistant Magis¬ 
trate at Etah, Mr. A. Lyall, Assistant Magistrate of Boolundshuhur, Mr. A. 
Shakespear, Magistrate of Bijnour, Mr. G. D. Turnbull, Judge of Meerut, Mr. 
M. B. Thornhill, Magistrate of Muttra, Mr. F. M. Lind, Magistrate of Benares, 
Mr. St. George Tucker, Magistrate of Mirzapoor, Mr. II. Yansittart, Officiating 
Judge of Agra$ the Hon’ble R. J. Drummond, Magistrate of Agra, Mr. G. 
Campbell,'Magistrate of Allygurh, Mr. J. Power, Magistrate of Mynpoorie, 
Mr. 11. H. Davies, Magistrate of Azimgurh, Mr. R. Spankie, Magistrate of 
Saharunpoor, Mr. A. R. Pollock, Joint-Magistrate of Benares, Mr. W. Probyn, 
Officiating Magistrate of Furruckabad, Sir T. Metcalfe, Assistant Magistrate 
at Delhi, Mr. C. B. Saunders, Magistrate of Moradabad, and till lately the very 
efficient Commissioner of Delhi, Mr. J. Campbell, Joint-Magistrate of Morad¬ 
abad,-Mr. R. M. Edwards, Joint-Magistrate of Mozuffernuggur, Mr. G. Palmer, 
Joint-Magistrate of Bijnour, Mr. F. Bird, Joint-Magistrate of Goruckpoor, 
Mr’. EL. Robertson, Assistant Magistrate at Saharunpoor, Mr. H. Willoek, As¬ 
sistant Magistrate at-Allahabad, Mr. L. Probyn, Assistant Magistrate at Ghazee¬ 
poor,'MY §• S. Melville, Assistant Magistrate at Boolundshuhur, Mr. A. L. 
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Phillips, Joint-Magistrate of Etaii, Mr. C. Jenkinson, Assistant Magistrate of 
Jounpoor, Mr. G. Ereeling, Joint-Magistrate of Aahngurh, Mr. J. Simson, 
Joint-Magistrate of Mirzapoor, Mr. C. Grant, Joint-Magistrate of Mozuffer- 
nuggur, Mr. G. Lane, Aoting Magistrate at Etawah, Mr. W. M. Low, 
Assistant Magistrate at Bareilly, and Mr. II. G. Iioss, Assistant Magistrate 
at Azimgurh. 

18. Of military officers in civil employ, notice is first due to Lieutenant- , 
Colonel Baird Smith, Superintendent of Roorkee; but this officer’s most signal 
services were rendered in a military capacity, and are already known and 
appreciated by Her Majesty’s Government. 

There are besides Captain Waddington, Deputy Commissioner of Mundla, 
Captain Ternan, Deputy Commissioner of Jaloun, Captain Drummond, Super¬ 
intendent of the Ganges Canal, Captain Read, Superintendent of Eorest 
Agency, Captain Maclean, Deputy Commissioner of Baitool, Lieutenant 
Pen ton, Deputy Commissioner of Chunderee, and Lieutenant Brownlow, Deputy 
Superintendent of the Jumna Canal. Lieutenant Eekford of the Mynpoorie 
Levy, and Lieutenant DeKantzow, whose service in the field has been partly 
under civil, partly under military, authority. 

19. Of gentlemen not in the covenanted service of the Indian Government, 
notice is claimed especially for Mr. P. Carnegy, Deputy Collector of Jounpoor, 
Mr. P. Saunders, and Mr. A. Tonnochy. 

20. The valuable services rendered by Mr. Dunne, Mr. Walewski, Mr. A. 
Walewski, Mr. Leggi, and Mr. D. Churcher and Mr. G. Jones, gentlemen upon 
whose aid the Government had no claim, are also deserving of the notice of 
Her Majesty’s Government. 

21. If it be thought that the number of officers whom I have brought 
to the attention of Her Majesty’s Government for distinguished service in the 
North-West Provinces is large, I beg that it may be remembered that the 
services have been rendered over a country of 73,000 square miles in area, and 
peopled by thirty millions of inhabitants, nearly every comer of which iu» been 
searched out by rebellion. 

22. It only remains for me as regards the North-West Provinces to 
bring before the Secretary of State the able and indefatigable services of the 
Secretary to the Government, Mr. W. Muir. They were rendered during the 
time when the Local Government was in my own bauds, and I cannot speak 
too highly of them. Mr. Muir had previously been entrusted by Mr. Colvin 
with the charge of the Intelligence Department at Agra. 

The Services of Mr. C. B. Thornhill, who acted as Secretary to the Govern¬ 
ment of Agra during the first nine months of the mutiny, and subsequently as 
Commissioner of Allahabad, also claim notice. 

23. In Central India the officers of Government were tried by great and 
long continued difficulties and danger. 

I desire to bring prominently before Her Majesty’s Government the very 
important services of the two distinguished men who have had charge of the 
affairs of Central India during that time. 

24. The first thanks of the Government are due to Lieutenant-Colonel 
Durand, C.B., who at the time of the outbreak was officiating as the Agent of 
the Governor-General. Colonel Durand’s conduct was marked by great fore¬ 
sight and the soundest judgment, as well in military as in civil matters. He had 
many points to guard, and the trustworthy force at his disposal was almost 
hopelessly small; but by a judicious use of it, and the closest personal super¬ 
vision of its movements, Colonel Durand saved our interests in Central India 
until support could arrive. 

25. In December 1857, Sir Robert Hamilton returned to Indore, and 
Colonel Durand resigned his charge. At the same time Sir Hugh Rose moved 
into Central India. 
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Throughout the campaign in that country, and through the hot season of 
858, Sir Robert Hamilton accompanied Sir Hugh Rose’s force to the Jumna 
id Gwalior, and was present in, several actions. By his thorough knowledge of 
ie Chiefs and people with whom he had to deal, and by the personal influence 
hich he has known»how to establish with them, he contributed largely to the 
apid movement and signal successes of the troops, and laid the ground-work of 
die general pacification of that part of India. 

2d. I recommend.to the favorable consideration of Her Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment the services of Major Alaepherson, Political Agent at Gwalior. Holding a 
post of great importance, far removed from his immediate superior at Indore, 
and often struggling against sickness, he has discharged his difficult duties with 
complete success. 

As also the very remarkable services of Captain 'Willoughby Osborne, 
Political Agent in Rewah. Pew servants of the Government have labored move 
courageously or successfully against difficulties of every kind to maintain the 
influence of the British Government and to repress disloyalty than this dis¬ 
tinguished young officer. . - 

27. Of other Political officers whose services in Central India deserve 
notice, there are Major Ellis, Political Agent in Bundelcund; Major N-iion, 
Political Agent at Bhurtpoor; Major Keatinge, Political Agent in Nimar; 
Lieutenant Hutchinson, lately Bheel Agent; Captain Gordon Gumming, 
Deputy Bheel Agent; Captain Shakespear, Pirst Assistant, Indore; and Mr. 
G. Coles, Assistant to the Political Agent in Rewah. 

28. In Rajpootana, I have to recommend to the favorable consideration 
of the Secretary of State the claims of Colonel George Lawrence, who has 
acted as Agent for the Governor-General throughout the disturbed times.. 

29. The services in those States of Major Eden, Political Agent in Jeypoor,' 
and now officiating for Colonel Lawrence, of Captain Lloyd, the Superintendent 
of h ee.much, and of Major Brooke, Commanding the Meywar Corps, well 
deserve the notice of Her Majesty’s Government. 

30. The difficulty of the position which the Resident at Hyderabad* 
Lieutenant-Colonel Davidson, has had to maintain is well known to the Horae 
Government. . I trust that favorable consideration may be given to the merits 
of this able officer, whose courage and good judgment have been conspicuously 
shown on more than one critical occasion during the last two years-.' 

31. Ho has been most efficiently aided by Major Briggs, the Military 
Secretary, and Captaiu Thornhill, the Pirst Assistant, to Clio former of whom 
the successful defence of the Residency was mainly due in 1857,, when its fall 
would have led to the rising of the whole Deccan. 

I beg to ask that the merits of these officers may not pass without notice. 

32. To Sir Richmond Shakespear the Government of India is indebted for 

the perfectly good understanding maintained with the Guicovvar and the 
Baroda Durbar, at a time when the disaffection and intrigues of the Mahrattas 
in Western India threatened to be most dangerous to our hold 'of that part of 
the country. It has given me pleasure to advance Sir R, Shakespear from his 
late post of Resident at Baroda to the more important charge of Central India; 
but I. would further ask that his good service may receive favorable consider¬ 
ation from the Queen’s Government. > * 

. *!'!• 01 the respective claims of the*' officers in^Nagpoor, I am unable to 

speak with sufficient certainty. The Commissioner has not yet furnished me 
with satisfactory means of doing so. ~ *L 

34. I now come to the large and important Province of the Punjab. 

The merits of the officers to whose courage and ability the preservation of 
that country is due, have been set forth by-their distinguished chief, Sir John 
Lawrence, with-a fullness which, leaves little to be added. ' 


Of what is due to Sii* John Lawrence himself no man is ignorant. Through 
him Delhi fell, and the Punjab no longer a weakness became a source of 
strength : and but for him the hold of England over Upper India would have 
had to be recovered at a cost of English blood and treasure, which defies cal¬ 
culation. It is difficult to exaggerate the value of such ability, vigilance, and 
energy at such a time. 

35. Next, but second to no man in his claim to the gratitude of his, 
country, is Mr. Montgomery, at that time Judicial Commissioner and now Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor of the Punjab. I know but one opinion of the value of his 
prompt, courageous, and firm counsels, tempered as they always have been with 
the soundest judgment and the most generous and modest spirit. Before lie 
received charge of the great government of the Punjab, I claimed the benefit 
of his experience and ability in the reorganization of Oudh. It is hard to say 
in which part of India he has best served the State. I shall have to spealc 
elsewhere of his services as Chief Commissioner of Oudh. Here it is. sufficient 
to say that they have largely enhanced his high reputation and his claim to 
the favor of the Government. 

36. The officers for whose services I solicit the favorable consideration 
of Her Majesty’s Government are Mr. Macleod, the Einancial Commissioner; 
Lieutenant Herbert Edwardes, the able and fearless Commissioner of Peshawar ; 
General Van Cortlandf, who with a small force of Police recovered and held 
Humana; Captain James, the Deputy Commissioner of Peshawur; Major 
Becher, the Deputy Commissioner of Hazara: Captain Bendersott in Kohat; 
Mr. G. C. Barnes, the experienced Commissioner of the Cis-Sutlej States; Mr. 
G. H. M. Ricketts, Deputy Commissioner at Loodiana, for whom 1 earnestly 
request that an error committed elsewhere in quieter times, may not be an 
obstacle to the acknowledgment of his remarkable service in the crisis of the 
Punjab’s danger; Mr. A. Roberts, the Commissioner of Lahore; Mr. E. Cooper, 
the Deputy Commissioner of Umritsur, who, I hope, will ho judged by his acts 
done under stern necessity, rather than by the narrative of them ; Lieutenant- 
Colonel Macpherson, Military Secretary; and Lieutenant-Colonel R. Lawrence, 
at first Captain of the Lahore Police, and afterwards Commanding the Kashmir 
Contingent; Mr. T. Eorsyth, Deputy Commissioner of Umballa, and Major 
Marsdeu, Deputy Commissioner of Eerozepoor. 

37. Sir John Lawrence has borne grateful testimony to the manner in 
which the officers of the Punjab of all grades did their duty. 

Major Hamilton, Commissioner of Mooltan, Captain Briggs, Captain 
Lewis, and Lieutenant Dobbin rendered service in the transport of troops and 
stores, which deserve special notice. 

38. There remains the Province of Oudh. 

In every part of this Province, except within the walls of the Residency 
in Lucknow, the Civil officers of the Government were killed at their posts, 
or escaped by concealment arid flight uuder the most trying difficulties. 

The civil Government was overwhelmed and swept away, and for the ten 
months following the outbreak of mutiny, the history of the Civil officers of the 
Province is comprised in the accounts of the siege, relief, and recovery of the 
seat of the Local Government in Lucknow. 

But there are some of the officers of Sir Henry Lawrence’s government, 
who still survive to bear testimony to the great qualities of their noble chief, 
and who have also had a share in the recovery of the Province, and in re-esta¬ 
blishing the administration. And there are those whose services in the Province 
began with the relief of the garrison on the recovery of the city. 

39. Mr. Martin Gubbins held the post of Einancial Commissioner of 
Oudh until the office was abolished on the reorganization of the Local Govern¬ 
ment. During a great part of the siege he had charge of the Intelligence 
Department, and his energy in the construction and superintendence of de¬ 
fensive works and in other respects were very praiseworthy, and call for the 
notice of Her Majesty’s Government. 



40. Mr. G. Couper held the office of Secretary fo the Chief Commis¬ 
sioner of Oudh. Sir «T. Inglis bears grateful testimony to the value of the aicl 
which he received lrom this able and zealous officer id military as well as civil, 
matters. M r. Couper*s services were very remarkable, and I strongly recom¬ 
mend him to the favorable consideration of Her Majesty’s Government. 

I also beg that the services rendered by Mr. W. Forbes, Deputy Commis¬ 
sioner, whose good service almost single-handed in the south-eastern border of 
Oudh was conspicuous, and by Major J. W. Carnegie, Deputy Commissioner, 
may be favorably considered. 

41. The services of the following officers should, I submit, receive the 
notice of Her Majesty’s Government:—Mr. S Martin, Deputy Commissioner; 
Captain Reid, Deputy Commissioner; Mr. C. Denison, on temporary service in 
Oudh; Captain H. Evans, Deputy Commissioner; Captain A. P. Orr, Deputy 
Commissioner; Mr. G. II. Lawrence, Deputy Commissioner; Mr. W. C. Capper, 
Deputy Commissioner, whose conduct in the garrison of the Residency has. 
been commended by Sir J. Inglis; Mr. Balmain, Deputy Commissioner; Lieute¬ 
nant E. Chamier, Assistant Commissioner; Mr. Kavanagh, Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner, whose courage at a most critical time of the siege has already won for 
him high reward ; Mr. It. M. King, Assistant Commissioner; Captain Thurburn, 
attached to General Walpole’s column, and since employed in Lucknow; and 
Captain Bunbury, formerly of the Intelligence Department, and afterwards in 
command of a police battalion. 

42. The valuable services of Major H. Bruce, Chief of the Police, have 
been recognized by Her Majesty’s Government. The officers of his corps have 
dune their duly admirably. Captain Chamberlain, Captain Boileau, and 
Captain Dawson have much distinguished themselves. 

48. Major L. Barrow has also received acknowledgment for his good 
services; but in addition to those which were rendered in the field, he has the 
credit of having discharged with great judgment the task of making settle¬ 
ments with the landholders. 

44. Of gentlemen not in the regular service of the Government, Mr. 
Schilling and Mr. Crank of the Martiniere College, Mr. Macrae, Civil Engi¬ 
neer, and Mr. Cameron deserve that their valuable exertions during the siege, 
to which General Inglis has already borne testimony, should not be passed 
over, although the service was military rather than civil. 

45. But it was to the Chief Commissioner of Oudh, Mr. Montgomery, 
that from the time when the reorganization of the Province began, the praise 
of directing and steadily advancing the work with scarcely a single check mai nly 
belonged. I cannot too warmly express my thanks for the service which he 
rendered to the State during the ten months for which the Chief Commission- 
ersliip was in his hands. 

46. There is one department of the civil government which, though esta¬ 
blished in Calcutta, has concern wit h all parts of Bengal, where troops are in the 
field or in movement—the Department of the Superintendent of Marine. 

The calls for exertion and watchfulness in this Department have been 
constant from the time when the transports with English troops began to airive 
in the river up to the present moment, when the despatch of supplies and stores 
by the inland steamers is only just slackening. 

To Mr. Howe in the first instance, and to Captain Rennie from the time 
when he took up his appointment at the beginning of 1858, great praise is due 
for the manner in which tbs duties of the office have been discharged. 

I trust that the services of these two officers will receive notice from Her 
Majesty’s Government. 

47. Lastly, I must request that due acknowledgment and honor be given 
to the gentlemen who during these times of difficulty and anxiety have dis¬ 
charged the onerous duties of the Secretariat of the Government of India, 
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48. As might be expected, the heaviest burden has, perhaps, fallen upon 
the Secretary to Government in the Military Department, Major-General Birch, 
-C.B. I cannot speak too highly of the ability and assiduity with which his 
work has been performed. Dor the clearness and precision with which he has 
conducted very complicated duties, and the hearty zeal wiih which he has given 
his days and nights to the extraordinary press of labor that has come upon, and 
still rests upon, his Department, he has my warmest thanks. 

. t Major Atkinson, the Under-Secretary in the same Department, had respon¬ 
sibilities thrown upon him during this year, when his superior was absent with 
me from Calcutta, which were much beyond the ordinary scope of his duties; 
and he discharged them in a manner which has given great satisfaction to the 
Government of India. 

49. The post of Secretary to the Foreign Department was filled up to the 
20th January 1859 by Mr. G. F. Ed monstone, now the Lieutenant-Governor of 
the North-West Provinces. I can give to this valuable servant of the Govern¬ 
ment no higher praise than to say that the performance of the duties which 
fell upon him, and which were heavily increased by the state of affairs that has 
prevailed in the many large and important districts superintended through the 
Foreign Office, has been exactly what might have been expected from, those 
who knew the character of his former service. It has been admirable, and I 
rejoice to have been able to mark my own sense of it, and my confidence in him 
by naming him to the highest office which the Governor-General of India in 
Council can bestow. 

Mr, Edmonstone has been zealously and indefatigably seconded by Mr. 
Robert Simson, the Under-Secretary of the Department, whose thorough know¬ 
ledge of his work has been of great value to the Government. 

60. The labor cf the Secretary to the Home Department, Mr. Cecil Beadon, 
has been rendered unusually heavy and anxious from the very commencement 
of the mutinies. Much work connected with transport by land and water and 
with the despatch of the Naval brigades, beginning with that under the late Sir 
W. Peel, was thrown upon his Department, and the efficiency witli which it 
was done, although for the most part of a very novel nature, lias been most cre¬ 
ditable to him. 

I desire to record my very high appreciation of the value of Mr. Beadon’s 
services. 

51. In the office of the Financial Secretary, Mr. Lusliington, the pressure 
of the times has been felt, especially of late. In his own Department and in 
those under its control, particularly in that of the Aecountaut-General, the 
Hon’ble Mr. Drummond, the business of Government has been zealously dis¬ 
charged. 

52, There remains the office of the Secretary iu the Department of Public 
Works. 

From the moment that it became certain that a vast increase of accommo¬ 
dation, temporary and permanent, for the English troops would be necessary, 
the labors of this office in prescribing the work and in directing and controlling 
the staff of Engineers engaged upon it have been greatly augmented. 

The staff has, for various reasons, been short-handed and there is no branch 
of the duties of the Government in which rapid and judicious actiou has 
been more necessary, and in which we have been compelled so constantly to 
have recourse to makeshifts and to make the best of imperfect means both in 
agency and materials. In surmounting these difficulties the intelligence and 
earnestness of Liejutenant-Colonel Yule have been the main help of the Gov¬ 
ernment, and the thanks, not only of the Governor-General in Council, but of 
the English army in Bengal, are well deserved by him.

with Narratives of events in Bengal, Rajpootana and Central India. 

2. Lists showing the names of Europeans, including Civil Officers, both 
Covenanted and TTncovenanted, Military Officers in civil employ, and private 
individuals who have distinguished tlu-mselves, or rendered good services to 
Government during the mutiny, are also herewith forwarded. We shall here¬ 
after send a list of Natives who have rendered good service, or have shown their 
loyalty to the British Government, during the same period. 

3. These lists contain the names of those who distinguished themselves 
in the Punjab, although the Narrative submitted by the late Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor has already been forwarded to England. No reports have been 
received from Nagpoor, nor has any report been received from Oude, the 
record of the' services of Civilians in that Province being comprised in the 
history of the siege of Lucknow. 

4. Several Military Officers who, when the mutinies broke out, were in 
Civil employ, and whose names consequently appear in the Narratives, have 
been omitted from the lists, in consequence of their having subsequently 
joined the force before Delhi, and performed military service. Other officers 
also are favorably mentioned in the Narrative, whose services have not been 
a sufficiently distinguished character to entitle them to a place in the 
lists. 

5. A return has been called for from the several local authorities show¬ 
ing the rewards which have been proposed for or granted,to Natives for loyalty 
and good service, which will be transmitted to Your Lordship as soon as it is 
complete.

Services of Civil Officers and others during the Mutiny and rebellion, 


I proceed to complete the Minute of the 2nd of July last, which was in 
some respects imperfect. 

2. Eirst as regards Oudh. 

A notice of the officers of the Civil Government and others who especially 
distinguished themselves in this Province, was sent by me to England in July, 
but was by accident omitted in the publication of the former Minute. I will 
therefore repeat it here. 














In every part of Oudh, except within the walls of' the Lucknow Reside 
the civil officers of the Government were killed at their posts, or escape* 
concealment and flight under the most trying difficulties. 

The Civil Government was overwhelmed and swept away, and for tin ten 
months following the outbreak of mutiny, the history of the civil officers of the 
Province is comprised in the accounts of the siege, relief, and recovery of the 
seat of the Local Government in Lucknow, which have already been submit¬ 
ted to Her Majesty’s Government. 

But there are some of the officers of Sir Henry Lawrence’s government, 
who still survive to bear testimony to the great qualities of their noble chief, 
and who have also had a share in the recovery of the Province and in re-estab¬ 
lishing the administration. And there are those whose services in the Province 
began with the relief of the garrison or the recovery of the city. 

3. Mr, Martin Gubbins held the post of Financial Commissioner of 
Oudh until the office was abolished on the re-organization of the Local Govern¬ 
ment. During a great part of the siege, he had charge of the Intelligence 
Department, and his energy in the construction and superintendence of defen¬ 
sive works and in other inspects were very praiseworthy, and call for the 
notice of Her Majesty’s Government, 

4. Mr. G. Couper held the office of Secretary to the Chief Commissioner 
of Oudh. Sir J. Inglis bears grateful testimony to the value of the aid which 
lie received from this able and zealous officer iu military as well as civil 
matters. Mr. Couper’s services were very remarkable, and I strongly recom¬ 
mend him to the favorable consideration of Her Majesty’s Government. 

I also beg that the services rendered by Mr. W. Forbes, Deputy Com¬ 
missioner, whose good service almost single-handed in the south-eastern border 
of Oudh was conspicuous, atid by Major J. W. Carnegie, Deputy Comrnis- 
siouer, may be favorably considered. 

5. The services of the following officers should, I submir, receive the 
notice of Pier Majesty’s Government:—Major Hutchinson, who, after taking 
an important, part in the military operations, was of signal service as a civil 
officer, and Military Secretary to the Chief Commissioner; Mr. S. Martin, 
Deputy Commissioner; Captain Reid, Deputy Commissioner; Mr. C. Denison, 
on temporary service in Oudh; Captain H. Evans, Deputy Commissioner; 
Captain A. P. Orr, Deputy Commissioner; Mr. G. H. Lawrence, Deputy 
Commissioner; Mr. VY. C. Capper, Deputy Commissioner, whose conduct in the 
garrison of the Residency has been commended by Sir J. Inglis; Mr. Balmain, 
Deputy Commissioner; Lieutenant E. Chamier, Assistant Commissioner; Mr. 
Kavauagh, Assistant Commissioner, whose courage at a most critical time of 
the siege has already won for him high reward; Mr. R. Moss King, Assistant 
Commissioner; Captain Thurburn, attached to General Walpole’s column, and 
since employed iu Lucknow; and Captain Bunburv, formerly of the Intelligence 
Department, and afterwards in command of a Police Battalion. 

6. The valuable services of Major PI. Bruce, Chief of the Police, hare 
been recognised by Her Majesty’s Government. The officers of his corps have 
done their duty admirably; Captain Chamberlain, Captain Boileau and 
Captain Dawson have much distinguished themselves. 

. 7. Major L. Barrow has also received acknowledgment for his good 
services; but iu addition to those which were rendered in the field, he has the 
credit of having discharged with great judgment the task of making settle¬ 
ments with the landholders. 

8. Of gentlemen not in the regular service of the Government, Mr. 
Schilling and Mr. Crank of the Martiniere College, Mr. McCrae, Civil Engi¬ 
neer, and Mr. Cameron deserve that their valuable exertions during the 
siege, to which General Inglis has already borne testimony, should not be 
passed over, although the service was military rather than civil. To these 
should be added Mr. F. Lincoln, Superintendent of th j Judicial Commis¬ 
sioner’s Office. 
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9. But it was to the Chief Commissioner of Outlh, Sir Robert 
Montgomery, that from the time when the re-organization of the Province 
began, the praise of directing and steadily advancing the work with scarcely 
a single check mainly belonged. I cannot too warmly express my thanks for 
the service which he rendered to the State in the ten months during which the 
Chief Commissioners!]ip was in his hands. 

10. I have next to refer to Nagpoor, a full report from this Province 
being now before me. 

The task which fell to the civil officers and others of the Local Govern¬ 
ment in Nagpoor was for the most part one of prevention and repression, 
rather than a struggle against open rebellion : but it was moat judiciously as 
well as promptly and vigorously performed, and to this is due that not even in 
the wild and remote parts of that Province were those fearful tragedies 
enacted of which other Provinces have been the scenes. Services which 
secured this result, are eminently deserving of praise. 

11. The officers of the Nagpoor Commission, whom I recommend to the 
favorable consideration of Her Majesty’s Government, are Mr. R. S. Ellis, 
Deputy Commissioner and Superintendent of Police, Captain C. Elliot, Deputy 
Commissioner, and Captain Crichton, Deputy Commissioner. 

The responsibilities which fell upon these officers in their respective 
dist ricts (Nagpoor, llaepoor, and Chanda) were very heavy, and were sustained 
with great courage and complete success. 

12. I also ask the favorable notice of Her Majesty’s Government for 
Major Snow, Deputy Commissioner; Lieutenant C. B. Lucie Smith, Assistant 
Commissioner; Mr. A. B. Ross, Assistant Commissioner; Lieutenant Cumber- 
lego, Personal Assistant to the Commissioner; Captain Reybot, Executive 
Engineer ; and Mr. Peter of the Telegraph Department. 

13. Mr. G. Plovvden, the head of the Nagpoor Commission, has the high 
credit of having been ready at all times to contribute from the small force at 
his disposal to the defence of his fellow-countrymen beyond his own Province. 
The cheerfulness with which Mi*. Plovvden not only complied with, but antici¬ 
pated the request from neighbouring Provinces for aid, well merits the notice 
of Her Majesty’s Government. 

14. There remain a few whose names should have had place in my former 
Minute, but who owing to the transfer of their services from one Local Gov¬ 
ernment to another, the death of the officers from whom the reports should 
have been received, aud other accidental causes, were not included in it. 

15. Those for Whom I now have to ask the notice of Her Majesty’s Gov¬ 
ernment are Mr. C. B. Saunders, at first Magistrate of Moradabad, and after¬ 
wards the very efficient Commissioner of Delhi; Mr. George Campbell, since 
transferred to the Judicial Cormnissioncrship of Oudh; Mr. W. Ford, Magis¬ 
trate of Goorgaon; Mr. J. W. Sherer, Magistrate of Oawnpoor, and attached 
as civil officer to General Havelock’s column; Mr. J. D, Inglis, Magistrate of 
Bareilly; Mr. C. Richavdes, Joint-Magistrate of Paniput; Mr. John Campbell, 
Joint-Magistrate of Moradabad; Mr. James Power, Assistant Magistrate of 
Mynpoorie; Mr. F. B. Outram, Assistant Magistrate of Allvgurh ; Dr, Stewart 
Clarke, who had charge also of the construction and supply of carriages 
for the troops, and in spite of surrounding difficulties never failed to meet 
every demand upon him ; Captain W. McNeile, Deputy Commissioner of 
Thanesur; and Mr. B. Harington of the Telegraph Department. 

16. For Major W. Greathed, of the Bengal Engineers, employed by the 
Civil Government during the first months of the mutiny upon most perilous 
duty between Agra and Delhi, which he performed with excellent judgment and 
courage, I request the favorable consideration of Her Majesty’s Government. 

17. In Bengal I have only to add for notice the name of Mr. Edward 
Lushington, who, as.Commissiouer of Maunbhoom and Singbhoom, did good 
service with small support in the wild tracts of the south-western frontier. 
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18. Lastlv, I ask that the services of Mr. H. B. Uuldell, Director- 
General of the Post Office iu all India, may be noticed, lne appliances of 
his department were, under his superintendence, turned to most valuable 
account in the conveyance of troops and stores from the very begmmng ot ie 
mutiny, and mainly by his own energy and activity. 

19 . I now close this list, which is the supplement and conclusion of that 
of the 2nd of July. I might have extended them greatly without inserting 
the name of a single man whose duties did not, in the time ot which I have 
spoken rise far beyond their ordinary scope, and who had not proved himself 
more than equal to them. But where the field and the numbers engaged m 
it are so lam-e, it is not possible to include all to whom honor is due. As it 

l am painfully sensible of the inadequacy of written words to .onvey a true 
estimate of all that has been done and endured by those whom I have named. 

None but those whose duty it was to watch day after day the throbbings 
of the vast continent in its convulsion can thoroughly conceive extpnt and 
character and variety of the great services rendered- by the officeis of the Ci 
Government of India and by those who aided them. There are some who 
impet uously struck down rebellion when it first raised its head within the sphei e 
of their actfon; there are some who, threatened by it all around, day and nigh., 
steadily repelled it at every point and held their ground; there are others 
whose ^business it became to cheer and discipline mistrustful ccnnmuniues imo 
useful loyalty ; there are others who, as the representatives of their Go - 
ment in'Native States, and standing almost alone amongst armed fanatics 
excited by daily rumours of disaster to the British power, worthily sustained, 
and by their bearing compelled respect to the dignity and authority of their 
country; and there are those (and they are not the least) who, to JCaglnm s 
eternal honor, and with a wise perception of her true uterests knew when to 
exhibit mercy in its most God-like form—mercy extended iu the horn of 
triumph and asserted power to those who had deeply offended. 

I cannot attempt to do justice to the part which lias been borne by each 
individual whom I have mentioned. The records in full aie befoie Hu 
Majesty’s Government, and I can but place these lists in the hands of the 
Secretary of State, with the assurance that there is not in them the name of a 
single man of whom his country may not be proud, or ot any whom I cannot 
conscientiously and earnestly recommend as worthy of the favor or noueo o
